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Tub  progress  of  every  grent  and  good  work  httf  been 
marked  by  freqnent  and  some  of  tbem  painM  dumges. 
These  oftem  appear  in  forms  and  under  ctrcnmstanoes 
which  startle  spectators,  and  at  times  cause  them  great 
sadness  and  discouragement.  "  When  they  looked  for 
light,  behold  obscurity."  Th«  hanrest,  which  waved  in 
the  golden  beams  by  which  it  was  ripened,  is  suddenly 
swept  away  before  a  rushing  flood.  The  topstone  of  a 
noble  building  has  no  sooner  been  raised  than  it  is 
shaken  and  rent  by  the  electric  flash. 

Thus  has  it  often  been  with  Christian  Slissions. 
Many  and  heavy  hare  been  Hbe  losses  and  sorrows  which 
t&e  labourers  abroad  and  their  sympatSiizing  friends 
at  home  have  had  to  bear,  and  sometimes  appearances 
have  been  very  gloomy,  and  events  veiy  sad.  But  thero 
is  nothing  wonderful  in  aH  this.  Such  trials  of  our  fluth 
utd  fidelity  ore  vrisely  permitted.  Without  them  we 
should  not  work  so  wdl  as  we  do,  nor  in  so  good  a 
spirit.  But  are  they  always  whatfliey  seem  ?  Assuredly 
not.  Iiook  at  &e  long  dark  night  of  storm  and  sorrow 
and  slaveiy  and  death  through  which  the  Christians  of 
Hadagascar  stood  firm  and  suffered  for  the  Saviour.  Was 
that  merely  a  time  of  evil  P  You  know  it  was  far  other- 
wise. And  when  the  news  reached  this  country  that 
good  John  Williams  had  &llen  beneath  the  murderous 
clnbs  of  the  savages  of  Erromanga,  how  many  tears  were 
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shed,  and  how  manyliriglit  hopes  for  Polynesia  se 
qnenohed  in  the  shadow  of  his  death!  But  what  s] 
oat  of  that  mournful  event  P  More  pitj  for  the  wre 
heathen,  and  a  firmer  resolve  on  the  part  of  thou 
to  send  to  them  the  Gk)Rpel;  and  what,  perhaps, 
most  of  all  interest  otur  readers,  the  missionary 
witiT  tCe  martyr's  honoured  name.  And  ■ao^ 
has  snnk  beneath  the  wave.  When  the  news 
came,  what  sadness  was  felt  hj  multitudes !  But 
is  also  rising  out  of  this  darfaiess.  Though  many  i 
young  had  from  time  to  time  most  heartily  help 
repair  her,  the  generation  that  bought  her  has  i 
grown  up  or  passed  away.  Many  of  them,  hon 
hare  not  forgotten  the  pleasant  time  in  which 
worked  for  this  object,  and  never  will  forget  it. 
part  they  took  gave  them  happiness,  and  did 
good.  ZVom  the  day  when  they  became  collectoi 
the  missionaiy  ship,  they  began  to  think,  and  care 
pray  more  about  Qt>d's  great  work  amongst  the  hei 
than  they  had  done  before.  And  now  her  loss  wi 
the  gain  of  another  band  who,  when  this  nxuuber  <y 
Magazine  comes  into  their  hands,  will  be  engaging  i: 
service  of  collecting  for  a  new  ship.  It  is  cheerii 
dose  this  year  amidst  proofi  that  the  young  are 
interested  than  ever  in  missions  to  the  heathen,  ai 
indulge  the  assurance  that  the  'Piebee  of  the 
volume  win  supply  such  proof  of  this  as  never  appc 
before. 
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AMBATONAKANGA  AND  FARAVOHITKA. 
OxTR  young  Mends  who  worked  so  well  in  raising 
Hie  £2500  for  the  Memorial  Church  at  Antanana- 
rivo will,  we  are  sure,  highly  value  the  engravings 
contained  in  this  month's  Magazine.  They  are 
copied  from  photographs  which  Mr.  EUis  has  sent 
home ;  and  they  will  enable  our  readers  almost  to 
see  the  scenes  where  the  four  nobles  suffered. 

One  of  these  engravings  represents  a  spot  named 
Ambatonakanga.  You  will  see  a  house  in  the 
centre  with  the  black  cross.  It  is  now  connected 
with  another  house,  but  this  was  not  the  case  for< 
merly.  This  is,  on  many  accounts,  a  deeply  in- 
teresting object.  No  other  building  in  the  country 
has  been  so  closely  connected  witii  the  trials  and 
the  triumphs  of  the  Christians.  It  was  their  first 
place  of  public  worship.  Here  Mr.  Griffiths,  Mr. 
Johns,  and  other  missionaries,  preached  the  Gos- 
pel; and  truly  wonderful  were  the  scenes  they 
witaessed.  Whenever  it  was  known  that  service 
would  be  held,  hundreds  crowded  into  the  place, 
nitd  hundreds  more  listened  at  the  door  and  the 
windows,  to  the  strange  but  good  tidings  which 
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were  brought  to  their  ears.  Nor  was  the  Grospel 
preached  in  vain,  for  the  Spirit  of  Gk>d  carried 
home  the  message  to  many  hearts.  When  the 
splendid  palaces  and  temples  of  the  -world  shall  be 
as  though  they  had  never  been,  that  rude  house, 
•with  its  mud  walls,  its  narrow  windows  and  its 
thatched  roof,  wiU  be  had  in  everlasting  remem- 
brance. Of  this  sacred  place  it  will  be  said,  "  This 
and  that  man  waa  bom  there !" 

But,  in  1828,  Badama  I.  died,  and  Banavolona, 
the  late  persecuting  queen,  took  the  throne.  For  a 
time,  the  Christians  atillflocked  to  Ambatonakanga. 
There,  seated  as  close  as  they  could  be  to  each 
other  upon  the  floor,  with  upturned  faces  and 
glistening  eyes,  the  eager  crowd  might  still  be 
seen  every  Sabbath,  drinking  in  the  words  which 
fell  from  the  preacher's  lips.  But  at  length  the 
darkness  of  a  long  night  began  to  fall  upon  the 
capital.  Command  after  command  followed  each 
other  quickly  from  the  Queen,  which  alarmed  the 
Christians  and  hindered  the  Missionaries :  and  on 
Thursday,  February  26th,  1835,  public  worship  was 
held  for  the  last  time  at  Antananarivo. 

For  awhile  this  humble  but  honoured  house 
of  the  Lord  was  unused.  But,  in  two  or  three 
years,  it  was  again  filled  with  Christians,  not 
now,  indeed,  as  a  sanctuary,  but  aa  a  prison. 
Hither  men  and  women  were  dragged,  and  were 
held  in  bondage.  And  from  this  place  they 
were  led  forth  either  to  slavery  or  to  death.  But 
a  light  shone  into  that  prison,  aad,  above  the 
clanking  of  their  chains,  there  waa  often  heard  the 
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voice  of  joy  and  melody.    Thus  to  them  the  plax;e 

became  no  other  than  the  house  of  God  and  the 

gate  of  Heaven. 

In  that  spot  Christians  had  fellowship  with 

one  another,  and  with  their  Lord  and  Saviour. 

Amongst  those  who  enjoyed  this  great  privilege 

were  the  four  nobles  who  were  burnt  alive  at 

Faravohitra.    Here  they  were  confined,  and  here 

they  might  have  been  seen  waiting  for  the  hour 

of  execution,  seated   upon  the  ground,   bound 

with  chains  and  surrounded  by  soldiers,  singing 

hymns  of  praise  to  the  great  Redeemer,  and  thus 

preparing  themselves  for  death.    Nor  had  they 

long  to  wait.    One  morning,  in  the  early  part  of 

the  yeai'  1849,  the  Queen's  messenger  entered  the 

prison.     When   he    appeared,  the  nobles,  with 

fifteen  other  Christians,  who  were  sentenced  to 

be  hurled  down  &om  the  precipice  at  Arapimari- 

nana,  were  engaged  in  their  favourite  employment. 

StiU  seated  upon  the  ground,  they  sung  a  favourite 

hymn,  which  thus  begins : — 

"  When  I  shall  die  and  leave  my  friends. 
When  they  shall  weep  for  me. 
When  depai-ted  has  my  life. 
Then  I  shall  happy  be.'* 

But  the  hoarse,  harsh  sound  of  the  messenger  of 
death  is  now  heai-d.  He  is  pronouncing  upon 
each  the  punishment  they  are  about  to  su£fer. 
As  soon  aa  the  nobles  learned  what  their  terrible 
death  would  be,  they  sent  to  beg  the  Queen  that 
they  might  first  be  strangled.  But  even  this 
mercy  was  denied  them. 

And  now  all  is  ready;  and  through  a  doorway, 
yrhiok  is  not  seen  in  the  engi'aving,  the  four  noblec 
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went  forth  to  suffer  for  the  sake  of  the  Lord  Jesus. 
As  a  particular  favour,  they  were  permitted  to 
walk  to  the  place  of  execution,  instead  of  being 
carried  upon  poles.  One  of  them  was  a  lady,  axid 
it  might  have  been  supposed  that  she  at  lea«t 
would  hare  shrunk  from  the  fiery  trial.  But  no ! 
they  were  all  firm,  and  even  joyful.  They  knew 
in  whom  they  believed,  and  were  quite  ready  to 
lay  down  their  lives  for  His  sake ;  so,  as  they  went 
along  the  road,  they  sang  a  hymn  which  begins — 

«  Wben  our  hearts  ore  troubled ;" 
And  each  verse  ends  with — 

"  Then  remember  ns." 
Thus  tliey  came  to  Faravohitra.    The  stakes  were 
fixed  in  the  ground,  and  the  fuel  was  piled  around 
them.    There  stood  the  executioner  ready  to  bind 
the  Christians,  and  to  light  the  fatal  fire.  But  none 
of  these  things  moved  them.  The  pile  was  kindled, 
and  then,  &om  amidst  the  crackling  and  roaring 
of  the  flames,  arose  the  voice  of  prayer  and  praise: 
"  0  Lord,"  they  were  heard  to  cry,  "  receive  our 
spirits:  for  Thy  love  has  caiued  this  to  come 
to  us ;  and  lay  not  this  sin  to  their  charge ! " 
"  Thus,"  writes  one  who  stood  near  the  martjrrs, 
and  saw  that  never-to-be-forgotten  scene — "tiius 
they  prayed  as  long  as  they  had  any  life.    Then 
they  died,  but  softly— gently.    Indeed,  gently  was 
the  going  forth  of  their  life,  and  astonished  were  all 
the  people  around  that  beheld  the  bumingof  them." 
But  we  must  again  visit  their  prison-house, 
Shortly  after  the  death  of  the  Queen,  and  the 
renewal  of  Missionary  work  in  the  capital,  the 
~ing  allowed  the  building  to  be  again  used  for 
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divine  worsMp.  But  it  was  soon  found  too  small 
for  the  numbers  wlio  crowded  to  hear  the  Gtospel. 
It  was  therefore  resolved  to  join  it  on  to  another 
Iiouse  that  stood  near  it.  So  the  people  took  out 
the  ends  of  both  houses,  built  up  a  piece  of  wall 
Tjetween  them,  and  having  thatched  over  the  space, 
they  prepared  for  themselves  a  rude  but  roomy 
sanctuary.  The  engraving  will  show  where  the 
houses  were  joined  together.  "Within  the  space 
surrounded  by  the  wall,  one  of  the  Memorial 
Churches  is  to  be  built,  for  there  is  not  a  spot  on 
earth  which  the  Christians  of  Madagascar  regard 
with  more  interest. 

HavinglookedwellatAmbatonakanga,ouryoung 
fi-iends  may  turn  to  the  thi-ee  other  engravings. 
These  are  different  representations  of  Faravohitra. 
One  of  them  is  a  distant  view  of  the  spot.  It 
shows,  first,  the  population  of  this  part  of  Anta- 
nanarivo; and  thus  proves  how  good  a  situation 
it  is  for  the  Church.  There  is  no  doubt  but  that 
here  will  be  gathered  one  of  the  largest,  if  not  the 
largest,  congi-egation  in  the  capital.  And,  secondly, 
our  young  friends  will  see  what  a  noble  position 
their  church  will  occupy.  When  the  four  nobles 
were  burned  upon  this  high  ground,  the  flames 
in  which  they  suffered  could  be  seen  from  the 
palace  and  from  a  large  part  of  the  city.  And 
it  will  be  the  same  with  the  Memorial  Church. 
It,  too,  will  be  seen  far  and  wide ;  and  it  will  lead 
thousands,  as  they  remember  the  past,  to  cry  with, 
joy  and  thankfulness, "  What  hath  Grod  wrought!" 

But  we  wiU  now,  with  the  assistance  of  the  other 
engravings,  get  a  closer  and  clearer  view  of  this 
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almost  consecrated  spot. '  At  present  a  wall  and 
a  house  stand  upon  it.    These  have  been  built 
since  the  martyrdom.    When  that  took  place  the 
gi'ound  was  open  and  clear,  and  the  spots  marked 
with  the  crosses  are  those  where  they  were  burned, 
while  charcoal  is  still  found  mixed  with  the  soil, 
which  the  natives  say  is  the  remains  of  the  fires 
which  consumed  the  Christians.    Of  course  the 
Wall  and  the  house  will  be  taken  down  to  make 
Way  for  the  church,  which  will  rise  over  the  ashes 
qt  the  faithftd  martyi-s.    As  the  good  work  goes 
forward,  we  hope  to  be  able  to  famish  our  readers 
with  photographic  views  of  its  progress. 

DESIRE  FOR  MISSIONARIES. 
The  Eev.  Mr.  Vivian  left  this  country  last  spring  for 
Baiatea,  and  proceeded  in  the  "John  WiUiams"  from 
Sydney  for  his  appointed  field  of  labovir.  On  his  way,  the 
missionary  ship  called  at  several  islands,  and  the  following 
passage  from  Mr.  Vivian's  account  of  the  voyage  strikingly 
shows  how  eager  the  natives  are  to  get  a  missionary : — 

"Our  long  voyage  from  Sydney,  though  occupying 
nearly  nine  months,  has  been  full  of  interest,  and  has  oon» 
tributed  greatly  to  my  experience.  We  have  visited  up* 
wards  of  thirty  islands,  and  I  have  seen  the  Mission  field  in 
these  seas  in  all  its  length  and  breadth.  You  will  not  be 
surprised  when  I  tell  you  that,  on  severtd  of  the  islands  to 
the  west,  the  people  are  so  anxious  to  receive  Mission' 
Aries,  that  I  had  litei-ally  to  drag  myself  away  almoit  by 
force  from  them. 

"  At  Uea,  one  of  the  Loyalty  Islands,  the  nfttifes  were 
so  auxious  for  me  to  remain,  that  they  were  ready  to  giv^ 
up  their  lauds,  or  anything  they  possessed,  if  I  would  stay 
^nd  be  their  Missionary, 
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"  At  Fate,  as  soon  as  they  knew  that  I  was  a  new 
IVIisgionary,  they  detemuned,  if  possible,  to  secure  me. 
At  first  they  tried  persnasion ;  on  finding  this  to  fail, 
they  next  tried  what  brute  force  would  do — ^they  designed 
to  carry  me  off.  For  this  purpose  six  strong  fellows  came 
on  board  before  daylight,  and  took  their  stand  near  tho 
cabin  stairs.  Judge  my  surprise  on  ascending  the  ladder. 
X  bad  scarcely  reached  the  top,  before  I  was  caught  in  the 
close  embrace  of  these  six  naked  black  men.  They  looked 
Teiy  resolved  at  first ;  but  by  a  little  coaxing  I  got  my 
release,  and  when  they  found  their  case  was  hopeless,  they 
desisted,  and  made  no  further  effort.  Ereiy  one  of  these 
poor  fellows  carried  marks  in  his  countenance  of  deep 
desire  for  further  instruction  in  the  Word  of  God.  It 
was  truly  painful  in  the  extreme  to  witness  these  things, 
and  hare  no  means  of  assistance  at  hand.  Oh,  that  more 
labourers  were  sent  forth!  Truly,  '  the  harrest  is  great, 
and  the  labourers  are  few.' 

"  On  reaching  Samoa,  the  same  cry  was  heard  from  the 
brethren  and  people,  'Do  stay  here;  We  need  help.' 
Jit  the  meeting  of  the  brethren,  no  less  than  seren  of  the 
high  chiefs  came  and  made  a  formal  request  that  I  might 
be  detained.  Oh,  if  the  Christian  people  of  England 
could  for  one  moment  have  witnessed  the  anxiety,  or 
beard  the  pleadings  of  these  men,  I  am  persuaded  they 
would  think  no  sacrifice  too  great  to  make  in  order  to 
supply  their  want.  They  said  with  tears,  if  a  Missionary 
did  not  come  with  them,  the  priest  would,  and  the  people 
^  would  be  lost.  If  by  gathering  the  whole  population 
before  me,  to  plead  their  own  cause,  they  oould  succeed, 
they  would  do  it,  and  5000  people  should  come  and  pre- 
sent themselres  as  destitute  of  a  pastor,  and  going  to  ruin. 
These  things  deeply  wrought  upon  my  feelings,  and  my 
heart  melted  in  mc  for  their  sakos." 
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BLIND  BABTIMiBUS. 
Yor  all  know  the  etory  of  poor  blind  BartimeeuB,  -who 
sat  at  the  gate  of  Jericho  and  asked  alms.  Yoa  remem* 
ber  how  he  heard  one  day  that  Jesus  of  Kazoreth  was 
passing  by,  and  cried  to  Him  for  help }  how  our  blessed 
Saviour  pitied  hnn,  and  called  him,  and  gare  him  his 
eyesight,  and  commended  his  faith,  and  made  him  one 
of  His  followers.  What  we  are  going  to  tell  you  is  not 
about  that  Bartimteug,  but  about  a  namesake  of  his,  who 
lired  in  the  Sandwich  Islands,  in  the  Pacific  Ocean,  and 
who  was  led  to  the  Saviour  in  a  most  remarkable  way. 

The  name  which  he  first  had  was  Pamiki.    He  was  bom 
a  few  years  after  Captain  Cook  paid  his  last  visit  to  the  is> 
lands.  His  mother  sawhevnu  aweakly  and  deformedchild, 
and  thought  the  best  thing  she  could  do  was  to  get  him  out 
of  the  way.    So  she  buried  the  poor  little  fellow  alive,  and 
left  him  to  die.    There,  imder  the  ground,  he  lay  for  a 
little  while  j  butO-od  gave  liin  strength  enough  to  bre^k 
through  the  clods  of  earth  which  covered  hitfi  and  to  ray. 
That  cry  drew  the  attention  of  a  woman  whose  only  child 
had  lately  died ;  and  when  the  pitiful  wail  of  the  little 
stranger  fell  upon  her  ear,  she  was  still  weeping  for  her 
lost  darling.    G?he  sound  seemed  to  her  just  like  the  voice 
of  her  child,  and,  trembUngwith  joy,  she  rushed  to  the  spot. 
There  lay  the  poor  outcast ;  he  vras  just  about  as  old 
as  her  own  little  boy.    For  a  time  she  was  rather  fright- 
ened and  astonished.    Could  it  be  that  the  hateful  idol 
which  She  called  God  had  sent  her  to  tlijs  spot  to  recover 
her  babe  P    At  l&st  she  took  courage  to  place  the  cliild  on 
her  aim,  and  cany  it  home.    There  she  treated  it  as  her 
own,  and  for  a  short  time  Pamiki  knew  what  a  mother's 
love  vras.    But  when  he  wae  only  in  his  fourth  year,  she 
died,  and  left  him  alone  and  uncared  for.    Everybody 
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turned  away  from  the  deformed  cripple ;  and  he  wag 
driven  off  with  contempt  from  many  of  the  houses. 
Finding  himself  thus  cruelly  persecuted,  he  at  last  left 
tlie  liomes  of  men,  went  into  the  woods,  and  lived  almost 
like  a  wild  beast. 

Aa  he  grew  older  he  became  still  more  deformed.  Kot 
liaving  any  one  to  loTe,  and  hating  received  scarcely 
anything  but  cruelty,  he  felt  a  bitter  hatred  to  all  man* 
kind.  He  committed  all  kinds  of  sins  without  anyregret } 
and  when  he  did  come  into  the  company  of  his  fellow* 
men,  it  was  often  to  take  port  in  the  worst  heathen  prac* 
tices.  In  these  he  so  much  excelled,  that,  after  a  time^ 
ihe  King  and  Queen  heard  of  his  performances.  They 
let  him  come  to  their  house,  and  he  knew  so  well  how  to 
get  into  their  favour,  that  he  was  appointed  dancer  and 
a  sort  of  Merry- Andrew  to  the  court.  Thus  he  was  em- 
ployed in  1820,  when  the  American  Mission  was  begun 
in  (he  Sandwich  Islands. 

Sut  before  long  he  suffered  from  a  severe  illness.  He 
cOTild  scarcely  use  his  limbs,  and  his  sight  began  to  fiuL 
As  he  could  no  longer  perform  the  tricks  which  pleased 
the  King  and  Queen,  he  was  sent  away  Irom  the  palace. 
Moreover,  all  his  friends  forsook  him.  Thus  he  lay  for  a 
whole  month  in  great  pain,  but  nobody  came  to  see  him 
or  render  him  help.  It  was  quite  wonderful  that  he  con- 
tinued alive ;  it  was  even  a  still  greater  wonder  than  that, 
that  he  had  been  snatched  from  an  early  grave.  One  day, 
however,  it  came  into  the  mind  of  a  ISTative  Christian, 
named  John  Honoli,  to  try  and  find  him  Out.  After 
searching  some  time  he  discovered  him  under  a  wide- 
spreading  covering  of  boughs,  lying  on  the  ground,  unable 
to  move,  famishing  horn  hunger,  and  almost  blind.  But 
his  hard  heart  had  not  been  softened  by  hit  (offerings  ( 
he  cursed  the  day  of  his  birth,  and  wished  iot  strength 
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enough  to  put  an  end  to  his  life.    Honoli  had  not  known 
him ;  he  had  only  heard  of  him.    But  he  had  received 
Ood's  lore  into  Us  heart,  and  he  did  what  he  could  to 
help  the  poor  sufferer  in  his  need.    After  he  had  relieved 
Famili's  wants,  and  restored  him  to  a  little  strength,  he 
began  to  tell  him  what  a  Saviour  he  had  found  in  Jesus. 
Honoli  assured  him  that  the  Lord  Jesus  could  help  even 
such  a  wretched  outcast  as  he  was,  coidd  give  him  health, 
and,  what  was  far  better,  the  blessings  of  salvation  in 
this  world,  and  a  holy,  happy  home  in  heaven.    Pamiki 
heard  all  this  with. great  wonder,  and  while  listening  he 
forgot  his  pains.    From  that  time  he  felt  as  if  the  power 
of  this  new  Lord  was  already  beginning  to  restore  his 
strength.    Day  after  day  Honoli  visited  him,  bringing 
him  food  and  words  of  comfort.     He  drank  in  the  pro- 
mises of  the  Divine  Savioiur.    The  good  seed  fell  into 
well-prepared   soil.     Pamiki  felt   himself  less  lonely. 
When  his  friend  bade  him  "  good  bye,"  he  thought  over 
his  words,  till  at  last  he  began  to  call  upon  the  great  and 
wonderful  Ood  about  whom  he  had  heard  for  himself. 
Time  passed  more  quickly  and  pleasantly  j   he  prayed 
more  frequently,  and  kept  on  repeating  Honoli's  words 
and  thinking  about  them,  until  he  felt  that  he  had  indeed 
found  Q-od  as  a  friend  who  never  left  liim.    His  health 
also  returned,  and  at  length  he  could  accompany  his 
kind  teacher  to  hear  the  preaching  of  the  Missionaries. 
But  now  another  trial  came  upon  him.    His  former 
friends  jeered  and  mocked  him,  and  laid  snares  for  him, 
in  hopes  of  drawing  liim  back  into  sin.    But  Ood  was 
with  Pamiki,  and  strengthened  his  faith  and  patience. 
At  last  the  heathens  gave  up  tempting  him,  and  lived  to 
gee  in  him  one  of  the  strongest  proofs  of  the  power  of  that 
gospel  which  they  were  rejecting.    Soon  even  the  King 
and  th«  Queen  paid  mor?  attention  to  the  Missionaries, 
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and  throughout  the  Sandwich  Islands  a  new  life  began 
to  pieyail. 

Famiki  visited  the  Mission  School  and  learned  to  read. 
Se    was  baptized,  and  received  the  name  Bartimeeus. 
But,  strange  to  say,  he  had  no  sooner  learned  to  read 
tlum  he  totally  lost  his  sight.    He  would  not,  however, 
let  this  trial  stop  him  in  his  efforts  to  know  the  Word  of 
O-od.    He  used  to  get  the  scholars  to  read  to  him  out 
o£  their  Bibles,  and  learned  by  heart  verse  after  verse, 
until  he  could  repeat  whole  chapters.    To  think  over 
Tvhat  he  had  learned  was  his  great  delight,  and  his  chief 
employment.    But  he  was  soon  called  to  perform  other 
•works.     His  conduct  and  character  were  so  excellent, 
that,  only  a  few  months  after  his  baptism,  he  was  invited 
to  become  a  preacher,  and  to  take  charge  of  a  district  iu 
the  capiital,  Honolulu.     How  much  good  he  did  here 
during  his  prolonged  life  it  is  not  easy  to  say.     His 
power  of  working  hard  was  ahnost  greater  than  that  of 
any  ordinary  man's.  The  lore  of  (Jod,  which  had  delivered 
him  from  an  early  grave,  from  exposure  and  starvation 
in  the  woods,  fipom  his  hatred  of  men,  and  from  his  own 
daricuess  and  sin,  gave  a  life  and  a  power  to  everything 
he  did.    His  eloquence  was  almost  like  a  voice  from  an- 
other world.     Often  have  liis  hearers  covered  their  faces 
-with  their  hands  as  he  described  the  awful  majesty  of 
Q-od  when  He  will  come  to  judge  the  world.     Tear  by 
year  he  delighted  to  point  them  to  "  the  Lamb  of  God, 
which  taketh  away  the  sin  of  the  world ;"  and  we  can- 
not doubt  that,  at  the  great  day,  many  will  stand  up  to 
bless  GN>d,  who  was  pleased  to  raise  up  such  a  poor, 
wicked  outcast  to  be  a  messenger  of  mercy  to  their  soids. 
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APPEAL  FOR  SEWING  MATERIALS  POR 
MADAGASCAR. 

Ws  hare  had  so  many  proofs  that  our  readen  ore  ready 
to  help  ou  the  good  work  of  teaching  and  laying  the 
people  of  Madagascar,  aa  to  feel  sure  that  many  of  them 
will  be  pleased  to  respond  to  a  request  firom  Mrs.  Toy,  who 
is  labouring  hard  and  successfully  tmongst  the  femalea  of 
AntananariTo.  That  request  is  contained  in  the  follov* 
iug  letter  to  the  Ber.  D.  Front,  dated  September  9  :— 

"My  dsabSis,— I  write,  through  you,  to  solicit  gifts 
of  sewing  materials  for  our  schools,  as  I  hare  greatly 
exhausted  my  own  private  stock  with  the  ckws  I  have 
been  teaching  since  my  arriral  in  the  capitel. 

"  I  hare  now  a  large  class  of  poor  girls  in  connection 
with  our  own  school,  besides  the  superintendence,  in  some 
measure,  of  the  needlework  at  Mr.  Stagg's,  and  am  yery 
much  at  a  loss  for  materials — things  of  this  kind  being 
extremely  expensire  here. 

"  We  also  want  a  little  print  or  plain  calico,  as  we 
not  only  hare  to  supply  them  with  cotton,  needles^  Ac, 
but  materifds  to  work  on.  Many  of  the  girls  are 
quite  able  to  make  up  plain  garments,  which  could  be 
given  at  stated  times  as  incentives  to  order  and  industry, 
to  the  most  deserving  among  them,  and  would,  I  am  sure, 
be  greatly  prized. 

"  The  women  of  this  country  know  Very  little  of  the 
duties  which  we  in  England  think  pertain-  to  the  sex. 
They  seem  to  spend  the  whole-of  their  time  in  idleness. 
As  is  the  cose  in  all  cmmtries  where  slavery  existt,  work 
is  looked  upon  as  degrading.  The  houses  are  dirty  and 
the  children  neglected.  At  chapel,  or  when  visiting,  they 
are  clean  and  tidy ;  from  their  appearance  yon  would 
never  imagine  the  state  of  their  homes.    They  admire 
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numerous  fruit  Bnd  vegetable  stallg,  and  stopped  fre- 
quently to  examine  them ;  but  tbe  ownen  of  the  firuit 
mere  either  too  watchful  in  guarding  their  propertr, 
or  they  trere  too  irreligious  to  admit  the  dainm  of 
Hanmnan's  descendants,  for  none  of  the  coveted  spoil 
could  our  friends  profit  by.  They  looked  wistfully,  and 
grinned ;  or  they  showed  their  teeth  in  anger,  and,  chat- 
tering abuse,  passed  on. 

Presently,  howerer,  they  espied  a  staU-leeper,  an  old 
man,  squatted  on  the  ground,  eastern  fashion,  with  a  fan 
in  his  lumd,  fanning  vigorously  to  keep  the  flies  from  hii 
fine  collection  of  sweetmeats.  Before  him  they  stopped, 
and  held  a  parley  of  an  amusing  kind,  which  proved  them 
to  be  keen  observers.  They  found  that  the  owner  of  the 
sweetmeats  was  perhaps  feeble  with  age ;  or  they  judged 
from  his  countenance  that  ho  was  good-natured  and  irre- 
solute ;  or  they  may  have  thought  that  he  was  devout, 
and  prepared  to  respect  their  demands.  At  any  rate,  they 
deemed  liim  fair  game ;  so  they  proceeded,  to  his  dis- 
comfiture, and  to  the  sustaining  of  their  own  reputation. 

One  of  them  boldly  attempted  to  seize  a  nice,  luscious 
lump  of  candied  sweets.  The  old  man  remonstrated,  &n 
in  hand ;  lUeiyi-yen-tambiyi-ap-paii'th/dthi.  "  No, 
no  J  my  yoxmger  brother,  do  not  do  so."  The  monkey 
renewed  his  effort  to  possess  himself  of  the  sweets,  and 
the  old  man  continues,  deprecatingly.  Nan  yeli,  "  I  am  a 
poor  man ;"  and  then  he  suggested,  "  Yonder  is  a  rich 
man — he  b  very  charitable." 

The  monkey  grew  impatient,  and  darted  forward  to 
catch  his  prize.  The  old  man  raised  his  fan,  threatening 
to  strike  the  thief,  while  the  other  monkey,  who  has  un- 
perceived  slipped  round  behind,  quietly  thrust  his  paw 
forward,  and  bore  off  the  booty,  wliich  they  both  retired 
to  share,  leaving  the  poor  old  man  to  bemoan  his  fate, 
and  lament  the  frcalts  of  his  gods. — MUHonarif  Secorier. 
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AN  ATTEMPT  TO  DO   GOOD, 

The  following  is  an  extract  of  a  letter  from  the  wife  of 
an  American  Miseionarr  in  Madura.  It  is  a  pleasant 
instance  of  a  desire  on  the  part  of  a  simple-minded  Hindoo 
woman  to  obey  the  command,  "  To  do  good  and  commu- 
nicate forget  not." 

"  I  had  not  lighted  my  lamp  after  tea,  when  the  school 
cook-woman  came  in.  She  is  a  very  faithful  servant,  a 
Tcry  earnest  Christian,  and  I  can  always  understand  her 
Tamil.  I  really  love  her  Teijy  much.  So  I  said,  'Come, 
sit  down,'  very  cordially.  '  I  came  to  say  a  little  to  you,' 
she  said.  '  I  have  been  to  see  Apparvoo's  mother  to-day, 
and  she  wanted  me  to  get  your  favour.  Vetham's 
daught«r  will  marry  Apparvoo,  and  she  don't  know  how 
to  read,  and  hasn't  got  sense  like  your  school-girls.  She 
will  be  just  like  heathen  girls;  and,  if  Apparvoo  has  a 
good  learned  girl  for  his  wife,  there  will  be  great  joy  to 
me,'  she  said.  '  She  wants  you  to  let  her  come  to  school, 
and,  when  she  is  like  other  girls,  she  can  be  married  to 
Apparvoo.  Here  is  my  husband,'  she  said,  '  and  all  my 
boys,  getting  so  much  good  sense,  I  want  her  to  be  a 
reader. 

"  '  I  think,'  the  cook-woman  continued,  '  that  Appar- 
Too's  mother  did  not  like  to  see  me  at  first.    I  never 
went  there   till  last  week,  and  didn't  know  the  house. 
Apparvoo  told  me  that  when  he  said  things  about  our 
religion,  his  mother  was  angiy,  and  he  asked  me  if  I 
.    would  go  and  try  to  do  her  some  good.     (The  cook- 
woman  was  formerly  a  Boman  Catholic).    So  I  asked 
your  leave,  and  Gtebricl  showed  me  the  house.     His 
mother  was  not  very  joyful  to  see  me ;  but  I  only  spoke 
a  little  and  came  away.    I  thought  I  wouldn't  say  any- 
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thing  about  our  religion  the  first  time.'     Here  was 
Trisdom  from  a  Hindoo  woman's  heart ! 

" '  ScTeiymmal,'  I  said,  '  you  must  ask  Jesus  to  go 
with  you.'  '  Didn't  1  ?'  she  said,  eagerly.  '  When  Ap- 
parroo  aaked  me,  I  thought,  What  can  a  poor  Troman 
like  me  do  ?  Didn't  I  ?  When  my  work  was  done,  I 
went  into  the  little  prayer-house,  and  asked  Jesus  to  send 
the  Holy  Spirit  in  first,  to  make  a  little  place  for  me.' 

" '  Do  you  think  He  did  P '  I  asked.  '  Didn't  1  ask  Him 
to  ?  I  asked  Hun  with  all  my  heart !  Two  days  after,  I 
went  again,  and  she  spoke  more  kindly  to  me ;  and  the 
next  day  she  began  to  tell  mo  how  much  the  boys  were 
learning  j  and  the  next  day  she  said  she  would  go  to 
church  if  she  wasn't  afraid  of  the  Roman  Catholics  ;  and 
the  next  day  I  talked  a  little  about  Jesus.  I  shall  pray 
with  her  some  day,  and  if  she  comes  to  our  religion,  J 
shall  rejoice  rery  much.' "

The  Frontispiece  Is  cojned  from  a  beantifdl  pito- 
tograpUc  view  of  Almorah,  a  city  in  India,  the 
capital  of  a  district  in  Northern  ^ndastan,  called 
Kvunaon.  It  stands  upon  the  ridge  of  a  moun- 
tain, neai-ly  6000  feet  above  the  level  of  the  sea; 
but  upon  the  north-east  rise  the  mighty  Hima- 
layas,  to  the  height  of  26,000  feet.  Almorah  is 
one  of  the  stations  of  the  London  Missionary 
Society,  and  it  was  selected  by  the  Directors,  not 
only  because  the  people  around  it  were  sitting  in 
darkness,  but  also  because  the  air  there  is  so  fresh, 
and  the  cUmate  so  bracing,  that  it  would  form  a 
healthy  and  pleasant  retreat  for  missionaries  who 
had  suffered  from  their  labours  in  the  scorching^ 
plains  to  the  south.  And  most  lovely  is  the 
country  all  around  and  beyond  it.  Thousandq 
who  have  lived  long  in  the  warmer  parts  of  Jndii^ 
feel,  as  they  rise  from  the  sua-bunit  plain  upwards 
to  this  city,  mi  as  they  »dra<iioe  beypsd  it,  tho 
vonderfnl  refreshaienti  of  the  chmg9.  They  seem

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THE  MISSIONAEY's  VOTAGE   TO   IKDIA. 

Mt  beab  YOTTsa  Fbibnss, — ^During  my  short  atay  in 
^England  at  the  beginning  of  this  year,  I  added  so  many 
of  you  to  the  circle  of  my  friends,  and  felt  so  much 
pleasure  in  meeting  you  in  your  different  sdiooU  and 
missionary  meetings,  that  I  am  still  desirous  of  keeping 
up  my  acquaintance  with  you.  This  I  hope  to  do  by  oc- 
casionally sending  a  letter  to  you  through  your  magazine. 

I  left  England  in  May  last,  in  order  to  return  to  my 
station,  and  I  am  happy  to  tell  you  that  the  Lord,  who 
made  heaven  and  earth,  and  the  sea,  took  core  of  me  and 
all  besides  in  the  ship,  and  brought  us  in  safety  to  this 
dark  heathen  land.  And  now,  in  good  health  and 
strength,  I  am  once  more  among  my  people  in  Trarancore. 

When  I  was  a  little  boy,  I  used  often  to  stand  on  the 
Devonshire  coast  and  see  the  ships  passing  and  going 
light  away  out  of  sight  of  land  to  the  other  end  of  the 
world ;  and  it  seemed  to  me  a  very  wonderful  thing  that 
th^  ever  found  their  way  to  such  distant  places  and  then 
got  back  again  to  dear  old  England.  Those  ships,  with 
their  great  huUs,  and  their  canvas  wings  spread  to  the 
wind,  seemed  to  me  like  living  things. 

But  when  I  thought  in  this  way  I  was  a  child,  as  many 
of  you  ore  now.  But  since  I  became  a  man  I  have  taken 
three  long  voyages — ^first  to  India,  then  back  to  England, 
then  to  India  again.  And  now  I  know  that  the  ship  is 
not  a  large  sea-bird  wandering  over  the  watery  world, 
but  that  she  must  be  under  the  management  of  clever 
and  brave  men,  who  are  able  to  take  her  from  port  to 
port,  and  control  her  in  wind  and  storm.  It  is  the  cap- 
tain who  deddes  which  way  to  go,  and  the  sailors  steer 
according  to  hb  directions.  So  it  is  by  the  great  good- 
ness of  our  Gl-od,  who  holds  the  water  in  the  hollow  of 
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His  hand,  and  who  keeps  the  winds  in  His  fists,  that  those 
people  are  at  all  able  to  do  husiness  in  the  great  waters, 
and  siissionaries  are  able  to  go  to  distant  lands  to  preach 
the  eTerlasting  gospel  to  the  heathen. 

I  was  exactly  twelre  weeks  on  board  the  ship,  haTing 
seen  land  but  twice  all  the  time.  The  first  land  we  saw 
was  the  island  of  Madeira,  a  fortnight  after  we  left 
ChraTesend.  The  next  which  gladdened  our  eyes  was  the 
island  of  Ceylon,  fire  days  before  we  reached  Madras. 

But  during  that  time  we  saw  many  ships,  some  going 
back  to  Sngland,  and  others  going  out  to  different  parts 
of  the  world.  We  spoke  with  some  of  them,  and  sent 
letters  home  by  one.  Yes,  "  spoke "  with  some  of  the 
ships,  and  that  even  though  they  were  two  or  three  miles 
off.  Some  of  you  elder  boys,  who  see  the  newspapers  now 
and  then,  sometimes  see  a  line, "  Ships  spoken  with,"  and 
there  follows  a  list  of  ships  and  figures,  showing  the  lati- 
tude and  longitude  of  the  places  where  they  were  spoken 
•with.  I  will  tell  you  how  this  is  done.  Every  English 
Biip  (and  many  foreign  ships  besides)  carries  thirteen  or 
fourteen  flags  of  different  colours  and  shapes,  and  to  each 
flag  a  number  is  gireu — one,  two,  three,  four,  &o.  Then 
•with  these  flags  a  book  is  always  sent,  and  in  it  is  printed 
the  names  of  every  shiifthat  sails  out  of  England  or  to 
England,  and  even  the  names  of  many  that  do  not  go  to 
lEngland  at  all.  This  is  prepared  with  great  care,  and 
additions  are  made  to  it  every  year.  To  every  ship  a 
number  is  given,  so  that  when  that  number  is  shown 
by  the  flags  the  name  of  the  ship  is  known — for  people 
look  at  their  book  and  find  it  out.  Besides  the  names  of 
the  ships,  the  ports  and  harbours  aU  over  the  world  are 
printed  in  this  book,  and  a  number  given  to  each ;  so 
that  we  can  tell  where  a  ship  is  going  to,  and  where  she 
came  from.    Then  also  another  part  of  the  book  is  set- 
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Apart  ta  a  nnmlMr  of  seutencea  on  every  sulgect  thai  is 
1^  all  likely  to  be  talked  about  at  sea.  Saoh  as,  "  What 
(hip  is  thatP"  "Where  are  yo«  bound  for?"  "Where 
areyou&omP"  "What  is  your  latitude  and  longitude?" 
aitd  so  on. 

One  afternoon  ire  saw  a  large  ship  near  us,  and  by 
looking  through  the  telescope  we  could  see  flags  flying, 
and  we  read,  according  to  the  flags,  the  question,  "  What 
ship  is  that  P"  We  sent  up  our  number,  and  they  kaeir 
it  was  the  "  Alnwick  Castle."  They  then  sent  up  their 
number,  and  we  knew  her  name  was  the  "Spitfire."  We 
sent  up  other  flags,  saying  we  were  from  London.  She 
said,  in  the  some  way,  she  was  from  Flj/mouth.  We  said 
we  were  going  to  Madrat.  She  said  she  was  bound  for 
Australia.  We  said  we  had  60  passengers  on  board. 
She  said  she  had  425  emigrants.  We  asked  for  her  longi- 
tude, and  aiter  she  gave  it,  we  gare  ours.  We  then  sud, 
"  We  wish  you  a  pleasant  Toyage,"  and  she  answered, 
«  The  same  to  you."  Wo  then  made  our  bow  and  spoke 
no  mwe.  Ships  make  bows  to  each  other  by  hoisfang 
the  nation's  flag,  and  after  it  has  remained  up  a  short 
t  fane  lowering  it  a  little — then  up  again — and  down  again ; 
the  greater  number  of  times  the  flag  is  lowered  and 
raised  the  more  friendly  is  the  bow  of  fareweU.  This  is 
called  by  sailors  "  dipping  the  ensign." 

This  is  the  way  ships  "  speak  "  with  each  other.  But 
sailors  do  not  call  it  "  speaking,"  they  say  it  is  "  signal- 
ling." They  speak  to  a  ship  when  they  come  so  near  to 
her  as  to  be  able  really  to  speak ;  and  sometinus  this  is 
done. 

During  the  Toyagt  of  twelve  weeks  we  sailed  orer  more 
than  13,000  miles  of  ocean,  at  the  rate  of,  on  an  STSrage, 
about  six  miles  and  a  half  per  hour.  We  met  with  Uit 
winds  and  foul  winds,  storms  and  calms  i  fometiues  had 
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iaoie  wind  than  ire  wanted,  at  othen  none  at  all,  and 
were  then  left 

"  Like  ftpainM  •hip,  ' 
On  a  painted  ocean." 

Once  or  twiee  the  sea  washed  over  the  sidee  of  the  ihip 
and  entered  the  cabins,  which  was  not  at  all  pleasant. 
Sometimes  the  ship  rolled  and  pitched  so  that  we  oould 
not  sit  at  table  without  spilliiig  our  tea  or  upeetting  our 
plate.  Yeiy  often  the  plates  and  dishes  would  all  roll 
and  tumble  into  a  heap,  mixing  up  bread  and  barter  and 
faiscuits,meat,  mustard,  and  marmalade;  salt,  sauces,  and 
sugar ;  fish,  flesh,  and  fowl ;  curry  and  rice  ;  grayy  and 
tea  J  pickled  salmon ;  preaerred  oysters,  and  "  good  red 
henring."  All  on  the  table  would  be  sometimes  mixed 
together  as  no  one  wished  to  see  them  mixed. 

Before  we  reached  India,  we  crossed  the  line  twice. 
We  went  so  far  to  the  west  as  to  be  mora  than  two  hours 
behind  English  time.  Vor  instance,  when  it  was  twelte 
o'clock  with  you  it  was  not  ten  with  us.  "We  went  also 
so  fbr  to  the  east  as  to  be  more  than  fire  hours  before 
your  time;  and  so  it  is  now  with  me.  It  i^seTen  o'clock 
■with  me,  and  I  have  been  up  more  than  an  hour  writing 
to  you,  wHle  all  the  time  you  hare  been  fust  asleep  in 
your  beds ;  for  it  is  not  two  o'clock  yet  in  Bngland. 

Whilet  on  board  ship  we  did  not  forget  the  Lord,  who 
made  heaven  and  earth,  and  the  sea.  Every  day  a  few 
of  the  passengers  met  together  for  prayer  and  reading  the 
Scriptures,  and  almost  every  Sunday  we  had  prayers  and 
preaching.  Three  times  a  week  also  we  conducted  a 
service  among  the  tailors,  and  very  attentive  and  respect- 
ful they  all  were. 

God  was  very  good  to  us  aU,  for  not  an  accident  or 
death  occurred  the  whole  voyage,  and  there  was  very 
little  sickness  on  board. 

c3 
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After  leaving  the  ship  I  stayed  a  few  days  in  Madras, 
and  then  started  for  my  own  station,  which  I  reached  in 
one  week,  travelling  sometimes  by  rail,  at  others  in  a 
cart  without  springs,  drawn  by  bullocks,  then  in  a  boat, 
and  last  of  all  in  a  palanquin,  on  men's  shoulders.  It 
was  in  a  palanquin  that  I  entered  Kagercoil.  Many  of 
my  people  came  out  for  more  than  three  miles  on  the 
road  to  welcome  me  back  amongst  them.  As  is  their 
custom,  also,  they  brought  many  presents  of  fruit,  flowers, 
sugar,  plums,  sheep,  fowls,  rice,  &c.,  &c.,  and  one  good 
man  brought  me  a  pair  of  brass  lamps  for  my  table. 
They  all  seemed  very  glad  to  see  me,  and  I  was  very  glad 
to  see  them.  They  never  compliment  any  one  on  their 
beautiful  and  strong  appearance,  for  they  have  been 
taught  to  think  it  bad  manners  to  do  so.  The  heathens 
think  that  to  compliment  another  is  the  surest  way  to 
spoil  everything  you  compliment  them  6n.  For  instance, 
mothers  never  like  any  one  to  say,  "Dear  me,  what  a  fine 
child  yours  is !"  or  "  What  a  pretty  little  baby,  to  be  sure !" 
for  they  think  you  must  be  envious  of  them,  and  that 
you  say  siich  things  for  bad  luck.  Their  habit  rather  is 
to  say  to  mothers,  "  Poor  little  thing,  how  ill  it  looks !" 
or  to  friends,  though  they  may  be  never  so  well,  "  Sear, 
dear  me,  how  thin  you  are  looking!"  This  custom  led 
them  not  to  compliment  me,  or  they  might  have  said 
what  my  English  friends  in  the  Mission  said,  "  How  stout 
and  well  you  are  looking!"  And  I  am  thankful  to  say 
I  am  well — Ct^od  has  dealt  very  kindly  to  me,  and  has 
done  me  good-  I  now  desire  to  spend  my  strengtih  in 
His  service.  There  is  much  to  be  done  here,  and^I  hope 
to  do  much. 

And  while  there  is  much  for  us  missionaries  to  do 
abroad,  there  is  also  something  for  you  to  do  at  home. 
It  is  for  you  to  collect  and  to  give  money,  and  otherwise 
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interest  yotlrselTes  for  the  sending  out  of  the  gospel  to 
tlie  poor  perishing  heathen.  This  many  of  you  are  doing, 
and  I  hope  you  will  go  on  doiag  this  great  and  good 
TTOrk.  It  is  also  your  duty  to  pray  for  the  heathen,  that 
Qod  would  cause  the  gospel  of  His  Son  to  he  sent  to  them, 
'  and  that  hearts  to  believe  and  receive  it  may  he  granted 
to  them. 

You  ought  never  to  forget  to  thank  Q-od  that  you  were 
hora  in  a  Christian  land,  instead  of  in  a  countiy  like 
India,  where  "  the  children  gather  wood,  and  the  fathers 
kindle  the  fire,  and  the  women  knead  dough  to  make 
offerings"  to  gods  many  and  lords  many,  and  to  devils 
and  evil  spirits.  And  then  in  return  for  this  grace  let 
me  beg  you  all  to  give  your  hearts  to  the  Lord.  The 
best  sacrifice  you  can  offer  Him  is  the  sacrifice  of  a  broken 
and  contrite  heart.

MISSIONARY  VOYAGE. 

"Samoa,  27th  May,  1863. 

"  Dbab  YoTTNa  VxneSDB, — A  few  days  ago  I  reached 
home,  and  will  now  give  you  some  account  of  our  visit 
to  Fakaofo,  Atafu,  and  Nukunono,  called  on  the  map 
Bowditch  Island,  Duke  of  York's  Island,  and  Duke  of 
Clarence's  Island.  Each  of  these  islands  is,  in  fiict,  a 
group  of  tiny  islets  surrounding  a  lake,  or  lagoon.  Rfly- 
eight  of  these  form  Fakaofo ;  ITokunono  has  ninety-three, 
and  Atafu  sixty-three. 

"All  the  islets  are  formed  of  coral,  and  ore  covered 
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with  gr»TM  of  oaooa«B<it,  paudkuo*  tr»9t,  tad  ■hroiMi, 
and  thoH  that  are  inhabited  swann  witii  whits  pigvona. 
The  Ugooiu  are  ihallow,  and  are  all  alir*  trith  many 
kinds  of  fish.  There  i»  a  fine  eqtiance  to  tha  lagoon  at 
NuknnoiM,  but  none  at  the  other  two  ialands,  whsr«  we 
miwt  elimb  the  leef  on  the  ciMt  of  a  billow,  vhi<^  we 
found  a  dangerous  and  difficult  task. 

The  appeaxanoe  of  these  islands  is  striking  and  besvti- 
foL  Fskaofo,  when  we  first  saw  it,  looked  like  »  str^ 
of  bosh  or  hedge-row  out  of  the  horizon.  As,  howoTer, 
we  drew  nearer,  sue  island  after  another  came  into  view; 
but  the  islets  are  so  close  that  we  did  not  disoorer  that 
they  were  distinct  Wwal  wo  were  quite  near  to  tham. 
As  we  BaUcd  round  s,  ]iitl«  promontory  the  scene  changed. 
"Sirat  we  could  count  twenty-one  islets  t  then  tiiere  were 
only  six;  and  in  a  few  minutes  afterwards  the  whole 
lagoon,  with  its  fifty-eight  islets,  lay  before  us  Uke  a 
splendid  panorama.  It  was  the  same  with  the  other  two 
islands;  vai  it  is  quite  impossible  to  give  our  young 
friends  any  idea  of  the  surprise  and  delight  -n-hieh  the 
changing  scene  produced. 

"  On  the  23rd  Januarys  at  11  A.M.,  we  were  off  Fakaofo. 
The  '  castaways,'  whom  we  were  taking  to  their  ocean 
home,  were  at  once  sent  ashcnre,  and  we  followed  shortly 
after.  The  king  and  the  ohiefs  were  waiting  to  receive 
US,  but  their  appearance  wae  not  Tsry  royal,  for  they  sat 
i^B  the  beach  opposite  the  landing-place.  We  shook 
hands  with  them,  and  than  set  down  upon  some  plaited 
cocoa-nut  leaves.  Let  me  describe  the  group.  There 
were  nine  of  them,  sitting  in  three  rows.  In  the  first 
row  there  were  the  king  and  two  principal  chiefs — three 
old  nten.  The  king,  named  OUia,  is  a  tall,  stout  old  man ; 
his  only  clothing  was  a  narrow  strip  of  cloth  round  his 
JfMU,  but  he  wore  a  necklace  made  of  a  withered  cecoa- 
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■  liut  leaf,  with  omameat*  on  iha  ««m«,  l«g4,  aod  taw,  made 
from  the  fibre  of  the  eoocmrjmt  ba^.  I  had  Mwusb  to 
do  to  bwp  uijr  gnvitf  m  the  presence  of  bi«  suyegl^. 
Thiee  ladiet,  tiie  qtteeti  being  in  the  centre,  formed  the 
■ecottd  row;  »nd  the  third  row  consisted  of  three  chiefs, 
on«  ol  whom  wM  the  king's  son. 

"  Having  made  a  small  present  to  the  king,  I  told  them 
ihat  we  b*d  come  agttin  to  their  htod  with  the  Word  of 
Qod,  Mid  tried  to  explain  to  him  the  notqre  oi  our  woi^, 
ond  what  a  grest  ehaoge  had  been  wrought  in  Samoa.  I 
condemned  the  king  for  being  crosl  to  hie  children,  which 
brought  teara  into  his  ejes,  and  then  asked  him  to  aUow 
the  cutsw^s  to  settle  agMn  on  their  own  land,  and 
recoiTB  M^ta  as  tineir  teacher.  J  sat  down.  After 
titHting  with  one  uiether  tor  a  few  minutes,  Foringa,  the 
■peaker  of  their  pariiament,  replied,  *  Yes,  we  hare  agreed 
to  your  propoeition.  We  will  receive  Ma&ta,  and  em- 
brace tiie  lota  (religion)  of  JT^orah.' 

"  I  expressed,  as  w^  B*  I  eould,  out  pltasmw,  entreated 
thflu  to  be  kind  to  the  teacher,  and '  to  torn  t«Qi>dfirom 
idols,  to  lerre  the  Ufing  and  brue  Gud.'  I  then  said,  'We 
are  going  on  to  Atafii,  and  will  bring  Ma&ta's  wife  and 

'  goods  back  wii^  us  to  land  them  here.  We  hare  also 
another  teacher  and  his  wife  on  hoard.  We  are  going  to 
Nnkunono,  in  the  hope  of  persuading  the  people  there  to 
receire  him.  But  if  they  won't  haro  him,  we  want  you 
to  reoeiTohim  also,  is  well  se  Ma&ta.'  lo  this  they  also 
agreed.  This  ended  our  meeting,  The  whole  population 
was  prwant,  and  listened  with  wonderful  att«itien.  They 
brought  us  young  cocoa-nuts,  and  we  sat  aad  took  Innch 
on  the  boaoh.  The  people  haif  filled  our  beat  with  a 
{iresent,  and  if  we  had  waited  iialf  an  hour,  it  would  pro- 
bably hare  been  fulL 
"K«xt  motntng,  M  tke  entcMwe  to  KokoMatf  was  too 
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rough  for  landing,  ire  trent  on  our  way  to  Atafcu  Maka 
came  off  to  us  before  ire  were  near  the  island.  The  king 
and  his  people,  who  had  been  '  oastowajs '  with  Ma&ta, 
went  ashore  first ;  Hr.  Q-ill  and  I  followed  in  a  conoo. 

"  Great  was  the  rejoicing  at  the  arrival  of  Fori,  the 
king,  and  Mafata's  crew.  Xhej  had  heard  nothing  about 
them  since  they  set  out. 

"  The  appearance  of  the  Atafuans  contrasted  strongly 
with  the  Fakaofeans.  It  was  clear,  at  first  sight,  that 
the  gospel  had  taken  a  strong  hold  upon  the  little  com- 
munity, so  great  was  the  change, 

"  I  examined  the  sdiool,  and  held  service.  There  were 
sixty  in  the  children's  schooL  Words  cannot  tell  my  sur- 
prise and  delight  when  I  heaid  sixteen  litUe  girls  md  ten 
boys  read  the  Samoan  New  Testament  fluently.  I  was 
not  prepared  for  this.  The  other  ohildien  were  plodding 
away,  some  at  the  alphabet  and  others  at  spelling.  If  early 
eighty  adults  also  can  read.  Think  of  this,  after  only 
sixteen  months'  labour ;  and  if  you  had  seen  them, '  all 
ear  and  eye/  at  the  service,  listening  with  wide  opened 
mouths,  as  if  swallowing  every  word,  it  would  have  made 
your  hearts  glad.  What  a  pleasure  and  privilege  it  was 
to  preach  to  them.  They  had  never  heard  a  white  mis- 
sionary preach  before.  What  a  great  work  Otoi  hath 
wrought  here,  by  the  instrumentality  of  two  native 
teachers.  Only  on  the  19th  November,  1861,  ihe  teachers 
were  landed.  Then  all  manner  of  heathen  abominations 
were  common  ;  now  all  heathen  practices  are  given  up. 
Then  they  knew  not  the  Gk>d  who  made  them ;  now 
they  both  know  and  serve  Him. 

"  The  teachers  have  built  two  lath  and  plaster  cottages 
upon  the  beach,  which  are  a  credit  to  them.  The  chapel 
is  better  than  most  of  those  in  Samoa.  It  is  seated  with 
native  rosewood,  with  pulpit  and  pews  on  either  side,  for 
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tile  teaoliers'&milieg,  of  the  same  nukterial.  Itisihatclied 
•vrith.  pandanns  leaves.  The  eettleinent  is  situated  in  a 
cosy  little  hay.  The  native  Tillage  is  to  the  left  of  the 
chapel,  nestled  in  the  hnsh  behind,  forming  the  hack- 
grovmd  of  the  picture ;  but  the  chapel  was  the  chief  object 
before  us.  Qreatly  delighted  with  all  we  had  seen 
and  heard,  we  sailed  for  Nnkunono.  There  we  found 
Oulua  the  king,  and  Takua  the  Popish  teacher,  seated 
on  a  log  of  wood  on  the  beach.  'So  one  was  near  them, 
but  in  a  few  minutes  the  whole  popxdation  was  assembled. 
Having  given  a  small  present  to  the  Vi-ng,  I  explained  the 
object  of  our  visit,  and  introduced  Sakaio  (who  stood  by 
my  side),  whom  we  wished  to  place  in  Kuknnono.  Takua 
replied  for  the  king,  in  a  very  ill-natured,  angry  manner. 
He  was  inclined  to  he  abusive  and  impudent ;  and  first, 
addressing  me,  said  that  mine  was  the  religion  of  the 
devil.  He  is  the  son  of  the  chief  next  in  dignity  to  the 
king,  and  was  for  some  time  with  three  others  at  the 
Popish  institution  at  Wallis  Island.  Then  he  returned 
to  Nukunono  and  persuaded  all  the  people  except  one 
family  to  embrace  Fopeiy.  I  observed  all  were  adorned 
with  beads  and  crucifixes.  When  I  appealed  to  the  king 
to  settle  the  matter,  he  told  me  that  he  left  it  with  Takua. 
Of  course  it  was  vain,  worse  than  useless,  to  ask  liberty 
where  Bome  rules.  I  concluded  by  pointing  the  people  to 
the  Lamb  of  G-od,  which  taketh  away  the  sin  of  the  world. 
"  There  was  one  man  amongst  the  listeners  who  vras 
more  deeply  interested  than  all  the  rest.  His  name  is 
Fou.  He  is  the  only  Protestant  in  the  island.  He  had 
gone  to  sojourn  at  Atafii,  and  thf re  learnt  to  read  the 
word  of  Ood,  married,  and  then  returned  to  his  own 
land.  He  has  been  bitteriy  persecuted  by  Takua,  because 
he  will  not  become  a  papist.  He  was  willing  to  keep 
Sakaio  and  his  wife,  if  I  could  induce  the  king  to  consent. 
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Wb«a  the  meeting  broke  up,  he  iantedns  into  hie  hauae. 
'  Fou,'  I  wid, '  what  do  jan  mean  to  do  ?  You  see  the 
king  trill  not  take  SaliAio.'  '  Well,' he  said, '  Uisi,  it  ia  so 
good  vaa  living  here.  I  mean  to  itiok  to  the  Word  of 
Q^od,  but  I  can't  lire  here  and  do  that.  I  iriih  to  go  oa 
to  Faltaiffo,  and  attend  Ma&ta'e  school,  and  learn  mon 
of  the  Word  of  God.  Will  yon  giye  me  and  my  &nulj 
a  pafiage  in  the  ehip?'  Captain  Williams  at  once  o<ni< 
sented,  but  adrad  how  long  he  wonld  be  getting  ready. 
I  put  the  queetion  to  Fou,  '  Oh,'  he  aajrs,  '  I'm  raady, 
let  us  go  i'  and,  suiting  the  action  to  the  word,  he  com- 
menood  rolling  up  his  mats,  and  in  littia  more  fhm  an 
hoar,  he«  his  wife  and  fiunily,  and  canoe,  md  all  his 
chattels,  were  ott  board  ship,  and  we  were  on  our  way  to 
Fakaofo  i  Fou  rqoioing  over  his  drilTeranee.  Sow  de- 
ferent the  state  of  Atafii  and  Nukunono.  The  latter  is 
little  batter  than  Fafcaofs,  whAre  they  are  heathens. 

"  Though  it  is  but  thirty  miles  from  Nukunono  to 
Fakaofo,  we  did  not  reach  it  till  Monday,  Snd  February; 
nearly  a  week  (from  Tnesday  to  Monday)  on  the  passage. 
This  was  the  most  weansome  part  of  our  tedious  voyage. 
Mafeta  came  off  to  welcome  us  with  mingled  tidings. 
Dysentery  was  spreading  fast  in  the  land.  Sereral  chil< 
dren  whom  we  had  landed  had  since  died.  The  prospect 
was  rery  dark  for  people  and  teachers.  A  deadly  disease 
raging  in  that  little  islet,  and  no  medicine  nearer  than 
Samoa.  Sakaio  and  his  goods,  and  Fou  and  his  chattels, 
and  Ma£^'s,  were  got  ashore  with  all  haste,  and  by  one 
o'dook  we  had  bid  fiureweU  to  those  noble  men  who  wers 
ready  to  risk  disease  and  dea&  to  prepare  the  way  of  the 
Lord. 

"We  set  all  sail  £er  home ;  and,  after  a  run  of  forfy- 
three  hours,  again  cast  anchor  in  Apia  haibomr. 

"P.  000£D  BiBJD." 
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"Sov  have  oftea  lead  of  wretched  idolatora  binnng  down 
to  fm  idol  oamred  oat  of  » tree,  whicli  their  owa  hands 
hare  cut  do-raa.  Though  nearly  all  the  negraes  in  the 
West  Indie*  profeu  themselres  Ohiastuns,  in  D^oh 
Oniana  some  of  them  itiU  practiie  the  snpantitioas  of 
heatbenigm,  and  ironhip  not  merelj  daod  itocks,  bat 
living  tree*.  One  day  a  miuionary  'wsnt  to  one  of  tha 
plantotioni,  on  which  sereral  of  them  idol- trees  stood,  and 
piwtched  to  the  negroes  about  "the  only  troe  GK>d  and 
JesusOhrist"  our  Saviour.  On  the  evening  of  the  sameday, 
an  old  negress,  who  was  atiU  a  heathen,  leading  upon  her 
stick,  went  to  one  of  the  trees  which  she  worsfaqyped,  and, 
standing  in  front  of  it,  made  a  deep  courtesy,  and  beggad 
pardonof  the  tree  for  the  missionaiy'B  visit.  She  told  tha 
tree,  an4  begged  it  to  believe  that  it  was  no  fault  of  lion, 
tiiat  the  stranger  had  come  and  spoken  disiei^eoliBlly  of 
it,  andezpresied  the  hope  that  it  would  not  be  angty  witii 
her  on  that  account. 

Xhe  same  missionary  oam»  to  anotiier  plaatation  where, 
sad  to  say,  many  trees  w«re  worshipped.  Kot  fahtaa 
aba  house  in  which  he  piMofaed,  there  stood  one  of  these 
trees.  It  was  a  very  laige  one.  And  daring  the  sermon 
in  the  morning  he  asked  the  i«w  COiristian  negroes  whs 
wero  on  the  estate  to  hdp  him  to  cut  it  down.  OThii  they 
agreed  to  do.  The  hea&ens,  however,  knew  nothing  (^ 
theplan.  If  they  had  known,  ttieywoold  of  coonehaM 
tried  to  prevent  it.  Indeed,  some  of  the  eosvertt  ooold 
hardly  shake  off  their  former  aupMrstitkras  ftellngs,  and 
-were  a  little  afraid  to  lift  their  hands  against  it  But 
when  the  misnonary  himself  began  to  help,  they  took 
eonnge,  and,  seising  their  axes,  hewed  away  at  the  root 
with  all  tbei*  might    Soon  after  tliis,  Hm  hour  of  after* 
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noon  worship  arrived,  and  their  task  was  not  finished. 
They  therefore  left  the  tree  to  hear  the  missionarjr.  At 
this  serrioe  many  idohktcrs  were  present,  and  he  gaTe 
them  an  address  on  the  first  commandment — "  Thon 
shalt  have  no  other  gods  before  me."  All  at  once,  -crhile 
he  was  speaking,  they  were  starUed  to  hear  a  tremendous 
crash.  The  service  was  stopped ;  the  people  ran  out,  and 
there  lay  the  sacred  tree — the  taiae  god  had  Mien,  and 
its  beautiful  crown  of  branches  was  lying  in  the  dust.  Of 
course  the  heathens  expected  that  the  idol  would  punish 
the  daring  men  who  had  destroyed  it ;  but  when  tiiey 
saw  that  no  harm  came  to  them,  the  minds  of  many  began 
to  perceive  their  folly. 

In  some  respects  the  superstitions  of  the  people  are 
somewhat  like  the  fears  which  ignorant  persons,  even  in 
Christian  England,  feel  in  regard  to  witches  and  witch- 
craft. Just  as  over  the  doors  of  many  cottages  you  may 
see  a  horse-shoe  nailed  to  prevent  a  witch  entering,  so 
in  Q^aiana  some  kind  of  charm  is  o&ea  hvmg  on  a  house 
to  protect  those  who  live  there. 

On  the  same  plantation  on  which  the  tree  was  cut 
down  a  sick  man  lived,  who  was  still  a  heathen.  On 
going  to  visit  him,  the  missionary  found  a  mussel  shell 
hanging  by  a  piece  of  twine  over  the  door.  He  knew 
very  well  that  this  was  placed  there  as  a  charm  to  keep 
off  any  calamity ;  and  he  therefore  told  the  sick  man 
that  he  wished  to  take  the  shell  away.  "  Do  you  desire, 
then,"  was  the  reply,  "to  kill  my  children?"  What  was 
the  missionary  to  do  ?  Perhaps  some  of  you  would  say 
he  ought  to  have  taken  it  away,  and  let  the  negro  find 
out  how  foolish  his  fears  were.  But  the  good  man  thought 
otherwise,  and  answering,  "  Oh,  no,  I  will  not  kill  your 
children,"  he  let  the  shell  remain.  And  then  he  sat 
down  and  talked  kindly  to  the  sick  man  about  the  loving

Saviour  who  had  died  for  his  sins,  and  was  able  to  make 
him  truly  happy.  He  told  him  that  Christ  alone  could 
preserve  him  and  them  from  evil,  and  he  encouraged  him 
to  believe  in  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  that  he  might  be 
saved.  The  next  time  he  came  to  that  plantation,  ho 
called  again  upon  the  negro.  He  was  still  ill,  and  the 
mussel  shell  was  still  hanging  over  the  door.  The  mis- 
sionary first  talked  to  him  about  the  salvation  of  his 
soul,  and  afterwards  said,  "  Now,  I  think  I  will  venture 
to  take  the  shell  away."  "  I  am  quite  agreed,"  replied 
the  negro  j  "  take  it  away,  it  is  a  useless  thing."  Thus 
patience  overcame  prejudice,  and  faith  cast  out  fear. 

But  now  and  then  a  long  time  must  pass  before  such 
superstitious  feelings  can  be  got  rid  of.  Even  those  who 
have  received  Christian  instruction,  and  ought  to  know 
better,  are  sadly  troubled  by  them.  The  following  is  a 
sbiking,  though  somewhat  amusing  example: — About 
an  hour's  walk  from  the  town  of  Paramaribo  there  is  a 
mission  station  and  a  church.  Here  an  old  negro,  be- 
longing to  a  neighbouring  plantation,  had  been  baptized. 
He  seemed  so  much  impressed  with  the  profession  he 
had  now  made,  and  paid  so  much  attention  to  the  instruc- 
tions given  to  him,  that  the  missionary  felt  great  pleasure 
in  the  old  man.  But,  to  his  great  surprise,  after  a  time, 
the  negro  began  to  neglect  attendance  at  public  worship, 
and  at  length  stayed  away  from  God's  house  altogether. 
It  was  said  he  was  ilL  But  shortly  afterwards  the  mis- 
sionary was  riding  into  town,  and  met  him.  His  head 
was  tied  up ;  he  seemed  to  be  in  pain ;  and  there  was  a 
confused  look  about  his  face,  which  seemed  to  say,  "  I 
wish  I  had  not  met  yon."  The  missionary  spoke  to  him 
kindly,  and  inquired  why  he  had  not  been  to  the  church. 
The  man  pointed  to  his  bandaged  head,  and  said  he  had 
been  ill  a  long  time.    «  Ah !"  said  the  missionary,  "  but 
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it  seems  you  can  walk  as  &r  as  this,  and  so  jon  cai 
come  to  chnrcli,  for  yon  know  yau  passed  the  churcl 
on  the  way."  The  negro  looked  stillmore  confused  whei 
his  minister  said,  "  My  friend,  I  see  there  is  some  otliq 
difficulty  in  the  way.  I  haye  not  time  to  stop  now;  com 
to  me  to-morrow  morning;  then  we'll  look  into  the  tliiu 
thoroughly."  The  n^ro  promised  to  come,  and  kept  hi 
word.  He  was  natorally  a  good-natured  man,  and,  as  hi 
minister  was  Tery  Und,  he  soon  summoned  up  coui-ag 
to  give  the  following  account  of  himself,  "  Toa  know,! 
he  said,  "  that  on  my  plantation  an  ungodly  old  heathei 
woman  is  living.  She  has  been  for  a  long  time  Ter. 
-  sngiy  with  me.  While  I  was  being  instructed  she  Iti 
me  alone ;  but  since  I  hare  been  baptized  she  has  beei 
as  sayage  as  a  tiger,  and  has  tried  to  do  me  all  the  hani 
she  could.  And  she  has  succeeded,  too;  she  has  bewitclioi 
me,  and  made  me  ill,  so  that  I  cannot  come  to  chui'ch. 
The  missionary  talked  to  him  a  good  deal  about  the  foil' 
of  such  fancies,  and  about  faith  in  Christ,  which  should  sd 
\is  free  from  the  fears  of  man.  The  negro  listened  wit  \ 
attention,  and  every  now  and  then  assented  to  what  w.ii 
said.  Finding  his  pastor  was  not  angry  vrith  him,  hi 
drew  nearer  to  him,  and,  in  a  confidential  tone,  said 
"Teacher,now  I  will  show  you  something."  Thereupon  hi 
pulled  out  of  his  trousers'  pocket  a  handful  of  potsherrt^i 
shavings,  old  buttons,  broken  nails,  and  other  rubbi^lt 
and  added,  "  Look,  she  has  bewitched  all  these  into  nij 
head,  so  that  I  am  often  obliged  to  go  and  hare  it  oitl 
out ;  all  that  you  see  has  come  out  of  my  head."  Tltei! 
he  pointed  to  a  scar  on  his  forehead,  and  said,  "Don't  you 
see  this  cut  ?  It  has  aU  come  out  of  that."  ".  Ah,"  sa  iil 
the  missionary,  "  I  dare  say  it  was  the  man  who  livej 
at  Wanika  who  cut  it  out."  The  negro  looked  at  hiiii 
with  astonishment,  and  said,  "Tes,  it  was  be."    "  Aui] 
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DEUVBKED  OUT  OF  THE  MOUTH  OF  THE  UONS. 
"Hatb  you  ever  aeen  any  lions?"  a  missionary  was 
asked,  who  had  lately  returned  from  South  Africa. 
"  Yes,"  he  replied,  "  and  hare  been  a  great  deal  nearer 
to  them  than  I  liked."  "  Let  us  hear  all  about  it,"  said 
his  friend.  "  Weil,  then,  I  was  travelling  to  a  missioB 
station ;  my  wife  and  my  little  girl  were  with  me.  In 
the  evening  we  found,  to  our  great  regret,  that  we  had 
lost  Qie  way.  It  was  a  dry  region ;  no  house,  and  haidly 
a  single  blade  of  grass  interrupted  the  view  over  the  wick 
wilderness,  and  we  searched  in  vain  for  water.  "We  were 
obliged  to  comfort  one  another  in  the  best  way  we  could 
till  morning,  and  in  the  meanwhile  prepare  for  a  night's 
rest.  QChe  most  important  thing  to  be  done  was  to  keep 
the  cattle  from  wandering,  for  we  knew  if  they  strayed 
we  should  not  be  able  to  keep  ourselves  alive  long,  from 
the  want  of  water.  My  wife  and  child  lay  down  in  the 
waggon,  and  the  servants  went  to  sleep  under  it,  after 
they  had  nnyobd  the  oxen ;  but  I  waa  obliged  to  wattji 
the  animals  lest  they  should  stray.  For  this  purpose  I 
did  my  best  to  keep  awake ;  nevertheless,  I  fell  asleep. 
It  was  morning  when  I  awoke.  The  sun  was  just  rising. 
Instantly  I  looked  around  for  the  oxen,  but  they  were 
ill  gone,  and  instead  of  them  three  lions  were  looking 
steadily  into  my  face.  StUl,  in  truth,  the  presence  of  the 
lions  gave  me  less  trouble  than  the  absence  of  the  oxen; 
for  I  knew  that  if  they  could  not  be  found  we  mwi 
perish.  I  therefore  got  up  and  woks  the  n»t4re9,  nnd 
bade  them  go  as  quickly  as  possible  to  look  for  the  ofttUe. 
At  this  moment  the  morning  breeze  iprung  up,  and  began 
to  shake  the  white  covering  of  the  waggon,  which  hong 
loosely  at  its  side,  blowii^  it  up  and  down  several  timet. 
Ibi)  flapping  of  canvM  was  ^uite  a  new  tight  tp  the  U011I4

UOEITUS. 
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TRAVELLING  IN  SOUTH  AFRICA. 
In  these  days  of  comfortable  travelling  by  rapid 
railway  trains,  it  is  well  for  ns  sometimes  to  re- 
member  tlie  diffictilties  and  dangers  of  our  Mis- 
sionaries in  their  journeys  through  the  deserts  of 
South  Africa.  You  know  that,  instead  of  easy 
carriages  gliding  over  smooth  iron  raUs,  traveUers 
theremust  putup  with  lumberingwaggon8,dragged 
heavily  by  about  twelve  oxen  each,  along  rough 
tracks,  in  deep  mud,  that  do  not  deserve  the  name 
of  roads.  Such  a  waggon  and  such  a  path  are 
represented  in  our  Frontispiece.  If  you  turn  to 
the  number  of  this  Magazine  for  May,  1862,  you 
will  find  some  account  of  a  journey  by  Mr.  Casalis 
and  his  friends,  who  were  the  first  labourers  in  the 
valuable  French  Mission  to  the  Basutos.  On 
that  occasion,  Mr.  CasaJis,  having  to  leave  his 
brethren  and  fetch  a  waggon,  which  had  been  left 
behind,  fall  of  valuable  goods,  gives  us  the  follow- 
ing sketch  of  the  trials  and  dangers  of  the  way : — 
"Thec'o'ontry  we  were  travelling  Ove^r  was  al- 
vot.  xxt.—iso.  288.  B 
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moat  as  new  to  my  men  as  it  was  to  myself.  We 
went  straight  on,  as  ships  do,  simply  taking  care 
not  to  lose  sight  of  that  point  in  the  horizon  which 
we  wished  to  reach.  This  bqa^dons  joivntqr 
wBfl,  as  may  he  supposed,  accompanied  by  fatigues 
and  adventures  of  every  kind.  Now  it  was  a  rooky 
ascent,  that  it  was  absolutely  necessary  to  climb, 
at  the  risk  of  b^^eaking  our  wheels ;  now  a  deep 
ravine  prevented  otir  progress  in  the  most  unex- 
pected manner.  There  was  one  in  particular,  where 
we  were  obliged  to  stop,  and,  standing  on  the  edge, 
we  looked  down  with  feelings  of  terror  into  the 
depth  we  had  to  cross.  I  looked  to  see  if  tbere 
were  no  means  of  getting  round  the  obstacle,  but 
in  vain.  After  having  wandered  about  a  long 
time,  we  were  foi'ced  to  acknowledge  the  useless- 
ness  of  our  search,  and  to  set  about  crossiiig  in 
the  best  way  we  conld.  I  hoped  that  the  oxen, 
aided  by  the  motion  given  to  the  waggon  in  the 
descent,  would  send  it  up  some  way  on  the  ether 
side;  but  the  poor  animals,  fatigued  with  their 
long  journey,  refused  to  move,  and  the  two  hinder- 
most  fell  down  under  their  yokes.  To  increase 
our  difficulties,  we  had  not  a  single  tool,  for  they 
were  all  left  behind  with  my  friends.  My  men 
unyoked  the  oxen,  in  order  that  the  poor  ex- 
hausted creatures  might  at  least  profit  by  th* 
^elay ;  then  arming  ourselves  with  pointed  staves 
anc^  sharp  stones,  we  set  about  making  a  road; 
As  there  were  but  four  of  us,  this  ^^  a  long  and 
tu'esome  work,  and  it  was  not  until  towards  eyvuag 
that  we  reached  the  other  side  of  the  ravine,  wjiere, 
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to  oiir  dlsma7,  a  still  more  serious  evil  awaited  us. 
The  natives,  towards  the  end  of  winter,  are  accus- 
tomed to  hum  the  dry  and  tufted  grass  whichcovers 
the  country,  in  order  that  their  flocks  may  find 
pasturage  as  soon  as  spring  begins.  The  lightest 
breeze  is  sufficient  to  spread  the  flames ;  they  climb 
the  heights,  descend  into  the  depths,  follow  all  the 
irregularities  of  the  soil,  and  at  night  paint  upon 
the  dark  ctinTas  of  the  sky  mountains  and  valleys 
which  seem  not  of  this  world.  On  issuing  from  the 
dangerous  ravine,  we  found  ourselves  hemmed  in 
by  one  of  these  lines  of  fire,  and,  as  to  return  was 
out  of  the  question,  wo  were  compelled  to  force 
OUT  passage  through  the  6ame6.  This  was  done 
without  hesitation  by  the  natives  who  accompanied 
me.  Perceiving  a  place  where  the  flames  burned 
with  less  fierceness,  they  rushed  into  it,  and,  lay- 
ing about  them  on  all  sides  with  their  large  car- 
rosaes,  or  mantles  of  sldnB,,they  had  soon  cleared 
a  space  sufficient  for  us  to  pass  without  danger. 

"The  country  through  which  wo  were  travelling 
showed  no  signs  of  being  inhabited ;  the  only 
people  who  passed  through  it  were  the  Xoraanas 
— ^those  wanderilig  lawless  tribes  of  South  Africa, 
-#ho  had  done  so  much  injury  to  the  Basutos. 
One  evening,  before  we  had  halted  folr  the  night, 
and  while  we  were  still  on  our  march,  the  diief  of 
ttete  wild  robbers,  accompanied  only  by  a  boy, 
passed  my  waggon  without  seeming  to  notice  us. 
fie  was  immediately  recognised  by  my  mea}  one 
of  them  darted  towards  my  gun,  and  would  have 
^•ed  upon  the  enemy  of  his  tribe  if  I  had  not  pre- 
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vented  him.  This  incident  made  more  imprestdaa 
on  me  than  any  that  occurred  during  my  adven- 
turous journey,  proving  that  man  is  oftoa  mora 
savage  than  the  brute." 


DANGEROUS  SPORT. 
In  a  letter  from  the  Bev.  T.  Powell,  of  Tutoila,  to  hit 
daughter  in  this  country,  the  follotring  passage  occutied, 
which  will  interest  our  readers  : — 

"  I  went  this  evemng  to  visit  a  sick  chief,  who  ia  suffer- 
ing from  jaundice,  and  who  has  been  under  my  medical 
treatment  several  days.  While  in  his  house,  a  message 
came  from  his  brother,  requesting  me  to  go  to  him,  aa  be 
had  just  been  bitten  by  a  shark.  It  appeared  that  the 
man  had  speared  the  shark  in  the  sea,  and  was  lifting  it 
up  on  a  rock  by  its  tail,  when  it  twisted  itself  round  and 
seized  his  great  toe,  and  hung  by  it ;  he  tried  to  shake 
it  off,  but  in  vain.  A  man  who  had  been  fishing  -with 
him  ran  to  his  aid,  and  thmst  hb  fingers  into  the  shark's 
eyes  and  pressed  its  throat,  and  thus  delivered  his  com- 
panion. The  toe  was  cut  nearly  all  round.  I  dressed 
the  wound,  and  hope  the  man  will  do  welL  I  often  hear 
sad  tales  of  accidento  of  this  kind ;  but  the  people  are  so 
fond  of  sharks'  flesh,  that  no  danger  deters  them  irtm 
tiying  to  catch  them  whenever  they  get  a  chance. 

"When  I  was  last  at  Manua,  Tanga  gave  me  the 
following  account  of  a  man  who  came  to  converse  with 
me  as  a  member  for  the  Church.  This  man  went  out 
one  day  to  catch  sharks.  His  canoe  soon  became  sur- 
rounded by  a  shoal  of  some  fifty  or  more  of  the  fierce 
creatures.  He  let  down  his  rope,  with  a  noose  in  it,  and 
got  it  round  the  body  of  a  large  one,  which  he  began  to 
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draw  up ;  but  the  rope  broke,  and  his  prey  was  gone. 
"ELe  looked  doim  into  the  sea,  and  discovered  his  yictim, 
'with  (he  rope  round  him,  swimming  about  below  all  the 
others.  Immediately  he  sprang  out  of  his  canoe,  dived 
down,  seized  the  end  of  the  rope,  came  up  again  with 
Iiis  prey,  surrounded  by  the  whole  shoal  of  sharks,  got 
into  his  canoe,  and  beat  his  victim  to  death  on  the  gun- 
wale of  the  canoe,  and  got  home  in  triumph. 

"  The  chief  referred  to  died  a  few  days  after  the  visit 
mentioned.    Very  soon  after  his  death,  some  relatives 
from  a  distant  paft  arrived.    They  got  cocoa-nut  leaves, 
and  ran  round  the  house  several  times,  beating  the  roof, 
and  calling  the  chief  by  name,  demanding  where  he  was 
— thus :  '  Fui,  where  are  you  ?    Where  are  you  ?    Fui, 
where  are  you  ? '    In  heathen  times,  they  would  have 
broken  up  houses,  or  canoes,  or  anything  of  the  kind 
that  came  in  their  way.    For  many  days  after  his  death, 
all  trading  was  stopped  in  the  village,  and  no  one  was 
allowed  to  travel  along  the  roads  leading  to  it.    In  the 
houses  of  every  family  at  all  connected  with  the  deceased 
chief,  fires  were  kept  burning  night  and  day,  and  each 
night  large  fires  were  kindled  in  different  parts  of  the 
Tillage,  while  bands  of  young  men  went  about  singing 
in  honour  of  the  chief.    When  they  came  outside  the 
house  where  he  died,  they  sat  down  and  sang  there, 
while  a  company  of  young  women  responded  from  within. 
Then  they  entered  the  house,  and  there  chanted  alter- 
nately with  the  women  during  the  remainder  of  the  night. 
On  these  occasions  they  did  not  confine  themselves  to 
pieces  having  reference  to  the  deceased  chief,  but  sang 
anything  which  was  in  harmony  with  the  occasion." 
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THB  TOKEtAUAKS, 

i)EA.ii  Itovva  FBlEyDa, — Tte  "  Jolm  Williams  "  had 
arrived  at  Apia,  on  her  way  to  Sydney,  and  this  may 
he  the  only  opportunity  of  writing  to  you.  In  my  last 
letter,  I  described  our  visit  to  Tokelau,  but  confined  my 
remarks  to  the  place.  I  wiU  now  tell  you  something 
about  the  people,  &c. 

I  am  happy  to  say  that  the  Totelauans  are  peaceful 
and  good-natured,  unlike  those  who  dwell  in  "  the  dark 
places  "  of  the  west,  which  "  ore  full  of  the  habitations  of 
cruelty,"  where  ereti  childMn  rtm  about  anned  tHth  deadly 
weapons.  I  did  ilot  see  one  at  Tokelau.  They  secib  in- 
deed to  he  a  hospitable  people,  like  the  Samdans,  and  very 
kind  to  strangers.  Woman  is  treated  ai  equal  tb  mica ;' 
ih&iiticide  and  cannibalism  appear  ii>  be  unknown. 

tThe  Tokelatians  are  a  small  tribe,  but  seem  to'  bd 
]%pidly  increasing.  I  should  say  ueafty  half  of  them 
are  children,  fat,  plump,  and  TCiy  healthy-lookhig.  Sut, 
indeed,  the  adults  are  not  amiss  in  these  respects,  tfotie 
of  them  looked  starred,  certainly. 

Cocoa-nuts  and  fish  are  their  principal  foOci.  When 
Mr.  Ctill  and  t  dined  at  I'akaofo,  a  piece  of  cocoa-nnt 
leaf,  plaited,  was  spread  before  ils,  and  on  it  w(u  laid 
a  good  supply  of  both.  The  dried  cocoa-nut  is  the  "  staff 
of  life  "  in  Tokelau— their  bread.  It  is  Soft  and  sveet, 
itad  I  am  sure  you  young  folks  Would  enjoy  it. 

The  magnificent  lagoons  swarm  with  fish ;  they  form 
the  finest  fish-ponds,  and  filruish  an  abundant  supply  of 
food.  They  generally  bake  the  fish  in  the  Itm.  What 
we  ate  Was  cooked  in  this  fashion,  &nd  ■wm  rity  gooAt 
But  they  get  flesh  as  well  as  fish,  tot  th«  TtUilliiabikd 
islets  around  Tokelau  swarm  with  sea-fowh  The  cocoa- 
nut  supplies  diink  as  well  as  food.    Indeed,  in  some 
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islands  there  is  ho  other  driiilc.    In  Falaofo  there  is  a 
single  well  of  spring  water ;  this  is  most  carefblly  kepf^ 
but  there  is  no  other  in  the  two  hundred  and  fourteen 
islets  of  the  group.    But  the  cocoa-nut  is  altogether  a 
Tronderful  tree.     There  is  no  part  of  it  which  is  not 
useful.    With  the  timber  they  huild  their  houses.    Out 
of  the  fibrous  husk  they  make  "  cinet,"  or  string,  which, 
amongst  other  purposes,  is  used  in  house-buildisg,  in- 
stead of  nails,  to  fasten  beams  and  rafters.    Xhe  walls, 
doors,  and  windows,  are  formed  of  the  plaited  leaves  of 
this  nsefiil  trep.    And  this  leads  me  to  speak  of  the 
houses,  which  are  not  like  the  "  beehires  "  of  Samoa,  but 
ore  chiefly  OTal-shaped,  and  are  low  and  small,  and  are 
sometimes  built  on  piles  sunk  in  the  ground,  which  was 
most  probably  to  raise  them  out  of  the  way  of  the  rats, 
which,  sixteen  months  ago,  swarmed  by  thousands,  and 
were  rery  tame  and  impudent.    Captain  'Williams  told 
rue,  when  here  in  Korember,  1861,  the  rats  were  running 
ever  his  shoes  as  ho  walked  along,  but  afterwards  they 
were  almost  entirely  destroyed. 

Let  me  describe  the  palace  to  you.  Fancy  a  shed 
thu-ty  feet  long  by  ten  wide.  The  roof  is  raised  on  poles 
three  feet  apart,  about  four  feet  above  the  groimd.  Of 
oourse,  we  had  to  enter  on  all-fours,  and  when  inside  I 
could  not  stand  upright.  The  spaces  between  the  posts 
answer  for  doors,  windows,  and  chimneys.  At  night 
they  are  closed  with  cocoa-nut  leaves,  plaited,  and  hung 
like  Venetian  blinds.  The  house,  which  was  carpeted 
with  new  mats,  then  looked  clean  and  cosy.  The  roof 
was  thatched  with  leaves  of  the  pandanus,  and  was  very 
oddly  ornamented  with  black  bottles,  which  some 
loreig&ers  had  left  upon  the  island. 

Their  canoes  ore  frail  things.  They  aro  made  of  native 
lOMVOod,  which  grows  on  Atafu  and  Kukunono.    Very

idtr  are  scooped  out  of  a  single  log,  bat  aie  mostly  Imilt 
of  planks  sewn  together  with  cinet.  All  our  boats  in 
Samoa  are  made  in  this  tailor-like  fashion.  When  taking 
long  voyages,  they  fasten  two  canoes  two  feet  apart,  by 
cross  bars,  thus  making  a  kind  of  raft.  They  also  show 
their  ingenwty  in  making  small  fishing-nets,  pearl-shell 
fish-hooks,  and  rosewood  backets,  boxes  and  basins. 
These  they  eagerly  barter,  along  with  sponge,  sheUa,  and 
coral,  for  fish-hooks,  cloth,  hatchets,  kniyes,  4c.  They 
are  keen  traders,  and  can  drive  a  hard  bargain. 

All  are  tatooed,  women  as  well  as  the  men.  The  women 
are  tatooed  on  the  month — ^five  strokes  on  the  upper 
lip  and  fire  on  the  under,  to  match.  This  gives  thran  an 
ugly  look  in  our  eyes,  bat  not  in  theirs.  They  are  also 
tatooed  round  the  neck  and  breast  (the  pattern  resem- 
bles necklaces  of  small  fish),  and  upon  the  backs  of  their 
hands. 

The  king  is  the  &ther  and  high  priest  of  the  people. 
He  gives  out  all  the  food.  He  is  chosen  by  the  heads  of 
fiunilies  from  three  of  those  families,  and  he  must  be  an 
old  man.  Bat  he  does  not  rule  alone ;  he  has  also  a 
parliament  and  parliament  house.  The  spokesman  of 
the  king  seemed  to  be  the  real  ruler.  But  it  is  not  easy 
at  first  sight  to  understand  the  government.  One  day  I 
was  making  a  small  present — all  right,  as  I  supposed — to 
the  nint  rulers ;  but  before  I  begun  my  speech  the  king's 
son  informed  me  that  they  should  all  be  made  to  the 
king ;  so  the  presents  were  collected  and  laid  before  his 
M^esty. 

I  think  I  told  you  that  they  have  some  sort  of  belief 
in  an  invisible  world,  in  spirits,  in  the  immortality  of  the 
sool,  and  in  fiitare  rewuds  and  punishments.  Bat  I 
will  say  a  little  about  their  idol,  which  is  named  "Taito- 
kdao,"  or  King  of  Tokelau.    It  is  a  block  of  stone  about 
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eiglit  or  ten  feet  bigli,  sunk  in  the  ground.  In  this  Ute 
.Aitu,  or  Bpirit,  is  supposed  to  dwelL  I  told  Ma&la  that 
I  should  like  to  send  "  Tuitokelau"  home  to  the  Mission- 
ary Museum,  in  the  "  John  Williams."  "  He  would  sink 
tlie  ship ,*'  said  he  j  "he  is  so  big  and  heavy."  The  idol 
stands  in  a  grove  of  trees,  just  before  the  ruins  of  a  burnt 
temple.  Ko  effort  has  been  made  to  rebuild  it.  Mj 
prayer  was  that  a  house  for  the  onlyliTing  and  true  Gtoi 
might  stand  on  the  same  spot. 

They  worshipped  another  idol,  called  the  Disease- 
making  God,  whose  help  was  sought  in  time  of  sickness. 
The  priest  of  the  god  received  and  presented  the  offer- 
ings of  the  people  and  offered  prayers  for  them.  But  all 
of  them  worship  fi«m  fear,  not  from  love.  They  hve  in 
constant  dread  of  offending  the  gods,  and  the  priests. 

About  the  middle  of  the  year  a  festival  is  held  at 

Fakaofo,  which  lasts  a  month.    All  the  people  of  the 

group  come  together  to  the  feast,  and  while  it  lasts  no 

work  is  done.     It  was  a  time  of  great  noise  and  folly  and 

wickedness.    Their  worship    consists  of   praying    and 

dancing  before  the  idoL    They  presented  thank-offerings 

to  him,  with  a  prayer  for  plenty  of  food,  health,  strength, 

and  protection,  in  the  coming  year.    During  this  festival 

the  temple  is  kept  lighted  up  day  and  night  in  honour 

of  the  god.    The  chief  offerings  ore  fine  mats.    These  are 

wrapped  round  the  big  stone,  until  it  grows  to  a  prodi- 

giobs  size.    And  here  the  offerings  remain,  and  as  they 

are  exposed  to  the  weather,  the  mats  soon  rot  and  fall 

off,  when  they  ore  piled  up  in  a  sacred  place.    To  steal 

ime  of  these  would  be  thought  a  great  crime.    What  a 

pitiable  sight  was  that  rough  block  of  stone,  swaddled  up 

with  mats,  and  how  sad  the  thonght,  that  beneath  those 

•■me  blue  heavens,  and  on  this  same  green  earth,  there 

tie  hnndreds  of  millions  of  our  fellow-passengers  to 
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etataitf,  our  brothen  and  listen,  "  wli«  ray  to  a  stoe^ 
TImii  art  our  &th«r,  and  to  a  itone,  Thou  htut  brought 
u*  forth." 

When  a  person  is  taken  ill,  the  fiiinily  go  with  mate  to 
the  priest  to  get  him  to  praj  for  the  siok.    The  jaiest 
then  Tisits  him  and  anoints  the  part  of  the  body  'whers 
the  disease  is,  irith  oil,  sereral  times.    This  is  the  only 
medicine  used.    In  this  respect  they  differ  widelj^  &om 
the  Samoans,  who  have  numberless  native  doctors  and 
medicines.    When  a  man  dies,  his  friends  are  Teiy  curious 
to  know  the  cause  of  his  death.    So  off  they  go  to  the 
priest  again  with  more  mats,  and  beg  him  to  find  out 
why  Aeir  friend  has  died.     The  priest  comes  to   the 
house  and  stands  beside  the  corpse.    He  summons  the 
departed  spirit.    He  pretends  it  enters  into  himself  (the 
priest),    fie  demands  of  it  to  confess  before  all  irhat 
sins  he  had  committed.     Then,  like  a  Tcntriloquist,  the 
priest,  pretending  the  spirit  speaks  within  him,  mumbles 
out  a  eon&ssion  that  he  had  eaten  faisua,  a  sacred  fish, 
or  some  such  story.    The  poor  deluded  creatures  take  it 
all  in,  and  fsel  quite  satisfied.  P.  Qtooua  BiSD. 


A   MISSIONARY   JOtBNEY    IN    THE    SOUTH    OP 

CHINA. 
Ovi  readers  know  that  missionaries  in  China  are  in 
general  kindly  reoeiTed  by  the  people.  The  Chinese  hare 
a  great  respect  for  learned  men,  and  they  consider  ioniga 
missionaries  to  be  sneh.  They  ore,  therefore,  tiuink&l 
for  tiiek  books )  indeed,  they  almost  revenmoe  anjpqier 
with  writing  or  printing  upon  it,  and  take  mora  eare  of 
books  and  tracts  than  English  people  often  do.  Whan, 
therefore,  a  misaionaiy  gires  away  a  Testamtntor  Xrne^ 
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he  feels  inretty  rare  tliat,  though  he  may  nerer  see  or  hear 
of  it  again,  it  will  ba  treasured  up  and  preserved.  In 
XOAUJ  parts  of  the  empire  so  little  respect  is  ielt  for 
the  idols,  that  a  missionary  may  take  his  stand  in  a 
crowded  temple,  at  the  yery  foot  of  the  image,  and  de- 
clare (hat  it  is  no  god,  and  ory  to  the  heathen  in  the 
SaTiour'i  name,  "  Look  unto  me,  all  ye  ends  of  the  earth : 
for  I  am  Qod,  and  besides  me  there  is  none  else." 

But  this  is  not  the  case  everywhere.  Xhere  are  some 
parts  of  the  country  where  it  is  difficult,  or  even  dan- 
gerous, for  a  missionary  to  travel  and  preach.  This  is 
especially  tiie  ease  in  gome  distnets  in  the  south  of  China. 
X  dare  say  you  remember  reading  about  Ch'ea,  the  first 
Protestant  martyr  iu  China.  He  lived  at  Pok-lo,  a  place 
about  a  huadred  miles  from  Hong  Eong.  If  you  turn 
to  the  Magazine  for  June,  1862,  you  will  find  a  short 
account  of  him  fmd  of  his  cruel  death,  and  the  following 
nirrative  will  fUrther  shvw  the  difficulties  and  dangers 
tre  have  spoken  of. 

A  Q-erman  missionary  lately  paid  a  visit  to  this  part  of 
China.  Previous  travellers  had  sometimes  passed  through 
tits  country  and  tried  to  preach,  but  had  always  met 
with  great  opposition.  Among  other  places  he  wished 
to  visit  was  Tuogkun,  a  large  town  of  70,000  inhabitants. 
When  he  first  told  his  assistants  that  he  intended  to  go 
B  little  out  of  his  way  to  visit  this  town,  they  shook  their 
heads  gravely,  and  said  it  was  veiy  dangerous ;  but  at 
length  they  gave  way  to  his  wishes.  In  &ct,  the  scheme 
•eemsd  to  all  the  phinese  such  a  rash  one,  that  when  the 
saisstonaiy  actually  entered  the  place,  and  began  to  walk 
through  the  streets  and  prsaoh,  without  any  signs  of  fear, 
OiB  inhajntants  were  astonished.  At  first  they  could  not 
anderstand  it,  but  soon  began  to  whisper  into  one  another's 
aoa^  "  33i«  foreign  devil  has  twenty-five  soldiers  with  him 
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on  board  the  boat,  and  if  any  one  attempts  to  injaiebiin 
the  soldiers  will  at  once  land,  seize  the  culprit,  and  puniab 
him  forthwith."  When  he  had  preached  in  the  tovii 
and  suburbs  without  any  injuiy,  he  returned  thanks  to 
God,  who  had  delirered  him,  he  thought,  almost  as 
wonderAilly  as  He  once  delivered  His  servant  Blisha, 
when  he  smote  the  Syrians  with  blindness.  But  when 
he  entered  Shakwan,  the  market  town  of  the  Pok-lo  dis- 
trict, he  did  not  meet  with  such  good  success.  Sere  he 
narrowly  escaped  being  stoned  to  death.  But  he  would 
not  be  discouraged. 

Tou  remember  that  when  Paul  had  been  nearly  killed 
by  stoning,  at  Lystra,  he  came  back  again  on  his  return 
from  Serbe  (Acts  xiv.  21),  not  counting  his  life  dear  to 
him,  that  he  might  testify  the  Gospel  <^  the  grace  of 
God— just  as  this  good  man,  after  a  successful  joumej 
through  several  -districts,  came  back  again  to  Skakwan, 
in  hopes  that  he  might  preach  the  Gospel,  and  gain  tht 
attention  of  the  people  to  it  by  supplying  their  sick  witi 
medicines.  He  landed  this  time  in  a  different  quarter, 
in  a  thickly  populated  district,  called  Sheklung ;  but  h« 
found  himself,  as  he  says,  "out  of  th^  rain  into  the 
gutter,"  or,  as  we  should  say,  "  out  of  the  frying-pan 
into  the  fire."  Early  on  the  Sunday  morning  he  retired 
to  an  inn  quite  out  of  the  town,  hoping  to  spend  a  quiet 
Lord's  day,  and  then  to  begin  preaching  on  Monday. 
But  as  soon  as  the  people  heard  of  the  arrival  of  a  stranger, 
the  inn  was  surrounded  and  filled.  Xhe  landlord  sotm 
begged  him  to  leave  his  house,  as  it  was  impossible  to 
carry  on  his  business.  He  went  out  into  the  street  and 
began  to  preach,  hoping  that  by  degrees  the  people  would 
become  accustonied  to  him,  and  allow  him  to  go  baok 
undisturbed.  But  the  crowd  soon  swelled  to  more  thaa 
a  thousand  men,  who  made  such  an  uproar,  it  was  quite 
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impossible  to  continne  (be  address.  He  found  out  a 
temple,  'which  he  entered,  hoping  he  might  be  able  to 
address  them  there,  but  could  not  succeed.  The  crovd 
kept  increasing,  and  grew  more  and  more  threatening. 
A  number  of  suspicious-looUng  men  kept  just  in  front  of 
him,  and  seemed  bent  on  mischief.  Just  at  that  moment,  a 
pleasant-looking  young  man,  whom  he  had  noticed  several 
times  among  his  hearers,  beckoned  to  him  to  enter  by  a 
side-door  into  the  inner  part  of  the  temple.  This  he  did 
BO  suddenly,  that  the  people  did  not  know  where  he  had 
escaped,  but  kept  searching  around  the  temple,  shouting 
and  crying  after  the  stranger.  As  the  door  was  locked 
after  him,  his  pursuers  were  completely  at  a  loss.  At 
last  they  became  so  furious,  that  the  mandarin  sent  some 
policemen,  under  whose  protection  the  missionary  sa&ly 
reached  the  river,  and  crossed  to  the  other  side. 

He  was  now  obliged  to  hire  a  boat  and  live  in  it,  for 
no  one  would  receive  him  into  his  house.  But  he  still 
persevered,  however,  without  much  more  success.  A 
visit  to  a  neighbouring  village  ended  in  his  being  driven 
away.  On  Monday  he  made  a  second  visit  to  Sheklung, 
but  was  met  with  a  shower  of  stones.  At  last  a  visit  to 
a  small  island  succeeded  rather  better,  but  only  because 
he  promised  that  he  would  give  medicines  after  he  had 
preached  and  distributed  books.  However,  in  the  even- 
ing a  band  of  robbers,  under  the  pretence  of  fetching 
medicines,  attacked  his  boat,  and  but  for  his  firmness, 
and  the  circumstance  that  a  mandarin's  boat  was  anchored 
very  near,  the  thieves  would  have  succeeded  in  their 
wicked  plot.  So  discouraging  were  all  these  circum- 
stances that  on  the  next  morning  his  servant  forsook  him, 
and  he  was  compelled  to  give  up  his  plan  of  visiting 
Pok-lo  and  return  home  immediately. 
After  this  long  catalogue  of  misfortunes,  yon  will  be

glad  to  hear  that  •  fow  months  kter  the  same  missionai; 
paid  another  Tisit  to  the  district,  sccomptuuecl  hy  tn 
American  medical  missionary.  The  presence  of  two 
"  foreign  derils  "  together,  seemed  to  impress  the  people 
and  restrain  them  from  being  quite  so  riolenf  as  thqr 
wore  before.  The  G-ospel  tras  preached  to  large,  but  bjr 
no  means  orderly  congregations ;  medicines  were  distri- 
buted, and  after  a  great  deal  of  difficulty  a  houso  was 
hired,  where  it  was  hoped  a  Mission  might  be  established 
among  the  lawless  inhabitants  of  SheUung. 


ifEGRO  LiatiUhlTf. 
V^M  hare  been  holding  our  missionary  anniyersaiy  in 
St.  Kitt's,  says  a  missiouaiy  in  the  West  Indies.  \^en 
the  meeting  came  on,  there  was  a  negro  fisherman  with 
hi*  promised  subscriptions  indeed,  he  had  a  little  exceeded 
the  amount  that  he  said  he  would  giro.  He  begged  the 
furowt  of  his  name  being  withheld,  and  "  S^h-pot "  was 
to  be  put  instead.  The  missionary  inquired  how  it  was 
he  was  able  to  give  so  much.  The  fisherman's  reply  was 
to  the  following  effect : — "  Ahout  three  months  ago,"  siud 
he,  "  I  wondered  what  I  could  do  to  «end  the  O-ospel  to 
the  heathen ;  so  I  made  a  ilsh-pot,  and  determined  that 
all  the  fish  caught  in  it  should  bo  sold,  and  the  money 
given  to  the  missions."  A  fish-pot  is  a  kind  of  -wicker- 
work  or  basket,  with  holes  let  into  its  sides,  through 
which  fish  pass  to  a  bait  firmly  secured  within ;  the  fish 
once  in  cannot  escape.  The  "  Pot "  is  still  engaged  in 
and  for  the  same  purpose. 

At  another  missionary  meeting,  among  the  list  of  coii- 
tributions  was  a  "  Cocoa-nut  Tree,  lis.  7d."  This  amount 
was  given  by  an  old  negro  man,  a  leader  of  the  church, 
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llEENO,  THE  LirrLE  INDIAN  BOT. 
IilTTLS  readers  httre  often  heard  of  India,  and  the  natiTe 
schools  there.  I  am  going  to  toll  you  about  a  little  bo; 
in  one  of  these  schools.  His  name  was  Beeno.  Thii 
little  boy  was  very  attentire.  He  did  not  trifle  a-rray  his 
time,  but  diligently  endearoured  to  get  all  the  know- 
ledge he  could ;  and  the  missionaries  were  looking  for- 
ward to  the  time  when  he  should  be  old  enough  to  go 
and  preach  to  his  countrymen.  Heeno  listened  to  the 
things  taught  him  by  the  missionaries ;  and  not  only 
listened,  but  gare  his  heart  to  the  Saviour. 

When  this  little  boy  heard  people  say,  or  saw  them  do 
what  was  improper,  he  did  not  imitate  their  bad  example ; 
buttold  them  that  they  did  wrong.  His  father  reprored 
him  for  doing  so ;  but  he  replied,  "  Father,  they  do  not 
know  what  they  do ;  but,  if  told  of  their  &ults,  they  will 
refrain  from  such  conduct." 

Deeno  lived  in  the  habit  of  praying  to  Gh>d;  and  if  the 
sircar  were  absent  at  morning  prayer,  he  would  read  and 
pray  with  the  other  children  in  his  stead. 

After  a  while  it  pleased  Glod  to  disappoint  the  hopei 
of  the  missionaries,  by  laying  Ceeno  on  a  bed  of  sickness. 
But  though  he  did  not  Uto  to  grow  up  and  assist  them 
in  instructing  the  heathen,  they  had  the  satisfaction  of 
knowing  that  their  labours  had  not  been  lost,  and  that 
he  was  indeed  believing  in  Jesus.  When  he  saw  hii 
parents  grieving  at  the  thought  of  losing  him,  he  said, 
"Weep  not  for  me :  it  will  be  well  with  me.  I  am  going 
to  the  Saviour." 

Ify  dear  young  friends,  if  O-od  were  to  lay  you  on  * 
bed  of  sickness  and  death,  could  you  say,  with  this  little 
boy,  "I  am  going  to  the  Saviour :  it  will  be  well  with 
m»  f "    If  you  would  have  Deeno's  comfort  in  a  dying 
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hour,  yoa  most  seek  Deeno's  Saidour.    Bemember,  He 
has  said,  "They  that  seek  me  early  shall  find  me." 

'She  erening  before  this  little  boy  died,  when  he  ap- 
peared to  be  speechless,  the  missionary's  wife  said  to 
liini,  "  Deeno,  are  you  happy  ?"  He  replied,  "  Yes." 
"  Do  you  feel  your  lore  to  Q-od  increase  ?"  "  Yes."  The 
lady  again  said,  "There  will  be  no  weakness  in  heaven, 
no  sin  in  hearen."  His  eyes  brightened  at  the  thought, 
and  he  exclaimed,  "  No,  no !" 

After  eating  a  little  food  that  the  missionaiy's  wife  had 
sent,  he  appeared  revived.  Iiooking  at  his  father,  he 
said,  "  Father,  I  am  not  yours,  I  am  the  Lord's.  Father, 
did  Jesus  die  for  sinners  ?  Then  believe  in  Him,  pray 
to  Him." 

He  was  able  to  say  no  more.  Having  thus  earnestly 
entreated  his  &ther  to  trust  in  that  Jesus  who  had  saved 
Iiim,  he  fell  asleep,  at  the  age  of  eleven  years. 

Cannot  my  young  friends  learn  a  lesson  from  the  ac- 
count of  this  little  Indian  boy  ?  Will  they  not  imitate 
\ua  diligence  at  school,  his  prayerfalness,  his  faith  in  the 
Saviour  ?  Then  if,  like  Beeno,  they  are  called  to  leave 
their  earthly  parents,  they  will,  like  him,  ascend  to  dwell 
-with  their  Saviour  in  heaven,  where  there  will  be  no 
weakness  and  no  sin.

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THE    riBST  MISSIONARY  PRAYER   MEETING  IN 
MADAGASCAR. 

The  Frontispiece  in  this  niunber  of  our  Magazine 
has  been  copied  from  a  photograph  taken  and 
sent  home  by  the  Bev.  W.  Ellis,  from  Madagascar. 
It  represents  one  of  the  most  interesting  scenes 
ever  witnessed — a  scene  upon  which  angels  mnst 
have  looked  with  joy,  and  which  we  are  sure  was 
well  pleasing  to  the  great  and  gracious  Saviour. 
It  is  a  view  of  the  first  Missionary  Prayer  Meeting 
ever  held  in  that  land. 

Thousands  of  prayers  had  for  years  gone  up  to 
God  from  the  hearts  and  homes  of  the  persecuted 
Christians  there,  for  the  spread  of  the  glorious 
Gospel  and  the  salvation  of  the  wretched,  dying 
sinners  around  them.  But  never  until  now  had 
the  believers  met  together  with  one  accord,  in 
one  place,  to  offer  their  coijunon  supplications  fop 
this  great  end. 

This  meeting  took  place  on  the  first  Monday  in 
iiugnst  last,  at  the  chapel  in  Analakely,  one  of  thQ 
largest  in  Antauanai-ivo.  Oui-  young  Mdnda  wiU 
bo  interested  to  kaoyr  t)iat  thii  swo^aary  standi 
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near  the  spot  npon  wMch  their  Memorial  Church 
is  to  be  built. 

"Long  before  the  appointed  hour,"  Writes  ib. 
Ellis,  "  the  building  was  completely  filled,  and  by 
the  time  fixed  for  commencing,  at  least  fifteen  hun- 
dred persons,  perjiaps  more,  were  seated  npon  the 
grass  outside.  The  ptdpit  waa  brought  jnst  outside 
the  door,  so  that  those  within  and  those  without 
might  hear.  European  and  native  pastors  took 
part  in  the  service ;  and  the  entire  multitude, 
certainly  not  less  than  three  thousand  peraons, 
appeared  to  feel  unusual  gladness  in  uniting  to 
pray  for  the  conversion  of  the  world."  By  a 
■glance  at  the  Frontispiece  our  readers  will  see  just 
what  Mr.  Ellis  described.  There  is  the  pulpit  at 
the  door,  with  Mr.  Toy  and  Dr.  Davidson  in  it 
In  the  photograph,  which  is  ibuch  larger  than  out 
copy,  the  likenesses  of  those  two  Missionaries  are 
Very  striking.  The  chapel  has  certainly  no  beautj 
to  the  eye ;  but  it  is  <me  of  the  places  where  Qoi 
dwells,  and  where  His  great  Spirit  is  conveit- 
ing  and  blessiag  the  people.  Wonderful  indeed 
has  been  the  progress  of  the  Gospel  since  the 
late  Queen's  death!  Every  mail  brings  fresh  in- 
telligence of  this ;  and  some  of  the  changes  are 
very  striking.  Mr.  EUis  mentions  one.  During 
the  last  persecution  there  was  a  native  minister 
■who  had  very  boldly  preached  the  Gospel,  not 
fearing  the  wrath  of  the  Queen,  but  whom  she 
had  resolved  to  destroy.  Knowing  this,  iiie  good 
man  fled  and  hid  himself  in  tius  house  of  » 
friend. .  Thither  he  was  followed  by  five  of  the 
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Queen's  officers,  who  searched  the  house  for 
some  time,  without  finding  him.  At  last  one  of 
the  officers  thrust  his  sword  through  a  parti- 
tion made  of  rushes,  inside  which  the  good  man 
■was  hid.  The  sword  pierced  his  body,  and  the 
pain  caused  him  to  cry  out.  Immediatelj  he  was 
dragged  from  his  hidiug-phuie,  hound,  and  led 
away  to  prison;  and  after  a  time, like  Stephen, he 
was  stoned  to  death.  We  can  readily  beUeve  that 
also,  like  that  first  martyr  for  Christ,  this  good  man 
prayed,  "  liord,  lay  not  Uiis  sin  to  their  charge." 
And,  as  in  the  conversion  of  Saul  of  Tarsus,  God 
answered  Stephen's  prayer,  so  has  it  been  in  the 
case  of  the  chief  persecutor  of  this  faith&l  ministet 
of  Christ;  for  the  man  who  pierced  him  with 
bis  sword  has  become  a  Christian ;  another,  with 
all  his  famUy,  professes  to  heiiere  the  Gospel;  a 
third  is  under  strMig  conviction  of  its  truth  and 
value,  and  the  others  are  dead. 

Thus  God's  Word  leads  captive  its  bitterest 
futd  most  croel  enemies ;  and  so  it  will  continue 
to  do,  if  there  are  many  meetings  like  that  which 
washeldat  Analakely.  Happily  there  is  reason  to 
expect  this,  for  the  example  thus  set  was  followed 
by  viUage  congregations  near  the  capital,  ajid 
win  be  followed,  wherever  Christians  are  found 
tiironghout  the  land. 

The  following  letter,  just  received  &om  six  pas- 
tors of  the  Churches  at  Antananarivo,  addressed 
to  the  Directors,  will  show  something  of  the  spirit 
oi  the  Christians  in  that  city,  and  will,  we  are 
sore,  interest  out  readers. 
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"Antananarivo,  7th.  November,  1863. 

"  To  the  beloved  Brethren  of  the  Missionary  So- 
ciety, London,  who  unite  their  efforts  to  spread 
abroad  the  Word  of  God. 

"  Deaelt  beloved  Bbbthebn, — ^The  OhnrcfaeB 
in  Antananarivo  nnite  together  in  writing  to  you 
all. 

"  1.  The  Old  and  New  Testaments,  and  the  dif- 
ferent kinds  of  tracts,  and  the  lesson-books  'which 
yon  sent  to  us  to  make  us  wise  in  following  Christ, 
have  arrived. 

"2.  The  missionaries  and  their  associates,  whom 
yon  have  sent  to  teach  the  Ghristiaiis  of  Mada- 
gascar, to  teach  them  wisdom,  and  to  benefit  the 
people  according  to  the  Word  of  Qod,  have  come, 
and  we  are  glad ;  we  have  Mends  indeed,  who 
mourned  with  us  in  our  sorrow,  and  now  r^oice 
with  us  in  our  joy.  For  this  we  all  bless  Grod. 
1  Cor.  xii.  26. 

"3.  Our  Mends  the  missionaries,  whom  you  have 
sent,  and  who  are  here  at  Antananarivo,  have  told 
us  of  your  joy  at  the  progress  of  Christianity,  and 
that  Gtoi  has  opened  wide  your  hearts  to  build  for 
us  large  and  substantial  stone  chapels  in  Antana- 
narivo, that  we  may  praise  the  name  of  Jehovah, 
Pather,  Son  and  Holy  Ghost,  and  also  to  keep  alive 
the  memory  of  our  Mends  who  have  fallen  asleep 
in  the  Lord,  the  martyrs  of  Madagascar.  For 
this  we  are  glad  and  thank  you.     Gal.  vi.  18. 

"  4.  The'  Christians  are  increasing  in  Madagas- 
car; the  people  are  coming  forward  and  receiving

The  Christians 
im  the  country  are  making  progress,  and  their 
xiumbers  are  increasing ;  therefore  we  thank  God 
for  His  mercy,  for  He  has  prospered  His  kingdom, 
and  enlightened  those  who  were  in  darkness. 

"6.  The  missionaries  in  Antananarivo  are  la- 
bouring indeed;  teaching  and  doing  that  which 
-will  cause  the  kingdom  of  Christ  to  advance,  and 
mnikiTig  us  all  glad.

SEKTCH  OF  DOMESnC  LIFE   AMONGST  THE' 
NESTOBIANS. 

Many  who  merely  read  of  missionary  life  often  fonn  a 
very  false  notion  of  some  things  which  those  who  dwell 
amongst  the  heathen  and  other  unenlightened  people 
must  endure.  And  generally  we  thi  nk,  and  veiy  properly, 
a  good  deal  more  is  dionght  about  their  moral  and  spbttoal 
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oondition  Qi«a  itboat  their  ponowl  habits  •ad  tbaii 
vretched  liames.  But,  without  knowing  something  d 
the  latter,  we  cannot  fully  undaratand  the  self-deniil 
which  fiuthfiil  Christian  men  and  women  must  often 
exercise,  who  would  raise  them  eut  of  darkness  and  de- 
gradation, £d11ow  them  into  their  filthy  hovels,  and  not 
only  stand  or  sit,  but  sometimes  sleep  there. 

A  missionary  who  has  laboured  in  Persia,  in  an  in- 
teresting book  entitled, "  Morning  on  the  Moimtsuns," 
famishes  an  illustration  of  this.    When  the  missionaries 
first  went  amongst  the  Kestorians,  they  foond  that  the^ 
had  no  word  in  their  language  for  home;  and  no  •wonder, 
for  they  w«n  quite  strangers  to  eToytibing  signified  by 
Vb»k  sweat  torn.    Houses  indeed  &Me  wer*  t  hxA  tiiest 
consisted  of  only  one  large  room,  irhidi  sometiniea  had 
been  in  use  for  many  yews,  and  had  retained  the  filth 
of  several  generations.    Here  all  the  family  lired,  ate, 
drank,  work^  wl  slept.    -'  'Son  beds  consisted  of  three 
articles — a  thick  comfortable,  filled  witb  wo<d'  or  cotton, 
a  pillow,  and  one  heavy  quilt.    On  rising,  they  '  took  up 
their  beds,'  and  piled  them  on  a  wooden  &ame,  and 
spread  them  again  at  night.    The  room  wae  lighted  by 
an  opening  in  the  roof,  which  also  served  for  a  chimney  ; 
though  of  course  very  imperfectly,"  as  the  wjJlj  and  ceil- 
ing are  blackened  and  varnished  with  what  looks  and 
smells  very  like  coal  tar.     As  the  flat  roof,  which  is 
made  of  coarse  straw  mats  and  pieces  of  carpeting,  can- 
not keep  out  the  rain,  when  a  heavy  shower  falls  it  comes 
down  upon  the  happy  fi»a3y  beneath,  in  the  form  of  a 
shower  of  block  mud.    3at  these  a«e  palsope  when  e0m> 
pared  wi^  the  hovels  found  in  the  mountains,  whidi  «i« 
half  under  ground,  bpilt  of  cobble-stooes  piled  gainst 
the  sidM  id  a  hole  in  the  ear&,    Here  dwell  net  eqly 
ijm  ftsaily,  bttt  aU  the  cattia  they  ppwew  t  and  to  ksep  » 
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little  deir  fit  the  eheep  and  oxen,  Oie  bot^fehold  must 
live  upon  a  little  raised  place  in  the  centre  of  the  hut, 
-called  the  "  decana."  But  still  they  }ia,\e  too  objection 
to  their  four-legged  lodgers.  Indeed,  they  OQuld  searcely 
do  without  them ;  for,  as  fuel  is  scarce,  and  the  mojuitain 
air  is  ofien  bitterly  cold,  the  animal  heat  of  the  cattle 
supplies  tbe  place  of  fire,  except  once  a  day,  trhen  they^ 
are  fcsoed  to  light  one  to  dress  their  food.  Sometimes, 
Jtoverer,  they  take  in  restless  and  rebellious  lodg^,  and 
it  is  not  an  uncommon  occurrence  for  the  buffaloes' to  ge^, 
up  a  fierce  quarrel  in  the  night.  They  will  then  break 
loose,  fight  each  other  furiously,  and  occasionally  faaio<& 
down  the  posts  upon  which  the  roof  rests,  and  bury  all 
beneath  it. 

It  would  be  folly  to  talk  of  comfort  and  cleanliness  in 
BVLck  a  pUee.  "  If  the  tiuth  must  be  told,"  writes  the 
iiiissioiialy,  "  vermin  abound  in  most  of  these  houses. 
Ihe  inmates  are  coTered  not  only  with  fleas,  but  from 
head  to  foot  tJiey  are  infested  with  the  third  plague  of 
Sgypt.  This  last  is  a  constant  annoyaoce  in  wajxj  pait« 
of  Turkey,  as  well  as  Persia.  If  one  lodges  in  Hhb  natiT« 
bouses,  there  is  no  refuge  &om  them,  and  only  an  entire 
change  ctf  clothing  affords  relief  when  he  returns  to  his 
own  home,  The  writer  has  known  daughters  of  Nev 
Sngland,  ready  for  almost  any  self-denial,  biffst  ifiU>  teara 
when  first  brought  into  contact  with  this." 

Our  readers  may  well  suppose  that  children  bioQ^t 
up  in  saoh  places  could  not  be  admitted  to  ttte  hmsmoi^ 
ory  school  without  a  great  outward  change.  Tim  tj^y 
underwent,  and  in  due  time  their  kind  fijends  wecff 
delighted  to  see  their  altered  appearance,  an^  sisq49* 
hearted  mothers  really  thought  that  their  chilcbren  had 
become  pretty  under  the  care  of  their  teachers ;  aqd  being 
themselves  strangers  to  the  efficacy  of  clean  water,  thiej! 
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would  innocently  ask,  "How  do  you  make  them  so 
white  P" 

The  returned  missionary  may  well  ask  if  Bach  w«n 
the  comfortleBs  dwellings  of  the  healthy,  "  what  wen 
they  fop  the  sick  P  " 

But  He  who  heals  as  well  as  saves,  has  Tisited  manj 
of  these  ahodes  of  wretchedness,  disease,  and  death,  aiii 
those  who  dwell  in  them  have  found  that  "  godliness  ii 
pTofitahle  for  the  life  that  now  is,  and  for  that  which  is  to 
come." 


A  VOYAGE  AMONGST  THE  SOTJTH  SEA  ISLANDS. 

TO  THB  LOITDON  BOAO   8.LBBATH   BCHOOI.,  0HSIA18FOBD, 

BSSEX. 

Koietea,  October  20th,  1863. 

Mt  dub  YOVSa  VsimrDa, — When  I  last  wrote  your 
belored  pastor,  the  BeT.  0-.  Wilkinson,  I  told  hiiti  to  gire 
you  my  very  best  love,  and  to  say  I  should  write  you  > 
letter  as  soon  as  erer  I  could  find  time.  Feeling  that  I 
haye  a  share  of  your  truest  sympathies,  I  am  anxious  to 
show  you  some  small  token  of  my  love  and  remembrance. 

One  hundred  days  after  leaving  dear  old  Bngland  ve 
arrived  at  Sydney.  Here  we  met  the  mission  barque, 
•'John  Williams,"  and,  after  spending  upwards  of  a 
month  in  the  colonies,  set  sail  in  her  for  the  South  Seas. 

Now  I  cannot  undertake  to  give  you  a  faU  description 
of  every  island  we  called  at,  because,  to  say  ever  so  Uttte 
about  thirty  of  these  islands  would  occupy  some  con- 
aiderable  time,  and  that  is  what  at  present  T  cannot  afford. 
However,  if  you  can  get  a  look  into  a  good  map  of  Poly- 
nesia you  will  be  able  to  trace  out  pretty  accurately  man/ 
if  not  the  whole  of  those  islands  which  I  may  mention  in 
my  letter. 
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Norfolk  Island  w^b  the  first  we  touched  at  after  our 
BaTing  Sydney.  This  was  one  of  our  penal  tettle- 
aents,  and  many  of  the  large  gloomy  prison-houses  are 
till  standing,  whilst  the  lesser  buildings,  and  espe- 
ially  the  officers'  apartments,  haye  become  comfortable 
'esidences  for  the  natives.  The  people  here  are  the  de- 
icendants  of  the  mutineers  of  the  "  Bounty,"  Captain 
BUgh,  who,  with  a  handful  of  men,  when  off  Tahiti,  in 
L787,  was  sent  adrift  in  an  open  boat,  and  left  to  the 
men^  of  the  winds  and  the  waves ;  the  account  of  which 
many  of  you  have  read,  I  daresay,  in  the  "  Sunday  at 
Home  "  for  1864. 
•^ey  aU  speak  English,  and  resemble  very  much  in  ap- 
pearance our  hardy  fishermen  on  the  coast.  They  hare 
an  English  clergyman  among  them,  to  teach  them  the 
way  of  life,  and  they  i^pear  to  lire  very  happOy. 

Leaving  Norfolk  Island,  we  next  visited  a  group  of 
islands  to  the  west,  known  as  the  Loyalty  Group,  calling 
at  Mai£,  Lifii,  and  Uea,  three  of  the  principal  ones. 

We  next  visited  the  Kew  Hebrides,  commencing  -witb. 
Aneiteum,  which  is  the  only  Christian  island  in  this  large 
group.  Leaving  Aneiteum,  we  touched  at  Erromanga, 
about  which  you  have  heard  so  much.  Here,  as  yon  aie 
aware,  Hr.  Williams  and  Mr.  Harris  were  murdered,  and 
since  that  time,  poor  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Gordon,  Oh,  I 
cannot  describe  to  you  my  feelings  when  I  first  saw  this 
island,  it  is  such  a  dark-looking  place ;  and  when  the  re- 
collections of  the  past  comes  before  one,  it  is  enongh  to 
make  one's  heart  sink  within  him.  Before  us  was  the 
very  spot  where  our  poor  Brethren  fell,  and  in  all  proba- 
bility tlie  very  men  who  butchered  them  were  looking  at 
our  ship  from  the  shore. 

Well,  as  soon  as  these  poor  wretched  creatures  saw  our 
ship,  which  was  just  as  day  was  breaking,  they  commensed 
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Mttiag  vp  (wsb  Mrfol  •hoiit«  aod  Mkrage  yoQa,  ibat,k 
ijie  Boment,  they  qiuto  aJumed  ua  (tU.  W«  eoold  al>' 
■«•  them,  bl«dk  wd  naked,  iwmiag  by  kundreds  tini 
oa  the  top  of  the  reeks,  between  tbe  trees.  At  eve; 
eywiing  aiey  wauld  etop'to  leA  «t  oi,  end  ftan,  hiwii  jiili- 
ii^  their  toia«fa«wlM  and  pointing  tlwirsfeMB  aad  nwh 
afainetiu,  (b«7  would  (tart  off  aguawitb  all  tiuy,  intk 
WiwdiMetaMi  a*  we  were  gMng,  akouting  and  feUia$ii 
Urn  ymy  as  thaj  want.  Fmttmately  aaas  of  tfaaaa  ««ai 
offto^ahiy  ts  da  luaofhaK*.  Sarage  and  degndit 
ast^saepoorBiremaagana  arc,  kowcTW,  diMe  ar»mm 
among  them  who  hare  a  desire  to  go  bey<»d  Hie  lUt 
(rftiuir  own  horizon,  t^at  iimj  taaf  me  Que  worid.  i-' 
•o  iastaaaa  of  diia,  one  of  them  came  on  board  tei 
adoed  to  be  taken  to  see  the  strange  lands  which  ha  hi 
heard  of.  I  shstdd  so  liked  you  all  to  haye  aaen  Ua 
vhea  ha  came  up  tiu  ladder;  I  aaisuBeyouwiauUiitTi 
1— ghed,  alond,  sad  yet  faaire  Mi  ioiiy  filar  the  poor  ae» 
tnre.  HehadBoetotheson,  natarag)  fautUa  fMsm 
as  Uaok  as  a  oaal,  and  as  tiu<A  with  punt  as  ooaU  be. 
Thm  ha  looked  so  silly ;  and  when  (he  bub  Imighsd  b 
iwaid  jsia  thnn  so  heartdy,  that  te  keep  our  graTit^m 
montilanweeoalddo.  With  all  sailors,  yon  knoir,  em; 
oaa  is  eaUad  Jack,  nntil  his  right  aame  is  known.  On 
Brtouangan,  therefnc,  acoording  to  eostom,  went  by  tfcst 
■ame.  Xhe  first  thing  Jaok  had  to  undergo,  tiisa,  am  hu 
beaoamug  a  paasM^er  wiA,  OS  was  to  hare  his  &oe  washed 
Mr.  Twrpie,  the  chief  efioer,  aaKlettoek  the  job.  Sos; 
was  by  oomeaBs  spared  m  order  te  get  hint  claaa,  aadt 
littie  «Ud  aot  saflkw.  Hew  Skaoy  buekste  of  water  it  tadi 
I  cvkBott^)  but  agood  many.  Vhe poorfillow's  ig> 
norance  of  the  properties  of  soap  «t  first  led  him  to  keep 
c^en  both  Us  eyesand  modUi.  Of  conrae  there  wasiio 
b(^^ikitlM7beeMMftU«f«h«««ds.  XhiaoonMarated 
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very  rnich  to  th»  «mu«ein«nt  of  all  on  board ;  you  should 
b»Te  seen  Jack -winking  and  blinking,  Tbe  operation  no 
doubt  niade  his  ejes  smart  emeedingly.  It,  however, 
m>A»  him  clean,  and  that  is  what  he  had  never  been 
before  in  his  life.  As  soon  ^a  vre  put  to  sea  he  became 
so  sea-sick  that  ve  saw  very  little  more  of  him. 

Fate  is  not  much  better  tfa&n  £rroniftnga,  save  in  one 
#pot  where  a  few  of  the  people  of  one  tribe  have  embraced 
£3iristiiiDity,  and  have  a  teaoher  settled  amongst  them. 

At  Api,  a&ar  being  on  shore  ft  short  time,  we  were  tojd 
bf  a  friendly  (Aief  to  go  on  board  as  quickly  ae  possible, 
fox  tiiB  jfaogiB  vrefe  conta^plating  our  capture.  If  this 
imd  been  done,  we  should  all  have  been  in  the  oven  that 
ATMiiiqg,  ta  A  certainty,  ^h^t  our  condition  was  a  dan- 
gerous one  became  too  evident.  For^  just  as  we  were  all 
oeatfMl  in  oar  places,  and  the  boat  was  being  pushed  off 
tiie  shone,  about  two  hundred  of  the  most  horrid  demon- 
.iaokiag  <ireat^r«»  nfs^ted  out  of  tfifi  bush  »nd  stood  upon 
tiu)  be»di  (4o8«  to  <w  in  the  attitude  of  attack.  A  ^ower 
of  their  poisoned  arr«T8  wovld  by  no  means  have  been 
^eesftnt  visitors.  Just  at  this  moment,  providentially, 
the  breast  ai  my  coat,  which  I  had  kept  buttoned,  flew 
o^n aadeiysaedmy  telescc^, whidi I haj^iened  to  take 
with  me.  The  sight  of  tbis  thing  so  frightened  thmn,  th/at 
ja  a  iMOnd  they  all  vanished  into  the  bush.  Our  orew, 
aeiaag  this  o^poitwity,  put  all  their  strength  to  their 
out,  md  uk  a  few  minutes  we  were  beyond  the  roach  of 
danger  and  eso^ed  their  cnwl  hands. 

At  Ambrym  and  £^irito  Santo  things  aie  equally  dark, 
andpraatioas  too  d«giading  for  you  to  hear  are  quite  com- 
mon among  them.  Hie  (^liMren  here  have  not  loving 
mothecs  sodi  OS  you  hare,  dear  young  friends.  Ihcy 
have  no  Sabbeth  Scbools  and  kind  teachers  like  the  child- 
Ma  of  Sngiaad.    Whmi  ehildijw  bewm*  «  burden  to 
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their  parents,  or  an  hinderance  to  their  work,  they  d% 
holes  in  the  earth  and  bury  them  alive.  The  only  taachen 
they  haye  are  those  who  can  teach  them  how  to  eat 
human  flesh  and  drink  human  blood.  Oh  how  thankful 
we  should  be  to  Gtoi  for  teaching  us  better  things  and 
blessing  us  with  a  knowledge  of  His  Word ! 

Well,  from  the  New  Hebrides  we  came  to  Savage 
Island,  and  from  thenoe  to  the  Navigators'  or  Samoaa 
Islands,  calling  at  Tutuila,  Apia,  and  Savaii,  and  also  tli« 
Taukelaus,  Bukabuka,  Manihiki,  and  Bakaana,  which 
came  next ;  then  the  Penhryns  and  the  Hervey  Islands, 
— the  islands  we  called  at  in  this  group  bein^  Aitataki, 
Baratonga,  Mangaia,  Uauke,  Mitiaro,  and  Aitui,  about 
which  yon  have  read  a  great  deal  in  the  "  Jl^enile  Mis- 
sionary Magazine." 

Wonderful  things  have  been  done  on  these  islsndi 
through  the  Glospel  of  Jesus.  They  were  onoe  the  dtA 
places  of  the  earth,  but  now  their  light  has  come,  and 
the  gloiy  of  the  Lord  has  arisen  upon  them.  We  next 
came  to  Tahiti  and  from  thence  to  Baiatea. 

Tou  shall  now  hear  how  I  am  getting  on  and  what  I  am 
trying  by  &od's  help  to  do,  and  then  I  will  tell  you  what 
I  want  you  to  try  and  do  for  me.  Of  course,  the  first 
thing  I  had  to  set  about  was  to  learn  theluiguage,  as, 
without  that,  I  could  not  get  on  much.  I  have  been  do- 
ing this,  however,  in  connection  with  my  missionary 
work.  I  have  a  large  school  at  whi(^  I  attend  momiog 
and  evening;  and,  having  no  efficient  teachers  to  help  me, 
I  have  the  whole  of  the  work  to  do  myself,  which  I  as- 
sure you  makes  me  tired  enough  every  night.  I  am 
amply  repaid  for  my  labour,  however,  in  seeuig  my 
scholars  pereeverihgly  tiying  to  get  on ;  and  there  are 
not  a  few  of  them  who,  I  think,  will  do  me  credit  by-ond- 
by.     It  is  due  to  them  also  to  say,  that  while  I  have 
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to  lee  the  wooderl^il  things.    Tiie  guss — the  madxmer;, 

for  she  v/ae  •  steam  frigate — the  quarter-deck,  with,  all  tiit 
brau  fittings  and  omameutsl  work  m  bright  as  silTer, 
made  them  exelsim  and  stare  with  aiu^rise.  Bat  thif 
wai  not  all  they  got  by  going  on  board  this  beaatifbl 
ship,  for  both  the  boys  and  girls  got  lots  of  nice  biacnit. 
and  many  of  them  nice  cake*  from  the  stewards,  ani 
lemonade  as  much  as  they  wished.  So  kindly  wen 
they  all  treated  that  they  will  nerw  foi^et  the  "Tii- 
buno."  We  left  the  ship  about  half-past  twelye,  modi 
delighted  and  too  eidtei  to  g«  to  «choal,  so  I  gave  tlum 
holiday  for  the  day.  The  next  morning,  whan  I  went  t« 
scdiool,  a  letter,  to  which  all  the  gcholars  subscribed,  in 
handed  me,  thaT>king  me  &r  the  treat  they  had  so  vmh 
enjoyed,  being  the  first  ever  known  on  the  island. 

Ifowlmust  try  and  bring  my  letter  to  a  close  if  1^  «aiii 
though  I  could  find  lots  of  things  more  to  say  {  but  I 
must  forbear,  and  you  must  try  to  look  U{ion  my  hreyit} 
as  kindly  as  you  can. 

Before  I  say  geod-byp,  howerer,  there  is  ono  little  thing 
which  regards  my  comfort,  and  which  I  feel  half  inclined 
to  mention  to  you.  Just  below  our  house  there  is  a 
beautiful  lagoon  which  stretches  out  for  miles  all  arouM 
and  is  bounded  by  a  magnificent  coral  reef.  This  is  a 
splendid  place  for  a  small  boat,  and  one  will  be  a  great 
accommodation  to  us.  My  predecessor  had  one  which  ym 
purchased  on  the  Society's  account}  but  unfortunately  she 
was  too  large  for  inside  the  reef  and  not  hu^e  enough  for 
out,  so  was  unfit  for  the  purpose.  I  mention  this  to  yoa 
because  I  thought  you  might  like  to  hare  an  opportunity 
of  doing  something  for  your  old  fnendj  and  if  you  would 
do  this  Z  shall  be  very  gratified. 

Just  one  thing  more  remains  for  me  to  say  to  you,  my 
dear  yovmg  fiieods,  aad  that  it  this: — ^We  often  think 
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dearly  explained,  eren  the  most  deter  Brahmin  of  Assam 
is  silenced.  Yet  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  many  of  th» 
Hindoos  are  attached  to  their  own  religion,  and  do  not 
wish  for  anything  better.  Indeed,  the  purer  morslity  of 
the  Gospel,  and  the  want  of  earnestness  in  some  who 
hear  it,  are  too  clearly  shown  by  the  conduct  of  many. 
One  instance  I  will  mention.  One  day  a  Boria,  or  half- 
Brahmin,  came  to  see  me  in  my  tent.  After  he  hsd 
looked  carefully  all  round  for  a  long  time,  and  found 
that  we  were  really  alone,  he  began,  in  a  quiet  confiden- 
tial tone,  to  try  and  conyince  me  that  he  had  a  sincei* 
faith  in  Gkid  and  the  Sariour.  He  said  he  was  quit« 
ready  to  be  baptized,  and  that  all  his  family,  and  about 
twenty  servants,  were  also  ready.  He  said  that  lie  was  > 
man  of  great  influence,  vety  much  respected  in  the  Tillagr, 
and  that  he  did  not  need  my  help,  but,  on  the  contrarr, 
could  be  of  great  serrice,  both  to  me  and  to  the  gorem- 
ment,  if  I  would  only  let  the  commander  of  the  district 
dearly  understand  how  needful  a  fresh  and  bettor  '  Pad- 
jiri'  (a  kind  of  mayor)  would  be  in  the  village,  and  th»t 
no  one  could  be  found  so  fitted  for  that  office  ds  himself. 
But  when  I  urged  upon  him  to  be  baptized  first,  because, 
after  he  entered  on  the  office  he  was  hoping  for,  he  would 
not  find  time  for  instruction,  he  once  more  glanced  care- 
fully round  to  see  that  nobody  was  near,  and  then  said, 
in  a  firm,  decided  manner, '  Sir,  if  I  once  become  the  first 
man  in  the  village,  I  shall  not  trouble  myself  then  whether 
other  people  cast  me  out,  and  declare  me  unclean ;  ifthq 
do,  I  can  soon  make  them  sJtut  their  moutit.'  Tou  tatj 
be  sure  I  did  not  baptize  such  a  calculating  and  cunning 
disciple  as  this." 
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thouglit,  and  so  Mm.  M lutin  and  Ifrs.  Sites  thougU 
who  were  where  they  could  both  see  it  and  hear  its  cria 
and  I  think  the  baby  did  not  cry  harder  than  they  dii 
at  all  events,  their  eyes  were  very  red  with  weeping  ti 
next  time  I  saw  them ;  and  Mrs.  Sites  had  sud,  '  If  t!:

K  Vhe  year  1834,  on  interesting  Hindoo  youth,  of  the 
ome  of  Mottu,  lived  at  Bnrdwan.  The  missionary  there 
3lt  interested  ahont  him,  and  spoke  to  him  on  the  sub- 
act  of  religion.  Motta  used  to  reply,  "  I  cannot  give 
Lp  caste  now ;  if  I  were  to  do  bo,  all  my  fiiends  and 
•datives  Would  cast  me  oflf." 

Mottu  became  ill,  but;  recovered.  Shortly  after  his 
Uness,  he  saw  the  congregation  of  Kative  Christians  at 
Bnrdwan,  and  began  to  assemble  with  them.  He  listened 
ittentively ;  and  he  thought  in  his  heart,  "  If  God  helps 
ihem,  surely  He  will  help  me ;  I  can  become  a  Christian 
K>o."  So  he  came  to  the  missionary,  and  begged  to  be 
jdstracted.  He  lived  like  a  Christian  boy  from  that 
time  forward. 

In  the  Kovember  following  he  was  seized  with  a  vio- 
lent fever.  On  the  liord's  day  after  he  was  taken  ill, 
tlie  missionary  called  to  see  him ;  and,  perceiving  that 
his  end  was  drawing  nigh,  he  said  to  him,  "  Mottu,  how 
»xe  yon  ?  I  think  you  will  not  remain  long  here."  He 
replied,  "No,  sir ;  I  believe  I  shall  go  to  Jesna,  and  I 
am  not  afraid  to  die.  I  love  yoa  all  very  much ;  I  should 
like  to  remain  here  to  be  useful  to  my  poor  heathen 
brethren,  but  I  shonld  like  much  better  to  go  to  Jesns. 
Ho  baa  loved  me,  and  given  Himself  for  me ;  and  I  love 
Him  and  long  to  be  with  Him."  He  saw  the  tears  in 
the  eyee  of  the  wifb  of  the  missionary,  and  said  to  her, 
"Oh,  dear  ma'am,  don't  cry  now,  but  when  I'm  gone.  I 
can't  bear  to  see  you  cry.  Tm  going  to  heaven."  He 
remembered  that  it  was  the  Lord's  day,  and  he  said, 
"  This  is  a  beautiftil  day  to  die ;  the  day  on  which  Jesns 
rose  from  the  grave,  and  became  the  conqneror  of  de^th 
and  hen.

Try,  then,  if  you  cannot  help  to  send  the  Oospel  to 
those  who  are  without  it,  but  who  want  it  even  more 
than  the  diy,  psrched-up  ground  wants  the  fresh,  beau- 
tiful showers.  Drop  a  penny  sometimes  into  Mie  mis- 
sionary-box. Get  a  box  of  your  own,  if  you  can,  and 
persuade  others  to  put  a  trifle  in  it.  I  have  known  chil- 
dren, when  they  hare  not  had  any  money  to  give,  try  to 
earn  some  for  that  purpose. 

A  little  girl  in  Toikshire,  when  water  was  scarce, 
saved  as  much  rain-water  as  the  could,  and  sold  it  to  the 
washerwoman  for  a  penny  a  paUfol,  and  in  this  way 
obtained  several  shillings  for  the  Missionary  Society. 
When  she  brought  it  to  thte  Secretary,  she  was  not 
willing  to  tell  her  name.  "  But  I  must  put  down  where 
the  money  came  from,"  he  said.  "  Call  it,  then,"  replied 
the  little  girl,  "  rain  from  heaven." 

Bain  from  heaven !  Yes,  that  was  a  good  name  for 
her  contribution,  because  it  was  to  help  in  sending 
streams  of  living  water  to  distant  countries  and  to 
perishing  souls.

Am OT  is  the  name  given  by  the  English  to  an 
island  which  lies  oiF  the  coast  of  China.  Upon 
this  island  there  is  one  large  eity,  containing  with 
its  suburbs  nearly  200,000  people,  and  more  than 
a  hundred  villages  bewdes.  Tou-  will  learn 
soxuething  of  the  scenery  of  the  island  from  the 
picture  <m  the  apposite  page,  which  represents  a 
3a«U)Mat  tiemple,  nestled  among  the  hUls,  and 
called  the  Ban-sek-giamj  or  temple  of  the.  tea  thoa- 
sand  rocks.  '  If  you  were  to  stand  in  that  temple, 
you  could  look  down  a  long  narrow  v^ey  and  see 
ixE  the  dirtance,  fir6t,  a  part'  df  the  city  of  Amoy, 
th«n,  beyond  that,  thie  cle^  blue  sea,  studded  with 
litUe  iskmds,  while  &r  away  in  the  distance  rise 
tl^  mtraatains  of  the  maiiabind,  whose  distant 
sanunits  seem  blended  with  the  olQudi9.'' 

The  greater  part  of  the  island  is  eov^ed  with 
racks,  which  lie  strewn  in  every  direction  on  the 
hillA-  -^t  some  places  on  the  mouiAain  sides  there 
are  little  patches  of  cultivated  land,  near  where 
0ome  spring  comes  bubbling  out  of  the  rocks,  or 
0onae  tiny  rivulet  winds  along  its  narrow  way>

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In  8U0I1  places  tlie  poor  baBbandman  turns  aeid« 
the  water  to  fertilize  his  little  plot  of  grotind,  and 
strives  to  raise  a  few  sweet  potatoes  for  himsdf 
and  his  family.  But  the  hill-sides  are  for  the  most 
part  covered  with  graves.  In  the  photograph  firoic 
which  the  picture  is  engraved  there  are  manj 
little  minute  white  specks,  which  are  just  so  manj 
graves.  They  are  to  be  counted  by  thousands 
everywhere  among  the  hiUs.  The  bones  of  millionE 
of  the  dead  are  buried  there — of  miUions,  alas! 
who  have  died  without  hearing  of  Jesus  Christ 
the  Saviour  of  sinners ! 

If  yon  were  to  go  in  a  ship  and  sail  up  the  coast 
of  China,  you  would  find  the  scenery  very  wild 
and  rugged.  It  is  sometimes  difficult  to  disoova 
the  right  entrance  between  the  hiUs  to  some  of  the 
ports;  but  sailors  know  the  way  to  the  harbou 
of  Amoy  by  a  Uttle  island  that  lies  outside,  which, 
singularly  enough,  has  a  hole  right  through  it 
There  is  also  a  high  hill,  called  the  Gre^t  Soutiieni 
Warrior,  which  is  1800  feet  above  the  level  of  tiw 
sea,  with  a  pagoda  on  the  top.  It  was  no  easj 
thing  for  workmen  to  climb  the  sides  of  tint 
mountain  and  build  that  pagoda  there.  And  thi< 
is  how  it  came  about,  as  the  Chinese  tell  the  stoi;. 
Hundreds  of  years  ago  a  man  sailed  away  trout 
Amoy  to  some  distant  country,  and  after  he  vse 
gone,  his  wife,  afraid  he  might  make  a  miatake.ii 
sailing  up  the  coast,  and  not  know  the  entrance  to 
the  harbour,  caused  this  pagoda  to  be  btiilt  on  tiu 
top  of  the  mountain,  that  he  mig^t  see  it  firas 
»  distwioe,  aod  be  iiar«  to  com«  home  aIL  lig^t 
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are  now  in  the  city  and  country  round  about  more 
than  800  Christian  men  and  women,  aerving  tlx 
same  GJod,  loving  the  same  Saviour,  as  oursdvei. 
Perhaps  I  shall  have  something  to  tell  you  of  these 
Christians  another  time.

FIRST   IMPRESSION   OF   MADAGASCAR. 

Om  readers  know  that  Mr.  Sibrec  has  been  sent  to 
Madagascar  as  the  architect  of  the  memorial  church^!. 
The  following  extracts  from  his  journal  will,  we  are  swt, 
be  read  with  interest : — 

"  We  reached  Ambatimoram,  on  the  outskirts  of  th« 
great  forest  of  Alanunazaotra,  at  eight  o'clock,  and 
breakfasted  there.  It  was  a  beautifal  morning  as  m 
recommenced  our  journey,  and  began  to  mount  hills,  and 
descend  valleys,  and  cross  streams,  as  before  ;  witli  thi 
difference,  that  the  hiUs  were  higher  and  steeper,  sad 
sometimes  it  was  really  frightful  to  look  down  into  Ox 
hollows.  How  our  men  managed  to  carry  themselrH 
up  and  scramble  down,  to  say  nothing  of  the  heavy  loads 
ou  their  shoulders,  fairly  puzzled  me  ;  but  they  seem  i 
wiry,  hardy  set,  with  firmly  knit  limbs,  and  did  their 
work  apparently  without  any  fatigue.  My  eight  bearers 
are  especially  good  fellows,  merry  and  cheerful,  and 
always  take  the  lead,  bringing  me  in  from  ten  to  fifteen 
minutes  before  my  companion  or  the  luggage. 

"  The  night  preceding  this  might  have  been  termed  '• 
night  with  the  fleas,'  and  'a  night  with  the  mosquitoes;' 
but  this  was  emphatically  '  a  night  with  the  rats.'  We 
saw  and  heard  them  racing  round  the  eaves  of  the  house 
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before  we  went  to  bed ;  but  as  soon  as  the  ligkt  was  put 
out  they  came  down,  and  began  to  rattle  about  our  pots 
a,nd  pang  in  search  of  food.  We  got  up,  and  fired  a  pistol 
amongst  them,  which  appeared  for  a  time  to  scare  them 
away;  but,  about  half-past  one  o'clock,  my  friend  awoke 
me,  and  said  they  had  been  scampering  orer  him  for 
some  time,  although  he  was  in  his  hammock :  eridently 
they  had  been  practising  a  little  in  the  Blondin  way.  He 
said  he  had  heard  them  all  about  me.    We  therefore 
lighted  a  candle  and  set  it  on  the  floor,  and  heard  no 
more  of  them  that  night.     As  we  adranced  on  our 
journey,  there  were  signs  of  approaching  the  capital  in 
the  number  of  villages  that  appeared.    It  was  noon 
before  we  reached  Ambatimango,  the  lost  station  on  the 
road  to  Antananarivo.    Ambatimanga  is  the  place  where 
people  generally  put  themselves  in  order  before  getting  to 
the  capital.   I  therefore  mowed  away  a  beard  which  had 
had  free  course  since  leaving  the  coast,  and  eiQoyed  a 
wash  and  change  of  clothes.     The  wash,  by  the  way, 
was  in  a  sonp-plate ;  a  TefJk  which,  however  difficult  it 
may  appear,  I  accomplished.     All  this  was  in  faU  view 
of  a  score  of  people,  who  appeared  highly  interested  in 
viewing  my  proceedings  for  getting  more  civilized  in 
appearance,  as  during  the  last  few  days  I  had  felt  grad- 
ually reverting  to  the  original  savage,  from  which  gome 
pseudo-pbUosophers  would  moke  us  believe  we  have 
emerged.    On  the  13th  vre  passed  for  a  quarter  of  an 
hour  through  a  perfect  cloud  of  locusts,  which  covered 
the  ground  and  filled  the  air.     I  began  to  realize  one  of 
the  plagues  of  Egypt.      They  are  extremely  common  in 
the  conntiy,  and  often  cause  quite  a  famine  by  the  des- 
truction they  effect. 

"  As  we  got  a  nearerview  of  the  ct^ital,  which  is  situ- 
ated upon  a  lofty,  oval-shaped  hill,  I  waa  struck  by  its

schooL  Their  eyes  are  not  open  to  see  "  lio-w  { 
better  to  get  wisdom  than  gold."  We  cannot  expej 
children  will  see  or  feel  the  value  of  learning.  Clij 
of  our  own  privileged  countiy  do  not  do  it.  Sat  if 
poor  little  Assamese  can  be  led  to  think  th.e  a<^ool 
a  pleasant  place,  they  will  come,  sotwithstazidiii 
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to  the  worfanen  immedifttely  to  thnnr  water  on  the  ropes, 
and  especially  on  those  ports  of  the  ropes  -which  were 
fastened  round  the  pillar.  And  the  moment  they  did 
so  observe  what  ensued.  The  water  made  the  ropes 
shrink.  The  shrinking  of  the  ropes  oaosed  them  to  clasp 
the  pillar  more  tightly.  The  increased  tightness  of  their 
gra^ppreTented  them  from  slipping.  The  machinery 
was  able  in  consequence  to  act  as  it  should.  The  pillar 
was  soon  raised  therefore.to  its  place,  and  the  liTes  of  the 
crowd  were  all  saved.  And  all  because  an  English  aailor 
understood  his  duty — and  did  it. 

I  think  the  heathen  are  like  the  people  who  had  come 
to  see  the  great  pillar.  There  is  a  great  stony  pillar  of 
destruction  threatening  to  come  down  upon  them.  Many 
of  them  see  their  danger,  and  desire  to  escape.  Kone  of 
them,  however,  know  in  what  way.  But  we  are  like  the 
sailor.  We  k»ov>  how  they  may  escape  j  and  we  can  tell 
them  if  we  like.  I  think  that  the  knowledge  of  this 
ought  to  be  enough  for  our  hearts.  I  think  that  this  i? 
just  the  same  as  Q^od  speaking  to  us,  and  commanding 
us  to  help  them.

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pend«d  hfanidf,  with  hia  head  down-vrud,  orer  the  in,

■elf  backward  and  forward,  while,  with  the  other  band, 
he  coonted  a  string  of  beads  a  fixed  number  of  timet. 
To  this  species  of  firightfol  torture  he  doomed  himitf 
for  four  hours  erery  day  during  a  period  of  twelve  yen. 
On  coming  down  from  his  swinging  postnre,  he  vodi 
roll  himself  in  the  hot  ashes  of  the  fire.  By  this  meui 
he  said  he  would  atone  for  the  guilt  of  his  sins,  and  h 
made  holy  for  ever. 

We  believe,  however,  that  it  is  more  irequentl;  i 
desire  to  obtain  human  applause  which  actuates  these 
poor  blinded  people  than  any  other  motive.

TKAVELLTNQ   IN  SOUTH  AFRICA. 
A  lUD-DAX  OUTSPAmnNO. 

tULYSLtxaa  in  the  interior  of  South  Africa  enconti 
many  inconveniences,  aa  you  will  tee  in  the  iolloirii| 
account  by  a  missionary,  who  was  taking  a  jouniey  * 
his  waggon : — 

"  Having  come  to  some  accustomed  water-place,  wbU 
is  by  the  wayside,  we  look  out  for  a  tree  which  villgi" 
us  shade  when  the  sun  has  become  more  powerftil.  It 
is  about  nine  o'clock  in  the  morning.  The  oxea  \»K 
released  from  the  yoke,  and  the  reins  which  have  Iw 
round  their  horns  collected,  the  boy  (leader)  goes  oJ 
with  the  oxen  to  feed,  while  the  driver  remains  by  tt' 
waggon  to  cook. 

"  We  then  pack  oS  to  see  what  kind  of  wafer  we  bIuH 
got,  if  any.    We  find  it  most  filthy.    Beasts,  sheep,  cl«g\ 
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the  ground  near  yrhere  the  serrants  are  eating,  while  Um 
men  geek  a  atone  to  use  aa  a  stool.  They  talk  with  the 
aerrants  about  this  event  and  that,  this  person  and  the 
other  i  never  forgatlang  to  light  their  pipes  and  hand  it 
all  rotind,  for  each  to  get  a  puff  or  two  from  the  sw 
charge.  Oar  men  now  hand  them  a  part  of  the  toil 
which  has  been  given  to  themselves.  It  is  receind 
without  a  word.  Each  one,  like  the  baboons  on  tla 
mountains  around  them,  tears  off  with  his  fingers  a  pieie 
for  himself,  and  passes  the  rest  on. 

"  Having  eaten  what  they  can  get  from  the  seiranti, 
they  come  to  us,  asking  for  tea,  medicine,  or  anjthii; 
they  happen  to  want.  Should  the  articles  asked  be  ginii 
to  them,  no  word  of  thanks  is  spoken  unless  thej  ue 
first  taught  it.  Having  got  all  they  can,  they  walk  ami. 
Our  men  having  eaten,  sleep  ;  for  we  must  wait  till  tJ* 
heat  of  the  day  is  past  before  we  can  resume  our  joarnT. 
This  time  is  employed  by  us  in  reading  or  writing,  H 
we  are  able.  The  time  having  come  when  we  can  ag>i> 
travel,  the  men  are  awoke,  the  long  whip  cracked  foitkt 
watcher  to  bring  the  oxen,  kettle  and  other  coolnf 
utensils  tied  behind  the  waggon,  barrels  filled  for  M 
at  the  next  outspanning,  where  there  will  be  no  wit4 
oxen  caught  by  the  horns  with  ropes  of  beast-bide,  lA 
their  necks  being  fastened  in  the  yoke,  the  long  vUp 
cracked,  and  the  waggon  rides  away.  This  supposestht 
the  oxen  have  not  been  lost,  and  that  no  other  detentita 
occurs. 

"  At  a  night  outspanning,  after  tea  or  supper  has  betf 
taken,  a  hymn  sung,  and  prayer  offered,  the  oxen  tti 
made  fast  around  the  waggon,  we  repair  to  the  wag^ 
to  sleep,  while  the  men  gather  around  the  fire  they  h»™ 
made,  a  skin  forming  their  only  bed." — WeaUya*  JutttHi 
Offering.

The  vegetable  productions  of  Mangaia  w 
almost  identical  with  those  of  the  other  islanji, 
the  sugar-cane  being  particularly  fine.  The  isl* 
bitants  are  noted  for  their  ingenuity,  as  displayed 
in  the  fabrication  and  patterns  of  their  doth,  a 
the  construction  of  their  spears,  bowls,  cocoa-iit 
drinking-cupB,  and  other  articles. 

It  is  more  than  probable  that  in  Mangaia,  as  it 
most  of  the  islands  of  the  Pacific,  the  natives,  ii 
the  days  of  their  heathenism,  were  in  the  habit  oi 
feasting  on  their  fellow- creatures,  chiefly  captiTS 
taken  in  war ;  bat  this  shocking  practice  had  been 
^abandoned  even  before  the  introduction  of  tli« 
Gospel.  There  was,  however,  one  dainty  dish  to 
which  the  epicures  of  Mangaia  were  extremelj 
partial  up  to  a  recent  period,  and  this  consisted  d 
baked  rats.  The  island  swarmed  with  these  crea- 
tures, so  unlovely  to  Eui-opeaa  eyes ;  and,  as  fisl 
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limal  food  was  scarce,  tbey  were 
-with  amazing  zest,  and,  wliua 
kod,  were  served  up  ■with  all  tho

At  first  I  stoutly  iesisted,W 
finding  this  hopeless,  I  quietly  submitted  to  be  oni* 
in  state  with  my  fi^iends.  But  two  serious  obitscta* 
terposed — two  gigantic  iron-wood  trees  lay  aoroM  * 
path.  The  dreadful  hurricane  I  have  already  refx" 
to  uprooted  them  and  deposited  them  where  thef  s* 
likely  to  lie  for  many  a  year.  In  all  directions  the b)* 
trees  had  been  pulled  up  by  the  roots  and  burled  ti* 
in  wild  confhsion.  The  sea  must  hare  risen  durtJi*" 
feet  on  that  dreadful  night.  With  a  single  eicep^ 
all  their  splendid  canoes  were  swept  away.  Ereiy  ^ 
ing,  including  the  church,  the  school-house,  sndw 
teacher's  dwelling,  was  laid  low.

bat  M  if  rirert  were  being  emptied  npon  the  hooMttfli 
Snakei  and  moiqaitoet,  and  O^er  nnwelooiiie  Tiritonrf 
(ha  like  kind,  fonnd  their  way  into  the  hotttes  of  ll 
■liaeionariei,  but  thej  got  nied  to  them,  and  did  Ml 
mind  them  mnoh.  The  inhabitant*  of  the  colony  ttn 
drawn  from  diffinent  and  widely-diitant  cooutrtM,  ui 
were  of  almost  all  colonrt,  bat  the  blacks  greatly  f» 
dominated.  Since  the  iaft  of  Blarery  there  had  bent 
Taat  improtemant  in  the  moral*  and  social  habit*  ef  Ik 
people,  and  an  Bnglish  viiitor  would  be  aarpriaed  t»M 
the  smart  and  imposing  attire  in  which  the  Creotekttt 
appeared  at  chapel.  He  then  raferred  to  the  immign^ 
eoolies  trom  India,  some  K,000  in  nnmberj  who  0 
ormed  a  large  and  inoreasiiig  proportion  of  tiie  pO|iik> 
tion.  I'hesa  strangers  ezeroised  an  injurious  inloasti 
at  the  Mission  stations,  in  conseqaenee  of  their  idolaiMt 
practices,  which  are  imitated  by  many  of  the  y«Bi| 
people  brought  up  by  the  missionaries.  Moreorer,  th 
negroes  are  themselres  mneh  addicted  to  stiperstitita 
practices,  and  the  use  of  ohartns  to  avwt  the  inflnencs  if 
etil  spirite.  He  then  referred  to  Dutch  Guiana,  wkM 
slavery  had  continued  for  years  i^er  it  had  bM 
abolished  in  the  British  territories,  and  mentiouad  n 
aSbctlng  anecdote  of  a  slar*  who  had  escaped  flm 
Dutch  G^oiaua  into  British  Glaiana,  themby  obtainiil 
his  f^dom,  and  who  at  dlfibrent  times  adranced  fiw 
hill  earnings  a  sum  aniouatitig  to  £160,  Which  h*  pU 
for  Mdeemiag  several  of  his  relations  Out  of  sUlveiyi 
'  The  Bet.  Henry  Oee,  from  the  South  Seas,  eal«giM< 
the  mifcsionat^  spirit  of  the  ehildran,  some  UO^OOO  is 
number^  who  had  oontribuied  to  set  th«  hew  ihiptfoK^ 
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thmr  wntli,  and  to  STeit  from  themielTea  and  tiw  diil- 
dfen  the  evil*  whidi  it  is  rainly  roppoaed  tfaejhne  tb 
power  to  inflict  upon  them.

Many  of  ^ 
come  with  little  bits  of  blanket  wrapped  vm 
them,  sometimes  sacking.  A  few,  whose  pa**' 
can  afford  to  buy  a  little  bit  of  calico,  have  ftwii 
and  in  these  they  look  very  nice.

adies  on  board,  while  she  lay  fast  asleep.  The 
t>ite  mts  so  sharp  that  she  had  screamed  in  her 
deep,  and  was  scarcely  awake  when  help  reached 
»er.  The  poor  toe  bled  profusdy ;  but  no  further 
nconyenience  followed.  Fi-om  that  night,  three 
'oyB,  of  whom  I  was  one,  resolved  to  commence  a 
'niBade  against  these  savage  little  monsters.  We 
■rapped  them  in  many  ways,  and  not  a  few  perished 
u  consequence  of  that  bitter  scream.  The  watch- 
word of  our  war  was, "  Biemember  the  bleeding 
t)ig  toe."

THE  MOTHER'S  STORY. 

"The  jpoor  children  continnally  asked  for  Water; 
t  put  th^  off  as  long  as  I  could,  and  when  they 
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would  be  denied  no  longer  I  doled  the  predoxia  fluid 
out »  spoonM  at  a  time  to  each  of  them.

I  g»K 
the  children  a  little  dried  finiit,  slightly  acid,  is 
the  middle  of  the  day,  but  thirst  took  away  al) 
desire  to  eat.  Once  in  course  of  the  afternoon 
dear  WUlie,  after  a  desperate  effort  not  to  071 
suddenly  asked  me  if  he  might  go  and  drain  the 
bottles.  Of  coarse  I  consented,  and  presentlj  he 
oaUed  out  to  me  with  much  eagerness  that  he  had 
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ToTind  Bome,'  Poor  little  fellow!  it  most  hare 
&&a.  little  indeed,  for  his  sister  Seliua  had  drained 
xexn  already.  Soon  after  he  called  out  that  he  had 
>vuid  another  bottle  of  water.  You  can  imagine 
is  disappointment  when  I  told  him  it  was  cocoa- 
.Tit  oil  melted  by  the  heat.  Henry  at  length  cried 
imaelf  to  sleep,  and  the  rest  were  dozing  ferer- 
ablj.  I  sat  in  front  of  the  waggon,  unable  to 
leep,  lioping  that  water  might  anive  before  the 
hildren  woke  on  another  day.  About  half-past 
en  I  saw  some  persons  approaching:  they  proved 

0  be  two  Bakalari  bringing  a  tin  canteen  half  full 
f  water,  and  a  note  from  Mrs.  Price,  saying  that, 
taring  heard  from  the  man  we  had  sent  forward 
•f  tlio  trouble  we  were  in,  and  being  themselves 
lot  very  far  from  the  water,  they  had  sent  us  all 
'hey  had. 

"The  sound  of  water  soon  roused  the  children, 
who  liad  tried  in  vain  to  sleep,  and  I  shall  not 
soon  forget  the  rush  they  made  to  get  a  diink.

We  «w 
soon  over  onr  shoes  in  hot  sandy  dnst ;  bnt,  tH^ 
a  zigzag  route  among  bushes,  rank  weeds,  i^ 
occasional  huts,  we  i-eached  the  one  for  whkhTt 
were  looking. 

Never  shall  I  f<»:get  that  wretched  abode  ai 
its  still  more  wretched  inmate!  Immediii^ 
inside,  stretched  on  the  bare  mud  floor,  her  W 
shaved,  and  eating  raggry  pudding  ^e  eoatM^ 
kind  of  fbod  imaginable)  most  voraoiousty,  iw 
pomT'Sunperee. 

'  Kot  a  word,  scarcely  a  look,  conld  we  get  fiw 
her  as  long  as  this  miserattle  food  lasted,  at  ■Mii 
I  was  not  so  much  surprised  when  I  learned  titt 
she  got  only  one  meal  a  day ! 

¥(xe  about  three  months  she  had  been  suffering 
from  parcdym  of  the  eight  acm  and  leg ;  and  kn

liusbaod  no  sooner  foond  that  tiie  case  was  hope- 
less than  he  abandoned  her  and  their  two  children, 
and  took  to  himself  another  wife. 

The  children  ware  nice  little  girls  of  five  and 
seveaa  years  each,  bat  half  starred,  and  so  wild  and 
naug^iiy  £rom  n^lect,  that  they  would  not  afford 
their  poor  mother  the  trifling  assistance  which 
even  they,  little  though  they  were,  conld  give. 

The  hot  was  just  fonr  mnd  walls,  with  a  flat 
roof  of  bamboos  and  mud,  half  of  which  had  fiJlen 
in  daring  the  late  rains,  leaving  the  invalid 
exposed  to  both  sun  and  rain.  It  wan  perfectly 
enq>^,  and  site  had  nothing  but  the  bare  mud 
floor  for  her  bed.  She  looked  distmstM  and 
almost  idiotic  I  sat  down  in  the  dsst,  and 
expressed  sympathy  with  her  sad  affliction,  hel' 
inability  to  more  about,  aaid  the  desertion  of  her 
husband.  She  made  no  reply,  and  almost  to  the 
last  laaintaiDed  a  sullen  sileae^  b«t  greecNly 
obitched  a  8n»Il  piece  of  money  given  her.

"  All  the  missionaries  went  on  board  the  good 
ship  on  Monday  night.  May  14th,  and  by  daylight 
on.  Tuesday  morning  the  pilot  got  the  ship  ont  of 
the  dock,  and  the  steam-tng  took  her  ont  to  sea, 
'  and  then  she  spread  her  wings,  which  were  filled 
by  the  favouring  breezes,  and  away  she  flew  along, 
and  is  now  making  her  way  to  Melboame. 

"Dear  young  Mends,  yon  must  not  cease  to 
pray  for  your  missionary  ship.

It  is  oohceming  this  palm  that  I  wish  specially 
to  tell  yon,  becanse  I  lived  for  many  years  in  a 
part  <^  India  where  many  thonsands  of  them  are 
growing.  The  SMnirs— a  race  of  people  liring 
chiefly  in  Tinnevelly  and  Trayancore— are  the 
prineipal  cnlttmtora  of  this  tree,  and  hjr  means  of 
it  ihey  obtain  ^eir  lireEhood. 

Th«  palmyra  flooiishes  best  in  a  ligbt  sandy 
ooiL  It  has  a  straight  stem,  which  grows  to  the 
li«ight  of  about  sixty  fdet,  asiA  then  is  crowned 
"With  a  inffc  of  large  leaves,  somewhat  resotnbUng 
a  &n  in  shape.  These  leaves  are  very  stiff— not 
^«o«fiilly  drooping  like  those  of  the  ooooanut- 
palio>  The  roots  penetrate  the  soil  to  a  great 
depth:  they  were  fonnd  as  low  as  forty  feet,  when 
a  well  was  being  dng.  This  aoeonnts  for  Ihe  fact 
that  the  palmyra  flonrishea  in  dry  and  hot  gaudy 
plaiss,  where  rain  is  o&ea  source,  and  the  heat  of 
-Qio  SOB  soon  dries  tip  all  the  moistnre  at  the 
su&co.  ^Thos  the  roots  make  thcdr  way  low 
dewm  into  the  soU,  to  find  water  wherewith  to 
aostaiu  the  tree.  There  in  another  advantage  to 
the  tree  from  this  d^th  of  root— »it  enables  it  to 
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ataad  firm,  though  it  grows  so  tall  and  sbrM^^ 
High  winds  prevail  in  Travancore  dimng  Ae 
monsoon,  or  rainj  season ;  and  yet  butfew  palmjni 
are  blown  down,  unless  the  storm  becomes  i 
hurricane.  What  a  kind  Father  is  onr  God  to 
make  so  wise  a  provision  for  the  growth  of  a  tree 
which  supplies  food  to  so  many  peoj^e,  who,  W 
for  this  palm,  coixld  not  live  in  such  sandy  pkim! 
The  rool,  when  young,  is  eaten  and  much  likei 
especially  by  children.  In  shape  it  resemblett 
carrot.  I  have  tasted  it,  and  found  it  by  u 
means  unpleasant;  but  the  young  fruit  is  «« 
agreeable:  it  is  enclosed  in  a  busk,  and  vBi 
clear,  colourless  jelly.  The  ripe  ftxiit  isBSe 
worth,  though  eaten  by  the  natives. 

It  is  not,  however,  the  root  or  fruit  tiIb* 
renders  the  pabuyra  so  valuable  to  the  Sbioiif 
it  is  the  Juice  which  flows  from  the  flower-stalk*^ 
the  top  of  the  tree.  This  juice  can  only  ^ 
obtained  during  certain  months  in  the  year.  T<* 
must  not  think  that  it  is  an  easy  matter  to  oiteo 
this  juice.  Men  have  to  climb  tbese  high  tmo 
daily  in  order  to  collect  it.  The  climber, «  i* 
has  very  hot  and  hard  work  to  do,  needs  butlittk 
clothing;  and  that  consists  of  a  cloth  boundnnv 
his  waist,  'to  this  he  hangs  a  strong  btsbt 
made  of  slips  of  palmyra-lea^  plaited  doable,  fi 
HO  closely  that  the  juice  will  not  run  out   & 
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addition    to  the  basket,  lie   has    a   knife,   and 
probably  some  small  earthen    vessels.     Having 
loosely  tied  round  his  ankles  a  strip  of  the  bark  ot 
tlie  leaf-stalk,  he  begins  to  ascend  the  tree.    He 
clasps  his  anus  round  the  trunk,  keeping  his 
hands  locked  one  in  the  other,  first  moving  his 
anus  upwards,  both  together,  then  his  bound  feet, 
the  soles  of  which  cUng  to  the  tree,  the  roughness 
of  the  bark  no  doubt  aiding  him  in  his  rapid 
ascent.    When  at  the  top  of  the  tree,  he  looks  oat 
for  the  flower-stalks,  of  which  probably  there  will 
be  several.    He  now  has  need  to  use  his  knife  to 
cut  off  the  tips  of  these  stalks,  and  underneath  he 
will  hang  one  of  the  earthen  vessels,  to  catch  the 
juice  which  will  drop  from  the  wounded  flower- 
stalk.    He  may  have  before  this  hung  other  little 
vessels  to  some  of  the  flower-stalks,  and  these 
may  now  contain  juice;    if  so,  they  must  be 
emptied  into  the  basket  at  his  side.    And  again 
having  cut  the  stalk,  that  it  may  yield  ^ore  juic^ 
he  wiU  descend  rapidly,  as  his  work  is  done,  and 
perform  the  same  operation  on  many  other  trees. 
Thus,  in  one  morning,  a  climber  will  often  go  up 
forty  or  fifty  trees;  and  then  his  day's  work  is 
not  done,  for  he  has  to  climb  the  same  trees  in 
the  afternoon.

Wwag  again !  she  had  cMa*  to  Semai 
tuoee  than  donble  the  amount  that  we  were  gin<% 
ber !  Her  tongue  was  loosened  now,  and  ft« 
olijections  I  made  only  made  her  tongue  go  fester, 
until  hel"  noisy  threats,  that  Ae  would  remore  kef 
ohildr^  if  we  did  not  comply  with  h^  demaadt, 
Were  perfectly  stunning. 

Pbor  thing!  she  was  only  acting  on  ite  beHi^ 
common  to  all  Hindus,  that  the  bounty  we  hti 
bestowed  upon  her  muH  Tulong  to  her  by  r^t. 
throngb  some  merit  of  a  former  birth,  and,  exci««i

I  once,  says  one.fotmd  myself,  in  company  wJ* 
a  parly  of  friends,  in  the  gallery  of  a  small  village 
church,  listening  to  a  discourse  from  a  colonrefl 
minister,  or  rather  exhorter.  After  some  preli' 
minary  exercises,  a  grey-headed  man,  evidently 
quite  a  patriarchal  personage,  arose,  aaaioracei 
as  his  subject "  The  History  of  Dives  and  LazarnB," 
which  he  proceeded  to  explain  and  enforce.

n.  TTnderthose  beantiftd  waters,  howev«*,  may 
sometimes  ftnmd  eome  ot  the  worst  and  most 
I II  gerous  enemies  that  sailors  meet  with—aamely, 
arks ;  and,  as  we  pass  along  in  oar  boats,  I  wiB 
!1  you  what  took  place  in  that  very  bay  some 
tic  time  since. 

A  messenger  has  jnst  come  to  say  that  all 
inge  are  ready;  so  we  go  down  to  the  sea-side, 
A  there  find  several  boats,  belonging  both  to 
i  tives  and  white  men,  waiting  for  ns.  A  nnm- 
.-r  of  Strong,  brown-skinned  Samoams  soon  lift 
le  children  into  the  boats,  and  away  we  start 
vcr  the  beautiM  Salt  lake,  towards  Tailele. 
jook  down  into  the  water :  see  how  bright  and 
Icar  it  is.    Bee,  too,  what  lovely  coral  gardens 
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we  are  passing  over.  Some  of  the  coral  looks 
like  Bea-muBhrooms ;  another  kind  resembles  flc 
human  brain ;  and  other  kinds  braach  out  likt 
the  horns  of  a  stag.  Look,  also,  at  those  man;- 
coloured  fish — some  red,  others  green,  bhe,  ot 
striped — swimming  about  amongst  those  eonl 
gardens.  Some  of  you,  I  expect,  haye  an  aqTiaiimn, 
'idiich  I  have  no  doubt  is  very  pretty;  butthiiii 
an  aquarium  of  God's  own  making,  and  beaolifil 
beyond  description.  Now  for  the  tale  I  pniM 
you  about  the  sharks.  At  the  time  I  refer  to,  & 
"  John  Williams"  was  anchored  in  the  bay  wekw 
just  left,  about  two  hundred  yards  fix>m  the  ^ 
On  board  the  "John  Williams"  was  a  large  Jug 
(partly  Newfoundland)  called  "Boatswain."  D» 
dog  was  a  great  faroorite  not  only  with  O^b" 
and  Mrs.  Williams,  bat  with  all  the  crew  as*"' 
He  would  distinguish  the  mission-ship  fix>m  fi^" 
one  hundred  others  when  in  port,  and  would  ••>■ 
off  to  it  when  it  was  at  anchor  away  itoia^ 
shore.  On  the  day  I  have  mentioned.  Captain  «m 
Mrs.  Williams  came  on  shore,  and  the  dogc*i>i 
with  them.  After  Captain  and  Mrs.  WffiMW 
had  finished  their  visit,  they  returned  to  the  slif; 
but  "Boatswain"  was  not  to  be  seen.  Sbort^ 
afterwards,  however,  when  Mrs.  Williams  «• 
looking  out  trom.  the  ship,  she  saw  the  dog  sviB' 
ming  towards  her.    After  swimming  more  ^ 
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half  the  diatanoe  between  the  sh^  and  the  land, 

"  Soatewain"  gave  a  howl  of  pain  and  tried  to  jnn^ 

out  of  the  water,  then  went  down  and  was  seen  no 

more.     The  sailors  qnicklj  put  down  a  boat  and 

-went  to  the  place  where  the  dog  was  last  seen, 

-when  thej  found  the  water  around  tinged  with 

blood.  A  large  shark  had  seized  "  Boatswain,"  and 

liad  doubtless  swallowed  him  entire.     The  sailors 

resolved,  if  possible,  to  get  the  dead  body  of  the  dog; 

but,  though  they  caught  three  sharks,  they  could 

not  catch  the  one  they  wanted.    After  such  a 

feast  as  the  shark  made  upon  poor  "  Boatswain,"  it 

is  not  to  be  wondered  at  ibat  he  did  not  feeihimgiy 

enough  to  take  the  bait  thrown  out  to  catch  him. 

Tho  largest  of  the  three  captured  sharks  had  jaws 

of  such  a  size  that  a  rery  stout  num.  could  eadly 

hare  crawled  through  them.  These  jaws,  I  believe, 

were  on  board  the  "  John  WiUiams "  when  she 

was  wrecked  at  Danger  Island.    You  need  not  be 

afraid  of  sharks  here,  as  we  are  in  shallow  water; 

and  I  never  heard  of  them  upsetting  a  boat  in 

Samoa.

Aa  %9QH  a»  diim«r  i^  reac^j  tha  teaohera  and 
i  lildruvac^coUeoted  together,  and  seAttiVenm^Tee 
i'(JS6-Iegged,  lik^  so  many  taLLoxa,  npexvzofjtB.  7or 
l>late,  they  have  a  nice  bright  and  clean  bread-

^gliah,  and,  what  is  far  more  important,  tangUfc 
read  ihe  Word  of  God.  Altogether,  in  Samoa, «

|HOSE  who  go  down  to  the  sea  ia  ships  oftai 
witness  strange  and  exciting  scenes,  ^ei 
the  Ber.  W.  Ellis  was  on  his  way  home  fnn 
3Iadaga8car,  he  saw  a  sight  which  when  once  seen 
is  not  likely  to  he  forgotten. 

He  had  scarcely  ended  a  conversation  with  ttie 
captain,  when  he  heard  a  shout  on  deck— "A 
wreck !  a  wreck !"  and,  hastening  to  see  what  it 
meant,  he  saw,  on  the  tops  of  the  waves,  about  tn 
miles  off,  a  small  flag  or  signal  of  blue  cloth;  »d 
then,  in  a  few  minutes  more,  he  could  see  a  9»t«^ 
raft,  with  two  figures,  a  white  man  and  a  nao^ 
colour,  sitting  upon  it,  the  water  reaching  as  bi^ 
as  their  waists.  Up  went  the  flag  of  the  sl>ip> 
to  let  these  poor  castaways  know  that  thejTiR 
seen,  and  thathelp  was  at  hand.  One  of  theeln{'> 
boats  was  lowered,  and  five  stout  and  bnT« 
British  sailors  pulled  away  towards  the  a&, 
every  eye  eagerly  looking  after  them,  and  ewj 
heart  yearning  with  a  desire  for  the  success  of 
their  endeavour ;  but  no  one  moved,  not  a  wori 
was  uttered,  even  breathing  seemed  difficult, » 
intense  was  the  excitement.

na  by  the  Bev.  W.  QilL  He  is  now  labonrii^ 
rery  nsefiilly  in  the  islands  among  a  very  inter- 
esting people,  as  yod  will  see  by  looldng  at  tlie 
specimen  faces  below. 


His  letter  to  the  young  people  has  been 
kindly  translated  for  the  Magazine  by  the  Bev.  % 
Gill;  and  here  it  is : — 

"Arorangi,  Barotonga, 
"  April  9,  1866. 
"  My  Fsiekds,  the  Children  of  England,— 
Blessings  on  yon  all,  through  our  Lord  JeBoa 
Amen.    I,  Isaia,  your  friend,  whom  you  knew 
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in  ihe  years  1854  and  1855,  now  write  to  yon. 
You  may  be  thinking  that  I  am  dead,  or  that 
I  Lave  forgotten  yon.  No,  my  dear  friends,  I 
am  not  dead;  and,  althongh  separated  from  yoa, 
I  shall  never  forget  yon. 

"  I  am  still  dwelling  in  Barotonga,  at  the  set- 
tlement of  Arorangi,  doing  the  work  of  onr  Lord 
JesuB  in  the  midst  of  my  own  people ;  and  God 
has  prospered  me. 

"My  friends,  the  children  and  the  teachers, 
will  yon  not  continue  to  sympathize  with  the 
children  and  the  young  people  who  dwell  in 
ignorance  and  sinP  If  any  such  there  are  re- 
maining in  these  our  lands  and  beyond  us :  in 
heathen  lands  their  numbers  are  numberless 
■who  have  no  knowledge  of  Jesus  the  Saviour. 
Let  us  compassionate  them :  be  not  weary,  but 
let  us  pray  that  the  Word  of  God  may  grow  in 
all  lands. 

"Now  I  ask  you  all  to  compassionate  me  in 
the  great  trouble  which  has  come  upon  us.  We 
axe  in  great  distress  in  consequence  of  a  terrible 
hurricane,  which  came  upon  us  in  Barotonga  on 
the  27th  of  March  last.  Our  plantations  and 
our  houses  are  destroyed,  and  part  of  our  house 
of  prayer  at  Arorangi  is  unroofed.  Our  trouble 
is  graieral;  all  axe  suffering;  and  our  g^ief  is 
great. 
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"Ton  •win  sympatluze  with  va,  taid  peAaji 
Bend  tte  children  in  mj  scliool  a  few  gsrwsti*, 
nnd  a  few  slates,  and  pens  and  pap»  for  adhool 
tise.  Praj  to  (Jod  for  us,  that  we  may  be  ««•• 
tained  by  His  help.  My  wife  and  three  eUldia 
are  weH  I  often  ask  whether  I  ehall  meet  y<m 
again  in  England,  and  I  say,  Perhaps  not.  W 
U8,  therefore,  be  strong  in  our  diligaioe,  tli«t  *• 
may  obtain  the  joyful  meeting  ia  tiie  hearen  a 
God.

A  PEEP  AT  A  CHINBSB  CITY. 

(HIS  city,  which  is  on  the  Tang-tse-Kiof 
about  600  miles  inland,  waa  first  ojwJ 
to  Europeans  in  1861.  Before  that  time  & 
robds  had  four  times  visited  it,  and  destroyed 
a  great  part  of  the  city,  thereby  scattering  tt« 
population,  Hfow  the  houses  have  been  rel«ill*i 
the  inhabitants  havd  returned,  and  Hankov  i> 
once  more  in  a  flourishing  state.  It  is  caUrf 
by  the  Chinese  "Heart  of  the  Bmpire,"  ««4 
"Middle  of  the  Empire,"  on  account  of  its  pollu- 
tion. *rhere  are  three  walled  cities  veiy  nW 
each  other  really  forming  one,  §md  only  eeparatei 
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hy  the  rirers  Taag-tai  and  Hail:  thsBs  ai'e  Han- 
kow, Hanyang,  and  Wuchang.     Were  you  to 
paBs  Hankow  during  the  winter  seaaon,  and  not 
revint  it  until  the  amnmer,  the  change  is  so 
eon^letA  that  jron  would  soaroely  ihiak  it  ww 
the  same  place.    The  reason  of  the  chuigfa  ie 
this  : — ^if  any  of  the  houses  on  the  river  bank  acc 
hmib  upon  piles  twenty  or  mor«  fe«|t  high.    In 
^rint^  the  water  U  low,  and  the  whole  of  these 
pilei»  ara  visible :  in  summer  the  river  rises  firom 
thirty  to  thirty-fiv«  (debt  then  the  inhabitants 
can  at^  firom  the  door  of  these  houses  into  the 
boat,    ^niia,  you  can  Ibney,  makes  a  gr«it  differ- 
once  in  ths  appearemoe  of  ^  place.    7b«  prin- 
clpal  street  is  said  by  the  niltrMi  to  b«  t«n  miles 
in  length)  and,  although  tU«  majr  not  ba  qntte 
true,  yet  it  oertainly  extends  for  a  very  long  dis- 
tance by  the  river  bank.    Th«  streets  are  broad 
and  well  paved.    There  is  no  earriage-r^ad,  as 
all  burdens  are  borne  by  labourers  called  coolies. 
In  the  summer  planks  are  placed  across  from 
roof  to  roof,  and  over  these  matting  is  put,  so 
that  the  streets  are  thus  nicely  shaded  fi"om  the 
mm.   The  shops  are  handsome,  and  well  stocked  j 
they  have  no  fronts.    The  arrangement  of  their 
goods,  I  have  ottea  noticed,  is  very  like  our  own. 
People  of  the  same  trade  seem  to  live  near  toge- 
ther.   As  you  pass  along,  yon  will  notice  shop 
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•iter  shop  vrith  the  same  kind  of  articles  exposed 
for  sale.  For  instance,  going  down  one  street, 
70a  will  come  upon  furuitore  shopB;  down  an- 
other, braziers' ;  then  clothes,  &c.  And  a  whde 
street  in  Wuchang  is  devoted  to  chop-siiti 
makers.  Here  is  •  sketch  of  a  booksellei'a 
shop. — 


As  their  houses  are  small,  they  fi^quently  woric 
at  their  trade  in  the  shop.  They  are  ploddmg 
and  industrious,  but  not  nearly  so  active  as  Eng- 
lish workmen.  Instead  of  the  name  of  the  owner 
of  the  shop  and  his  trade  being  painted  over  the 
fix»it,  as  we  see  it  in  England,  they  bare  it  in 
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lai'ge  gilt  characters  on  a  long  red  or  black 
board  whicli  liangs  by  the  door,  and  gives  the 
street,  as  you  look  down,  a  very  gay  appearance. 

At  night  the  shops  are  dimly  lighted  vith  oil- 
lampa,  or  lanterns  yiiih  candles  inside;  and,  as 
there  are  no  street-lamps,  each  man  carries  his 
own  lantern,  which  generally  has  his  name  and 
plaioe  of  residence  painted  upon  it. 

The  fonr  brick  walls  of  a  private  honse  have 
nsnally  no  other  opening  than  the  door.  As  yon 
enter,  there  is  a  small  conrt-yard  in  the  centre, 
and  all  the  windows  open  on  to  this.  Yery  little 
glass  is  used :  instead,  they  snbstitate  oiled  paper 
and  thin  oystei'-shells. 

There  are  a  great  many  poor.  They  live  in 
lints  made  of  matting,  which  are  placed  agdnst 
the  brick  walls  of  the  larger  houses.  There  are 
also  many  families  living  in  small  boats,  in  which 
they  cannot  stand  upright,  yet  they  seem  happy 
and  contented.  The  wants  of  a  Chinaman  ai-e 
few :  good  bedding,  and  the  apparatus  for  cook- 
ing  and  eating  his  rice,  are  what  he  most  cares 
about.  Instead  of  public-houses  they  have  tea- 
shops,  which  are  far  better.  Here  they  can  walk 
in,  sit  down,  and  have  a  cup  of  tea  for  about  the 
^ghth  of  a  penny.  They  drink  it  weak,  and 
without  sugar  or  milk.  It  is  the  very  rarest  sight 
to  see  a  Chinaman  intoxicated.    Would  that  the 
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eame  thing  could  be  Baid  of  Englishmea  in  tiik 
Ghristiaa  cotmtry !  There  are  many  beggan. 
Even  prieets  may  be  seen  begging  fiom  shop  to 
shop  for  their  anpport.  The  usual  dress  of  botii 
men  and  women  is  dark  bine  cotton.  'B» 
wealiMer  dasses,  hofrever,  wear  silks  and  saisns 
of  many  colonra.  The  predominance  of  one  cdoar 
strikes  the  eye  at  first  as  being  very  singnlsr. 
nie  complexion  of  the  Chinese  is  a  yeUow-broini. 
All  over  the  empire  they  have,  without  ezceptiaii, 
black  eyes  and  hair ;  so  that  they  are  very  mudi 
astonished  to  see  the  fair  hair  and  bine  eyes  d 
!Bnglish  children. 

I  conid  tell  you  many  interesting  things  abont 
the  manners  and  customs  of  the  people,  but  I 
will  dose  by  telling  you  what  the  missionaiie* 
are  doing  for  the  good  of  the  people  of  Hkakoir. 

In  June,  1861,  Mr.  John  and  Mr.  "Wilson,  d 
the  London  Missionary  Society,  arrived  there- 
They  were  the  first  Protestant  missionaries  -who 
settled  in  this  city.  They  rented  a  bonse,  and 
very  soon  preaching  was  commenced.  The  people 
had  never  before  teard  this  "  doctrine,"  lHum- 
bers  came  to  listen.  In  time  the  "  story  of  the 
Cross "  touched  the  heai-t  of  one,  then  another, 
and  another;  so  that  at  the  present  time  there 
ai"e  between  thirty  and  forty  Church  member^ 
besides  inquirers.    The  Society  has  two  churches 
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>r  fhd  CIimeBe ;  one  in  Hankow,  kaS.  tke  ofher 
i  "Wticliang ;  and  ttree  Ecliools,  ia  -whioli  tiiere 
re  this  year  'bet-ween  one  hnndred  and  thirty  and 
ne  liTiudTed  and  fifty  children  t>emg  instracted 
a  the  religion  of  Jesus. 

The  churches  are  open  for  several  hours  every 
lay,  and  preaching  is  going  on ;  but  it  is  not  a 
£viiet,  orderly  s^rriQe,  as  we  ^&  accustomed  to 
hear :  people  walk  in  and  out,  Just  as  they  like. 
If  a  barlNwr  is  pawing,  he  will  come  in  with  his 
sliaving  apparatus,  listen  as  long  as  he  chooses, 
then  walk  out.    Ill  like  manner,  a  cohbler  with 
bis  shoe-mending  materials,  or  a  man  with  Ids 
implements  for  riveting  earthenware,  or  a  coolie 
^vith  his  burden.    No  one  ts  reflased  admittance ; 
and  in  this  way  from  two  to  three  hundred  hear 
daily  of  Jesus  in  this  idolatrous  city,    ^ere  are 
two  services  on  tiie  Sunday  specially  for  the  con- 
verts ;  then  passers-by  ar^  not  allowed  to  enter, 
as  they  would  disturb  the  g^uiet  of  those  who 
really  wish  to  worship  in  sincerity  and  truth, 

Many  boatmen  attend  the  week-day  service, 
and  cany  away  books  to  distant  places.  In  this 
way  good  seed  is  sown,  which  we  pray  may 
bring  forth  an  abundant  harvest,  Hankow  has 
no  Sabbath  I — ^no  day  set  apart  for  worship! 
Think  what  a  bright  spot  in  the  Chinese  Empire 
it  would  be  if  its  millions  of  inhabitants  were 
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worshippers  of  the  trae  God,  instead  of  boding 
down  to  idols,  the  work  of  their  own  hands. 
Ood  can  do  all  things,  and  He  has  promised  tint 
all  shall  know  Him.  Fray  for  it,  dear  children, 
and  He  will  bring  it  to  pass.

THE  PALMTEA. 

FAXT  II. 

A  CUMB  FOB  A  BREAKFAST. 

fHE  juice  of  this  tree,  when  taken  pure, '» 
very  nourishing,  and  forma  the  hreakfU 
of  many  Shan&rs.  During  the  season  it  is  * 
common  sight  to  see  a  mother  and  children  tit- 
ting  down  in  the  tope,  or  plantation,  waiting  fo 
the  father  to  descend  from  the  tree  with  tiles' 
breakfast.  A  piece  of  the  leaf  is  then  tmid 
np  at  each  end  and  secured,  forming  a  kind  <i 
long  cup,  into  which  the  jnioe  is  poured  and  pu- 
taken  of  by  all.  The  greater  part,  however,  <i 
the  juice  is  carried  home  by  the  females  in  large 
earthen  vessels,  and  boiled  till  it  becomes  thick. 
This,  when  cold,  forms  a  coarse  sugar  called  bj 
Europeans  "jaggery."  The  jaggery  not  required 
for  home  use  is  sold,  and  rice  and  other  necea- 
saries  bought  with  the  money  obtained.  It  can 
be  refined  and  made  into  white  sugar.    Som^ 
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times,  too,  the  Shanar  will  make  a  little  into 
sugar-candy,  and  bring  a  portion  as  a  present  to 
the  missionary's  children. 

Sad  to  say,  there  is  no  rest  on  the  Sabbath  for 
the  l»almyTa-climber;  for,  if  the  tree  is  not  daily 
attended  to,  the  juice  will  cease  to  flow.  I  knew 
two  or  three  Christian  families  in  Travancore 
who,  being  wealthy,  did  not  climb  their  own 
trees,  but  hired  men  to  do  this  work.  On  the 
Sabbath  I  think  they  tried  the  experiment  of 
having  their  trees  only  climbed  once  daring  the 
day ;  and  the  produce  was  not  taken  home  and 
boiled  down  into  sugar,  which  would  have  been 
workforthefemaleSibutwas  given  away  to  the  poor. 

There  are  many  lessons  which  Christiaji  Eng- 
land might  learn  from  those  who  have  been  re- 
claimed £rom  heathen  darkness,  and  this  desire 
to  keep  holy  God's  day  is  one.  It  speaks  loudly, 
too,  to  little  boys  and  girls,  who  sometimes  go  to 
shops  on  Sunday  to  buy  sweetmeats,  and  by 
doing  so  break  God's  command,  which  says, 
"  Remember  the  Sabbath-day  to  keep  it  holy." 

If  the  juice  is  not  boiled  soon  after  it  has  been 
obtained,  it  wiU  ferment,  and  then  it  becomes  an 
intoxicating  drink  called  toddy.  But  generally 
the  Sh&n&rs  are  not  drunkards.  It  is  considered 
a  great  disgrace  among  them  to  be  intemperate. 
lliis  fermented  juice  ia  likewise  nsed  as  yeast  in 
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making  bread,  tbongh  generally  that  obtained 
firom  the  cocoannt  palm  is  preferred. 

But  there  are  other  parts  of  the  palmyra  whid 
axd  very  useftil.  The  wood  is  excellent  for  bnild- 
ing  pm-posea.  The  leaves  are  need  aa  thsteh,  btA, 
when  cloaely  laid  together  and  tied  down,  fern 
a  covering  through  which  the  snxx's  heai  aadtiie 
rain  do  not  penetrate ;  so  that  a  Itonse  tlms 
covered  remains  dry  and  comparatively  cod 
^ere  is  likewise  another  nse  to  which  the  leaf 
has  been  pnt.  It  constitates  the  writing  mate- 
rial of  the  country.  The  leaf  has  a  nnmber  of 
ribs  which  mn  down  its  whole  length.  Theae 
are  split  up  and  trimmed ;  and  this  is  their  papA 
ready  for  nse.  The  pen  Is  an  iron  style  wifli « 
sharp  steel  point,  and  with  this  the  Wnit 
Qcratohes  upon  the  leaf.  Some  neatly  folded  q> 
letters,  written  on  the  palmyra  leaf,  are  noviu 
OTu*  possession,  which  we  received  fix>m  some  d 
our  native  frt^ds.  We  have  likewise  a  book 
made  of  the  strips  of  the  same  leaf,  whidi  an 
strung  together  and  enclosed  on  both  sides  with 
boards.  Law  docnments,  too,  are  written  on  tliii 
leaf.  Tery  pretty  baskets  and  mats  are  likewiM 
made  from  it. 

The  leaf,  when  gathered  np  at  each  end  and 
turned  over  the  top  so  as  to  fbrm  a  handle, 
makes  a  bucket  with  which  to  draw  water  ttvm

[0  sings  the  poet;  and  missionaries  often  see 
that  it  is  a  fact.  Look  at  the  picture:  it 
represents  the  finding  of  the  god  SHniitr  (pro- 
notmced  Sheeleeoo). 


Here  are  two  women  of  the  Island  of  lofa 
Lieefoo)  stooping  over,  and  looking  with  sur> 
trise  at  a  log  of  wood.  The  wood  is  called,  on 
ome  of  the  islands  of  the  Sonth  Seaa,  O  le 
Tdiuotiffd.  It  is  a  small  tree,  with  spreading 
iranclies,  and  belongs  to  the  nettle  tribe.  It  is 
be  tree  of  whose  bark  most  of  the  South  Sea 
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islanders  ma^e  their  twine  for  fisliing  lines  ani 
nets.  The  foUowing  is  tbo  tradition  cancerning 
a  log  of  that  tree : —

of  Qhriet,  jbr  not  taa^ijig  a  better  «8e  of  their 
powert  of  laind !  Ihey  have  not  the  Eibkif  it  is 
trae;  bat  the  invistble  thLngs  of  God,  evea  His 
eternal  power  and  Godhead,  are  clearly  mani- 
fested, and  inay  be  discerned  by  the  mind  throngh 
tbe  things  which  Go4  has  made.  "  So  that  they 
are  without  escnse."

[  P  course  you  have  heard  of  John  BunjBi 
and  I  hope  you  have  read  his  "  PUgrun's 
Progress :"  well,  let  me  tell  you  of  one  instance 
out  of  many  which  taught  him  to  cast  all  \ai 
care  on  God,  and  led  him  to  say,  thankfuSji 
"  The  Lord  is  my  keeper."  He  lived,  yoa  know, 
in  the  times  of  persecntion,  and  the  enemies  of 
pure  religion  managed  to  keep  him  for  manj 
years  as  a  prisoner  in  Bedford  Gaol;  but  there, 
by  God's  good  providence,  he  managed  to  gain

"MERRY  MAY" 

IN  THE  SOUTH  SEAS. 

"  Tfthitt,  South  Pacific, 

"10th  May,  1866. 
♦*MT  D«ab  Totmd  FaiEHDB.-'Tou  often  sing, 

'  Hail,  all  hall. 
Thou  merry  month  of  May;' 

tmd  well  yo«  may,  for  your  fine  weather,  yonr 
'liBitge  aeetings,  and  yonr  fit>Uoaome  amnsementa 
justify  fou  in  doing  so.  We  can  edng  the  name 
song  in  these  far-off  lauds  j  for  the  children  here 
have  fine  weather,  large  meetings,  and  firoliesome 
amnsementa. 

"  "Wovdd  yon  like  to  kfiow  how  we  hare  spent 
otur  May  P  Idsteu,  and  I  will  tell  you  where  I 
fremi,  as  well  as  what  I  saw  and  heard.  I  live  on 
the  island  of  Tahiti,  a  beautifhl  island  belonging 
to  Qneen  Pomare,  and  under  the  protection  of 
France.    This  year  I  accepted  an  InTltatioa  to  a 
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district  on  the  Island  of  Moorea,  abont  fifteen  or 
twenty  miles  distant  across  the  sea.  We  set  oS 
last  Friday,  with  fine  weather  and  a  smooth  sea; 
bnt  whoi  about  half  way  the  wind  b^an  to  blow 
very  much.  The  sea  rose,  the  boat  rolled,  the  men 
polled  the  ropes,  and  the  native  ladies  began  to 
be  afraid,  and  to  jabber  away  in  fine  style.  Bat 
our  Heavenly  Fa^er  watched  over  and  kept  nB,aiid 
I  was  happy  to  feel  myself  once  more  on  terra firma. 

"  The  next  day  (Saturday)  was  the  first  day  for 
the  May.  After  preaching,  we  had  the  genenl 
salutation.  What  a  shaking  of  hands,  a  chatter- 
ing of  tongues,  and  BmiUng  of  faces !  This  orat, 
we  adjourned  to  the  outside  of  the  chapel,  where 
the  feast  was  prepared.  The  tables  were  arraJiged 
in  temporary  bouses,  forming  the  fonr  sides  of  an 
oblong,  leaving  a  large  space  in  the  middle.  ^ 
houses  were  very  prettily  decorated,  and  flags  «n 
flying.  The  whole  was  shaded  by  several  lai;ge  (^ 
tamann  trees.  The  united  length  of  the  seats  at  <1m 
tables  was  not  much  below  a  thousand  feet. 

"  Ton  can  easily  imagine  what  a  pretty  sigM 
it  was  to  see  lots  of  people  and  children  all  wdl 
dressed,  sitting  down  with  willing  hearts,  hands, 
and  mouths  at  these  tables,  on  which  there  were 
lots  of  roast  pigs,  fowls,  and  fish,  with  an  abnn- 
dance  of  vegetables  of  many  kinds.  The  eatables 
having  been  quicHy  despatched  to  the  various 
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places  foi'  wliich  they  were  intended,  the  young 
people  came  forward  to  repeat  the  passages  of 
Scripture  they  had  learat,  which  they  did  with 
tauch  credit  to  themselves.  We  had  preaching 
again  in  the  afternoon,  and  afterwards  continued 
the  work  of  feasting. 

"  On  Sunday  we  had  preaching  as  on  Saturday, 
with  the  addition  of  the  ordinances  of  the  Lord's 
Sapper  and  Baptism.  The  festival  was  kept  np, 
during  which  speeches  were  delivered.  Two  blind 
men,  gave  us  very  gpood  addresses.  There  was  a 
third  bUnd  -man,  whom  I  could  not  persuade  to 
make  a  speech.  In  the  evening,  theyoong  people 
sang  many  hymns  and  pieces  in  their  own  style, 
■whicb.,  however  pleasant  to  themselves,  did  not 
appear  to  me  to  rival  in  any  way  the  sweet 
strains  yon  hear  in  Exeter  Hall  and  the  Crystal 
Palace. 

"  The  elder  people  eat  down  to  have  a  conversa- 
tion on  passages  of  Scripture.  It  was  a  strange 
sight  to  see  some  ten  of  us  sitting  round  a  table, 
Tinder  the  shade  of  a  large  tree,  in  the  darkness  of 
night,  enlightened  by  a  few  flickering  lamps,  and 
around  us  a  crowd  of  eager  listeners.  These 
engagements  were  continued  far  into  the  hours  of 
night.  I  retired  for  a  short  rest,  and  by  about 
three  o'clock  on  the  Monday  morning  was  again 
on  the  boat  to  return  home.

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"How  pleasant  it  was  to  spend  this  time  on  tht 
island  where  the  Gospel  was  first  receiTed  by  ike 
natiyea  of  the  Sonth  Pacific,  and  wher«  such  a 
glorions  trinmph  has  been  gaJned  orer  ancient 
heathenism  and  modem  superstition.

In  Maohfu  Mrs.  Corbold  has  an  exoeilent  school, 
which  she  BvperuteDdsi  with  great  Ioto  tmd  de- 
TQt«dQeB«,    Kot  kng  ago  she  addressedl  a  Teiy 
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interesting  letter  to  the  secretary  of  a  javeuile 
sewing  party,  by  whom  a  scholar  has  long  heen 
supported  in  her  school.  There  is  a  portion  of  the 
letter  which  will,  no  donbt,  please  all  our  yoTmg 
readers: — 

"Dbab  Fsitod, — I  am  sure  yon  wiQ  he  g^ 
to  find  that  I  hare  been  again  privileged  to 
see  three  of  my  elder  girls  join  the  Church.  One 
is  an  orphan  child;  her  paa-ents  were  heathen. 
The  second  ia  the  child  of  Christian  parents;  and 
the  third  has  a  mother  living  who  is  a  Christian 
woman.  The  first  mentioned  is  the  first  girl  in 
the  first  class ;  the  second  has  lately  been  married. 
For  some  three  or  four  years  she  has  walked  con- 
sistently as  a  Christian  child.  Mr.  Corbold  ex- 
amines the  children  monthly,  and  he  often  n- 
marked  that  this  child,  though  not  at  all  clever,  aal 
often  finding  it  very  difficult  to  answer  qnestiou 
on  secular  subjects,  could  almost  invariablj 
answer  any  question  on  Scripture,  and  the  spiritnal 
meaning  of  it.  She  is  now  the  wife  of  a  yonng 
man,  teaching  in  our  Institution ;  he  is  also  the 
son  of  one  of  the  catechists  of  our  Society. 

"  The  third  girl  spoken  of  is  teaching  one  of  the 
younger  classes  in  the  boarding  school.  She 
speaks  of  attending  the  united  communion  service 
at  the  commencement  of  the  ypar,  as  the  means 
of  leading  her  to  decide  for  Christ    In  a  note 
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addressed  to  me,  she  says  of  that  service — 'I  saw  all 
sorts  of  people  there ;  and  it  was  to  me  as  if  they 
bad  come  from  the  north  and  the  south,  and  the 
east  and  the  west,  to  sit  down  at  the  table  of  the 
Liord ;  bat  the  saddest  thing  was  that  I  was  not 
among  them.  When  I  came  home  I  said,  "I 
must  come  to  Christ  yet  again."  My  wicked 
heart  said  to  me,  "  It  is  too  soon ;"  but  I  said, 
t'Novi  is  the  proper  time;  I  may  not  have  another. 
I  come  in  my  sinfcQ  state,  holding  Christ's  pro- 
mise, in  triiich  He  says, '  Him  that  cometh  nnto 
me  I  will  in  no  wise  cast  ont,' " '  &c.,  &c. 

"  By  my  report  yon  will  see  that  I  think  many 
of  the  children  have  improved ;  there  is  more  love 
among  them,  I  trast,  and  less  deceitfblness.  Some 
of  the  little  ones  had  a  habit  of  miming  out  of 
edght  when  any  one  was  looking  at  them,  as  if 
they  were  doing  wrong  and  were  afraid  of  being 
seen.  One  day  three  little  ones  were  in  the  front 
of  the  house  looking  for  something.  As  soon  as 
they  saw  me,  two  of  them  were  for  running  away, 
but  one  of  them  tamed  round,  came  up  the  steps 
of  the  verandah,  and  said,  '  We  have  lost  a  bead 
ring,  ma'am ;  we  are  looking  for  it.'  And  when 
I  said,  '  By  all  means  try  and  find  it,'  the  little 
body  ran  down  so  merrily,  and  looked  so  pleased, 
evidently  with  the  determination  that  when  she 
was  doing  anything  again  she  would  not  run 
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away,  bat  would  ooaae  and  tell  me  tk  oaee.  TSiu 
is  a  trifle  in  itaeK  hvA  it  ahowei  tke  effort  li«i 
b«ea  made  to  do  tight,  and  «lao  that  there  vm 
the  deeire  to  obey  me.  Tht^  are  also  aony  vkn 
tliej  Itare  diapleaced  mei>  One  day,  when  I  mnt 
into  aokeol.  I  mid  to  ooe  of  tbfi  little  o&e«i<(tt, 
Bnthie,  yo&r  hair  ia  untidy  again ;  I  am  aM 
ytoa  don't  lore  me  mnoh,  or  yo«  voold  ti7  to 
obey  me.'  The  poor  little  thing  loekednpikiiw 
so  uammiaSly,  and  h«r  eyes  filled  with  teud 
while  idle  pot  up  both  handa  to  her  head  to  itf 
and  smooth  her  hair.  I  Mt  J  might  learn  al» 
son,  and  ihat  I  need  to  pt»y  that  my  heart  laigtt 
be  a»  epen  to  reeeite  my  HteTonly  FUhcr'i  «^ 
mooitiaBS  at  Idiia  deair  ohlld  was  to  reoeiTC  m*^ 
I  mnat  eoaolTide  now,  dear  Mesda,  with  warmai 
thaakatomykind  yoong  firieaids  &m  the  mM^ 
sent  me  last  year.  Vmy  tar  moj  tiiat  the  ^

•xictionwaa  not  forgotten,  and 
r  prayers  were  afterwards 
swered.  The  clergyman  of 
a  parish,  a  most  devoted 
inister,  took  a  deep  interest  in 
e  children,  and  impressed  on 
<'ir  minds  the  troths  theit 
ar  mother  had  taught  them. 
i  icy  had  accompanied  her  in  her 
'  ukly  distribtttioB  of  religious 
icts,  which  she  never  omitted 
hen  in  health,  and  they  soon 


became  interested  in  foreign  Mis< 
sions,  and  wondered  what  they 
could  do  towards  the  conversion 
of  the  heathen.  They  were 
not  old  enough  to  go  from  house 
to  house  to  solicit  subscriptions, 
if  they  had  had  neighbourii  to 
whom  they  might  apply.  They 
thou^t  ^ey  wotlld  sow  flower 
seecU  In  the  garden,  and  sell  tho 
produce  to  their  friends.  It 
occurred  to  oneof  them  that  their 
beautiful  cat  might  be  amission- 
ary  collector ;  and  Pussy  was 
called  into  office.  A  pretty  bag 
was  made  andputaroundher  neck, 
fastened  to  her  collar,  and  when 
tiaitois  galled,  she  $ame  and 
mutely  requested  a  contribntion, 
which  was  never  reftjsed.  These 
yoxmg  people  are  now  grown  up, 
and  follow  Him  who  went  about 
doing  good. 

The  missionary  oat,  having 
done  all  she  could  for  the  heathen, 
is  now  in  her  quiet  gr^ve. 

Sristol.  M.  W. 
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pray  to  God  for  the  ship,  and  the  missionaries, 
and  the  natives  to  trhom  the  missionaries  are 
going  to  tell  them  of  Jesna,  who  came  to  seek  and 
save  sinners.  But  I  must  tell  yon  ahont  the 
voyage  of  the  missionary  ship  from  Geelong  to 
Hobart  Town,  and  the  manner  in  which  the 
kind  people  there  received  the  missionary  party. 

"  The  pilot  was  on  board  at  Geelong  on  Tuesday 
morning,  the  5th  of  June.  Many  Christian  friends 
came  down  to  the  railway  pier  to  see  ns  leave. 
There  was  a  very  strong  fair  wind,  and,  after  we 
had  got  away  from  the  wharf  and  passed  through 
a  very  narrow  channel  in  Corio  Bay,  all  sail  was 
set,  and  the  ship  seemed  to  fly  throtigh  the  water. 
VTe  soon  got  out  to  sea,  and  the  pilot  said  '  Good- 
bye,' and  went  off  in  his  boat,  and  left  ns  to  make 
onr  way  throngh  Bass's  Straits.  We  had  a  fine 
day  on  "Wednesday.  It  was  beantiftil  to  look  npon 
the  green  glas^  waves  as  they  came  rolling  along- 
side the  ship,  and  towards  evening  we  saw  the 
ontline  of  someof  the  Tasmanian  monntains,  which 
are  very  high.  On  Thnrsday,  Jnne  7,  we  got 
throngh  Banks's  Straits,  and  were  on  the  east  side 
of  Tasmania.  Ben  Lomond  raised  his  lofty  head, 
and  was  a  prominent  object  at  sea.  On  Thursday 
afternoon  the  sky  looked  angiy,  the  bai-ometei' 
b^^an  to  fall,  and  Captain  Williams  said,  'We 
shall  have  a  blow  ;'  and  be  made  all  needful  pre- 
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paiatioiM.  Thnndaj  night  waa  veiy  Bt;(»mj,  and 
on  Friday  the  wiiul  blew  ia  terrible  gnsta :  it  in.< 
ereaaed  to  a  Imrricane,  and  only  one  Bsoall  sail  was 
8«t.  It  waa  Teijr  grand,  to  look  at  the  foriou 
ooean,  a  iaf  or  tvo  before  so  cabn,  but  now  lagisg 
with  iwj.  The  '  John  WUliams'  was  tossed  about 
very  moch,  but  she  lifted  her  head  to  the  rinnis 
vawea,  and  she  dashed  the  spray  around  her,  and 
noblj  battled  with  the  storm.  On  Fridajr  nigU 
all  were  startled  in  their  beds  by  hearing  a  great 
crash.  Some  of  the  ladies  gave  a  sharp  scream, 
wondering  what  was  the  maiter  on  deck,  tor  tbt 
water  oame  into  the  saloon.  A  sea  broke  over  ds. 
It  tore  a  boat  from  its  place,  and  dashed  the  b«ll 
fnna  its  fastenings,  and  broke  the  safe  on  tb« 
quarter-deck  to  pieoes.  The  brare  sailors  boob 
gathered  up  the  &agmenta,  and  scciiz«4  the  bo*'^ 
Captain  WiUiaow  was  <m  dedk,  ready  to  meet  <*I 
difficnlty  tha^  might  arise  {  but,  amtough  thesbip 
was  t«mpest-to<H)9dt  aU  <m  board  felt  great  c<^' 
deaoeiniiie  Bhip,aBdtb909pt(Hn«i>4offioe«i  aH, 
'  The  ship  was  behwhg  very  wall.'  On  Satard<9 
the  gale  abated.  The  wind  blew  &am  the  nortii. 
We  had  plenty  of  sea-room,  and  ther^ore  we  were 
not  a&aid.  The  strength  of  the  wind  was  eqoal 
to  the  gale  which  the ;  John  Williams'  enoonntend 
in  the  British  Channel,  when  so  majiy  ships  were 
]»ot^  wd  when  the  st^mship  'I^oadon'  foandtnd. 
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"  We  were  glad  to  see  Maria  Island  on  Saturday 
evMiing.  On  Sunday  the  sea  w^a  oplm,  bnt  tiie 
-friiid  was  agsuut  us,  and  ire  had  no  prospeet  of 
^petting  to  Hobart  Town  nntil  tke  vind  changed. 
"We  had  a  hallowed  Sabbath.  Two  servioee  wet^e 
Ixeld  on  board ;  and  yoU  would  hare  been  pleased 
conld  yon  hare  seen  ns  in  our  worship  is  the 
saloon  of  yonr  beaatifol  ship.  Many  of  the  enalors 
love  Jesns,  and  we  hope  those  who  do  not  serve 
tlie  Lord  will  be  induced  to  give  their  hearts 
to  Christ,  that  all  the  sailors  maybe  the  true 
followers  of  the  Lamb. 

"OnMondayand  Tuesday  wemadelittleprogresst 
thewindswerelightand  contrary.  We  Bighted€ape 
'Pillar  and  saw  Tasman's  Island.  On  Wednesday 
yre  got  up  Storm  Bay,  and  the  vessel  was  near  the 
Ttv»  Pet,  the  name  of  the  lighthouse  at  tite  mouth 
of  the  beautiful  river  Derwent.  We  had  a  calm ; 
we  drifted  down  the  Storm  Bay.  The  pilot  came 
on  board.  He  ixM.  us  we  were  expected  that  even* 
ing  at  Hobart  Town.  The  people  were  to  have  a 
tea-meeting  to  welcome  the  ship  and  the  mia- 
Bionsriea.  He  gave  us  a  newspaper,  and  showed 
US  the  advOTtisement;  but  it  was  of  no  use:  the 
vessel  would  not  sail  without  wind.  The  man  did 
not  see  our  signals  on  Mount  Nelson,  for  he  was 
unwdl  (  so  we  had  to  continue  on  board,  admiring 
the  bay  and  gassing  on  the  snow-capped  moontainr 
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of  Tasmania.  I  had  never  seen  so  mnchsnov 
siace  I  left  England,  twenty-two  years  a/go. 
Mount  Wellington  looked  very  grajid  early  in  the 
mondng,  as  the  golden  rays  of  the  son  fell  on  his 
white  head ;  he  looked  like  some  venerable  sage 
with  silver  looks  and  noble  form,  and  we  were 
ready  to  pay  onr  respects  to  him,  bnt  could  notg^ 
on  shore.  On  Thursday  we  were  becalmed,  and 
some  friends  came  t-o  us  in  a  steamboat,  and  took 
US  to  Hobai-t  Town,  leaving  the  '  John  Williams' 
in  the  bay  to  wait  for  a  wind.  The  venerable  H. 
Hopkins,  Esq.,  was  on  board  the  steamer.  He  is 
the  tried  friend  of  the  London  Missionary  Society, 
in  his  eightieth  year,  yet  his  heart  is  warm  and 
loving  towards  the  good  canae  of  Missions.  He 
gave  the  new  missionaries  and  their  wives  a  hewty 
welcome,  as  he  has  done  previous  missionary  hanii 
visiting  Hobart  Town. 

"  We  had  a  kind  welcome  when  we  got  on  shoi* 
On  Friday  there  was  a  public  tea-meeting,  andH. 
Hopkins,  Esq.,  presided.  The  'John  Williams' 
got  up  to  the  wharf-  on  Friday,  the  15th  June. 
On  Sunday  missionaiy  sermons  were  preached; 
and  during  the  time  the  '  John  Williams '  was  at 
Hobart  Town,  thirteen  days,  missionary  meetings 
were  held  in  various  places,  children  and  their 
parents  visited  the  ship,  and  great  Christian  kind- 
"ess  was  shown  to  all  the  missionaries. 
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"  One  gentleman  presented  a  very  valuable  tele- 
scope for  the  Institution  for  native  teachers  in  the 
Society  Group. 

"  Some  of  you  remember  that  there  was  a  house 
on  the  deck  of  the  'John  Williams'  for  a  cow, 
■bnt  there  was  no  inmate  for  it  when  the  vessel  left 
lElngland.  At  Hobart  Town  we  made  known  our 
-nrants,  and  the  Bev.  W.  Law,  once  a  missionary 
in  Samoa,  but  now  a  minister  in  Tasmania,  said 
to  some  Mends, '  The  missionaries  ought  to  have 
ji  cow.'  A  kind  gentleman  and  his  wife  said, 
*  Get  a  cow,  and  wc  will  pay  for  it ;'  and  before  the 
missionai-y  ship  left  Hobart  Town,  through  the 
liberality  of  the  Hon.  P.  O.  Fysh,  Esq.,  M.L.C,  a 
cow  was  obtained  to  occupy  the  nice  house  built 
before  the  ship  departed  from  Aberdeen. 

♦'  The  valedictory  service  was  held  on  board  on 
Monday,  the  25th  June.  The  deck  was  crowded 
•with  people.  Several  ministers  took  part  in  the 
service.  Prayer  was  offered;  a  hymn  was  sung, 
composed  for  the  occasion  by  a  friend  of  Missions 
in  Hobart  Town,  and  two  addresses  were  given, 
and  then  many  said  'Farewell '  to  the  missionaries. 
The  ship  did  not  sail  until  the  28th  June,  owing  to 
the  illness  of  the  captain. 

"  Our  voyage  to  Sydney  and  our  reception  there 
must  be  left  for  another  letter. — ^Tour  friend,
